1 
deſire you likewiſe to take knowledge of the famons golden 
pronince of Chica, ſlretching further to the North where- 
of the.Cacique of Coſte gane notice to Ferdinando de So- 
to 4 the towne of Chiaha,affirming,that there were mines 
of copper ,and of another mettall of the ſame colour, ſaue that 
it was finer, and of a farre more perfect luſtre, and farre bet- 
terin ſizht,and that they vſed it not ſo mach, becauſe it was 
ſofter. And the ſeifeſame thing was before told the Gonernour 
zu Cutifachiqui : who ſent two Chriſtians from-Chiaha

ter,that the Gouernour ſet forward to ſeeke a pronince called 
Pacaha, which hee was informed to be neere-vnto Chilca, 
where the Indians told him, that there was gold. And in 
another place hee ſaith; That from Pacaha hee ſent thirtie 
horſemen and fiftic footment» the province of Caluca, to ſee + 
if from thence he might trauell to C hiſca,where the Indians

Another wery gaimnfall commoditie is, the huze quantitie 
of excellent perles,and little babies and b;rds made of them, 
that were found in Cutitachiqui.

7s reported to be ſuch that if they would hane ſearched diners Chap. 14s; 


eranes in townes thereahont, they might hane lided many of 
their horſes... Neither ave the T nrkie ſtones and cotton wooll- 
ford at Guaico to be /o»gotten,noy paſſed ourr in ſilence. 
But that, which 1 make n0 ſmall account of, is,the mulli- 

tnde of O:xen, which, from the beginning of the 16.0 the 
end of the 26.Chapter are nine ſcuerall times made mention 
0f,andihat along from Chiaha,Coſte, Pacaha,Coligoa,. 
and Tulla, (tilt toward the North, to wit, toward vg, there 
was ſuch ſtore of them, that they con!d keepe no corne for 
them : and that the Indians lined vpon their fleſh.T he haire 
of theſe Oxen is likewiſe ſaid to be like a ſoft wooll, betweene 
the courſe and fine wooll of ſhrepe + and that they wfe them 
for conerlets, becauſe they are very ſoft and woolled hike ſheep *- 
and not ſo onely, bat they make bootes, ſhooes, targets, and: 
azher things nece({[arit of the ſame. Beſides the former bene- 
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fits, their young ones may be framed to the yoke, for carting 
and tillaze of our ground. And Iam in good hope, that ere it 
be lonz we ſhall hane notice of their being neerer vs, by that 
which I rea in the Italian relation of Cabega de Vaca, 
the firſt finder of them, which writeth, That they ſpread 
themſeclues within the countrie aboue foure hundred 
leagues. M-reozer,Vaſques de Coronado, axdlong af- 
ter him, Antonio de Eſpejo (whoſe voiages are at large i 
my third volume) trauelled many leagues amrng theſe 
heards of O xen, and found them from 33. degrees ranging 
very farre to the North and Northeaſt. 

A fourth chiefe commoaitie wee may account to bethe 
great number of WMulberrie trees, apt tofeede Silke-wormes 
to make ſilke : whereof there was ſuch plentie in many places, 
that,thongh they found ſome hempe in the countrie,the Spa- 
niards made ropes of the barks of them for their briganaines, 
when they were to put toſeafor Noua Hiſpania. | 

Afﬀitth is the excellent and perfect colours,as black, white, 
greene, yellow, and red, and the materials to dye withall, [0 
often ſpoken of in this diſcourſe : among which I hane ſome 
hope to bring you. to the knowledee of the rich graine of Co- 
chonillio, ſo much efteemed,and of ſo great price. I ſpeake n0- 
thing of the ſeuerall ſorts of paſſing good grapes: for Wine 
and. Raiſons. 

Neither is it the leaf benefit, that they fornd. ſalt made 
by the Indians at Cayas,andin.two places of the pronince of 
Aguacay : the. manner alſs how the Inhabitants make it, is 
very well worth the obſerration. | 

One of the chiefeſt of all the reſt may be the notice of the

gentlemas. of Eluas in Portugall,cmploied in all the attion, 
whoſe name is not ſet downe, ſpeaking of the Cacique of Tul- 
la, ſaith,that aſwell this Cacique, as the others, and all thoſe 
which came to the Gonernonr on their behalfe, deliuered 
their meſſage or ſpeech in ſo good order, that no Oratour 
could viter the ſame more eloquently. But for all their faire 
and cunning ſpeeches, they are not ouwermuch to be truſted : 
for they be the greateſt traitors of the world, as their mani- 
fold moſt craftie contrined and bloody treaſons,here ſet down 
at large, doe euidently proue. They be alſo as unconſtant as 
thewethercock,and moſt readie to take all occaſions of aduan- 
zages to doemiſchiefe. T hey are great liars and diſſemblers, 
for which fanlts often times they had their deſerued pat- 
ments. And many times they gane good teſlimonie of their 
great valour and reſolution. To handlt: them gently, while 
gentle courſes may be found to ſerne, it will be without com- 
pariſon the beſt : but if gentle poliſhing will not ſerne, then

and whatſocuer they ſaw and happened 
ynto them inthe ſame,

7 Aptaine Soto was the ſon ofa Squire 
gay} of Xerez of Badaioz He wentinto the 
Rag — FE Spaniſh 1-djes, when Peter Arias of 
LON 0 CAnilawas Gouernour of the Weſt 
>, E<lYp Fe! Indies: And there he was without 
APES 4 any.thing elſe of his owne,ſaue his 
word and target : and for his good qualities and 
valour, Peter Arias made him Captaine of a troopeof 
horſemen, and by his commandement hee went 
with Fernando Pizarro to the conqueſt of Pers : where 
(as many perſons of credit reported, which were 
there preſent) as wellat the taking of 4abaljpa, Lord 


of Pers, as at the aſſault ofthe citie of Cuſco, and " 
B a 
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all other places where they found reſiſtance, where- 
ſoeuer hee was preſent, hee paſſed all other Captaines 
and principall perſons. For which caule, beſides his 
part of the treaſure of H1abalipa,he hada good ſhare : 
whereby in time he gathered an hundred and foure- - 
ſcore thouſand Duckets together, with that which fell 
to his part : which he brought into Spaine:whereof the 
Emperourborrowed a certaine part,which he repaied 
againe with 60000 Rials of plate in the rent of the 
filkes of Granada, and all the reſt was delivered him in 
the Contracation houſe of Sinuil. He tooke ſeruants,to 
wit,a Steward, a Gentleman Vſher, Pages, a Gentle- 
man of the Horſe,a Chamberlaine, Lakics,and al other 
officcrs that the houſe of a Noble mi requireth. From 
Sinil hee went to the Court, andin the Court, there 
accompanied him 7h Dannuſco of Sinil, and Lews 
Moſcoſs D aluarado, Nynno de Touar, and lohn Rodri- 
2ueF_Lobills. Except 1ohn Danuſco, all the reſt came 
with him from Per#: and euery one of them brought 
fourtcene or fifteene thouſand Duckets : all ofthem 
went well and coſtly apparrelled. And although Soto 
of his owne nature was not liberall, yet becauſe that 
was the firſt time that hee was to ſhew himſelfe inthe 
Court.he ſpent frankely,and went accompanied with 
thoſe whichT haue named, and with his ſeruants, and 
many other which reſorted vnto him. Hee married 
with Donna Iſabella de Bouadilla, daughter of Peter Ari- 
as of _Luila, Earle of Punno en Roftro. The Emperour 
made him the Gouernor ofthe Ifle of Cubs, and Ade- 
lantado or Preſident of Florida, witha title of Mar- 


ques of certaine part ofthe lands,thathe ſhould con- 
qUer.

KARIRM) Yace, which had been withthe Gouernor 
Pamphils de Naruaez which died in Florida,who repor- 
ted thatNaraae was caſt away at ſea with allthe com- 
panie y went with him. And how he with foure more 
eſcapedandarriued in Nueua Eſpanna: Alſo he brought 
arelation in writing of that which hee had ſeene in 
Florida ; which ſaid in ſome places : In ſuch aplace I 
haueſeenethis ; and the reſt which here ſaw, Ileaue 
to conferre of betweene his Maicſtie and my ſelfe.Ge- 
nerally he reported the miſcrie ofthe Countrie, and. 
thetroubles which hee paſſed: and hee told ſome of 
his kinſfolke, which were deſirous to goe intothe 7- 
dies,and vrged him very much totell them whether 
he had ſeene any rich country in F/orida,that he might 
not tellthem, becauſe hee and another, whoſe name 
' was Orantes, (who remained in- Nueua Eſpanna with 
purpoſe to returne into Florida - for which intent hee 
came into Spaine to beg the gouernment thereof of 
the Emperour) had ſworne not to diſcouer ſome of 
thoſethings which they had ſcene, becauſe no man 
ſhould preuentthem in begging the ſame: And hee 


informed them, That it was the richeſt Conntrie of the Floricaistty 


world, Don Ferdinando. de Soto was very delirous to 


tric of the 
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hauehim with him.and made him a fauourable offer : 
and afterthey were agreed, becauſe Soto gaue himnort 
a ſumme of money which he demanded to buy a ſhip, 
they broke off againe. Baltaſar de Gallezvs, and Chrifo- 
pher de Spindola,the kinſemen of Cabega de Yaca, told 
him, thatfor that which hee had imparted to them, 
they were reſolued to paſſe with Soto into Florida,and 
thercforethey prayed him to aduiſe them what they 
werebeſtto doe. Cabeca de PYaca told them, that the 
cauſe why he wentnot with Soro was, becauſe hee ho- 

ped to beg another gouernment,and that hee was loth 

to goc vnder the command of another : and that hee 

came to beg the conqueſt of Florida : but ſecing Dor 

Ferdinandso de Soto had gotten it alreadie, for his othes 
ſake hee mighttell them nothing of that which they 

would know : bur hee counſelled them to fell their 
goods andgoe with him, and that in ſo doing they 

ſhould doe well. Aſflooneas he had opportunitie hee 

ſpake with the Emperour, and related vnto him what- 

ſoeuer hee had paſſed andſeene, and cometovnder- 

ſtand. Of this relation madeby word of mouth to the 
Emperour, the Marques of 4ſorza had notice, and + 
forthwith determined to ſend with Dox Ferdinando 

ae Sots his brother Doz Antenio Oſorio: & with him two 
kinſmen of his-prepared themſelues, to wit, Francis 0- 
forio, and Garcia Oſorio. Don Antonio diſpoſſeſled him- 
ſelfke of 60000 Rials of rent which hee held by the 
Church:and Frarces Oſorio of a town of Vaſlals, which 
he had in the Countrie de Campos. And they made 
their Rendezuous with the Adelantado in Siuzl. The 
like did Numnez de Tonar, and Lewis de Meſcoſo, and 
Tohn Roariguer Lobillo,cach of wh6 had brought from 
Pers tourtcene or fifteenethouſand Duckets.

From 3adazozthere 
went Peter Calderan, and three kinſemen of the Ade- 
lantado, to wit, Arias Tinoco, Alfonſo Romo,and Diego 
Tinoco. And as Lewis de Moſcoſo paſſed through * Et

And hecommandeda mutiter to be made,at the which 
the Portugales ſhewed themſelues armed in verie 
bright armour, and the Caſtellans very gallant with 
filke vpon filke,with many pinkings and cuts. The Go- 
uernour, becauſe theſe brauaries in ſuch an aQion did 
notlike him, commanded that they ſhould muſter a- 
nother day, and every one ſhould come foorth with 
his armour: atthe which the Portugales cameas at the 
firſtarmed with very good armour, The Gouernour 
placed them in order neere vnto the ſtandard which 
the enſigne-bearer carried.

ES 224 nethof Aprill, the Adelantado delivered

new ſhip,and good of faile, and gaue another to 4»- 
arew de Yaſconcelss, in which the Portugales went : hee 
' went ouer the barre of S. Lucar on Sunday being S. La- 
Zarus day, inthe morning, of the moneth and yeere a- 
foreſaid,with greatioy, commanding his trumpets to 
be ſounded,and many ſhots of the ordinance to be diſ- 
charged. Hee ſailed foure daies with a proſperous 
wind; and ſuddenly it calmed : the calmes continued 
eightdaies with ſwelling ſeas, in ſuch wiſe, that wee 
made no way. The 15. day after his departure from 
S. Lucar,hee came to Gomera, one ofthe Canaries, on 
Eaſter day in the morning. The Earle of that Iſland 
was apparrelled all in white,cloke,ierkin, hoſe,ſhooes, 
and cappe, ſo that hee ſeemed a Lord of the Gypſes. 
He receiued the Gouernour with much ioy : hee was 
well lodged, andall thereſt had their lodgings gratis, 
and gat great ſtore of victuals for their monie, as 
bread, wine andfleſh and they tooke what was need- 
full for theirſhips : and the Sunday following, cight 
daicsafter their arriuall, they departed from the Iſle of 
Gomera, The Earle gaue to Donna Iſabellathe Adelan- 
tados wife a baſtard daughter that hee had to bee her 
watting maid. They arriuedat the Antilles, inthe Iſle | 
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of Cuba,at the port of the City of Sazt 1420 vpon Whit- 
ſunday. Aſſone as they came thither, a Gentleman 
of the Citie ſent to the ſea fide a very faire roan horſe 
and well furniſhed for the Gouernour, anda mule for 
Donna Iſabella : and all the horſemen and footemen 

- thatwere inthe towne came to receiuchim atthe ſea- 
ſide. The Gouernour was well lodged, viſited, and 
{erued of all the inhabitants of that Citie, andall his 
companie had their lodgings freely : thoſe which de- 
ſired to goe into the countrie, werediuided by-foure 
and foure,and ſixe and fixe in the farmes or granges, 
according to theabilitic ofthe owners of the farmes, 
and were furniſhed by them withall things neceflary.

ofa very good ſmell and exceeding goodtaſte. Other 
trees do bearea fruit, which they call Mameis of the 
bignes of Peaches. This the Iflanders do-hold for the 
beſt fruit of the country. There isanother fruit which 
they call Guayabas like Filberds, as bigge as figges. 
Thereare other trees as high as a 1aueline, hauing one 
only ſtocke without any bough, and theleauesas long 
asa caſting dart : andthe fruite is of the bigneffe and 
faſhion ofa Cucumber, one bunch beareth 20. 0or zo. 
and as they ripen, the tree bendeth downeward with 
them : they are called in this countrie Plantanos, and 
are of a good taſte, 8& ripenafter they be gathered; but 
thoſe are the better which ripen vpon the tree it ſelfe ; 
they beare fruite but once : and the tree being cut 
downe, thereſpring vp others out ofthe but, which 
beare fruite the next yeere. There is another fruit; 
whereby many people are ſuſtained, and chiefly the 
ſlaues,which are called Batatas. Theſe grow now in 
the Ifle of Tercera, belonging to the Kingdome of Poy- 
zuzal,and they grow within the earth, and are like a 
fruit called Iname,they haue almoſt 5 taſte of a cheſt. 
nut. The bread of this countrie is alſo made of rootes 
whichare like the Batatas. And the ſtocke whereon 
thoſe rootes doe grow is like an Elder tree : they make 
their ground in little hillocks,and in each of them they 
thruſt 4. or5.ſtakes;and they gather the rootesa yeere 
and an halte after they ſet them. Ifany one, thinking 
it is a Batata or Potato roote, chance to eate of it neucr 
folittle, hee is in great danger of death : which was 
feene by experience in a ſouldier, which afſone as hee 
hadeatena very little of one. of thoſe rootes, hee died 
quicklie, They pare theſe rootes and ſtampe them,and 
| | _ fqueſe 
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_ ſqueſe them inathing likea preſſe: the tuyce thatcom- 
meth from them is of an ecuill ſmell. The breadis of 
little taſte and lefle ſubſtance. Of the fruites of Spazre, 
ehereare Figges and Oranges, and they beare fruit all 
the yeere, becauſe the ſoile is very ranke and fruirfull. 
In this countrie are many good horſes, and there is 
oreene graſſeall the yeere. There be many wild oxen 
and hogges, whereby the people ofthe Ifland is well 
furniſhed with fleſh : Without the townes abroad in 
the Countrie are many fruites. And it happeneth 
ſometimes thata Chriſtian goeth out of the way and 
is loſt r5.0r 20.daies,becauſe of the many paths in the 
thicke groues that crofle to and fro made by the oxen: 
and being thus loſt, they ſaſtaine themſclues with 
fruitesand palmitos: forthere bee many great groues 
of Palme trees through all the Iſland: they yeeld no 


other fruite that is of any profit. ' The Ifle of Cuba is Thelength 
and breadth 


300. leagues long from the Eaſt to the Weſt, andis cuba, 


inſome places 30. in others 4o. leagues from North 
to South. It hath 6. townes of Chriſtians : to wit, 
S. 1ago, Baracoa, Bayamo, Puerto de Principes, S. Eſpirito, 
and Hauana. Euery one hath betweene 3o. and 40. 
houſeholds,exceptS. ago and Hanana, which haue a- 
bout 60. or 80, houſes. They haue Churches in each 
ofthem, and a Chaplen which confeſſeth them and 
ſaith Maſſe. InS. 1420 isa Monaſterie of Franciſcan 
Friers : it hath but few Friers, and is well prouided 
of almes,becauſe the countrie is rich : The Church of 
S. 1az0 hath honeſt reuenew, andthereisa Curatand 
Prebends and many Prieſts, as the Church of that 
Citie,which is the chiefe of all the Iſland. There is in 
this countrie much gold,and few {lauesto getit: For

that hee did not know before ; and that hee came 
thither to kill himſelfe with them, to the end, that 
if hee had vſed them badly inthis world, hee might 
vie them worſe inthe world to come : And this was 
a meane that they changed their purpoſe, and tur- 
ned home againeto doethat which he commanded

Gouernour and thoſe which ſtaied withhim bought 
horſes and proceeded on their journie. The firſt 
towne they came vnto was B4yamo : they were lod- 
ged foure and foure, and ixe andfixe, as they wentin 
company,and where they lodged,they tooke nothing 
fortheir diet, for nothing coſt them ought 22 Farm 
iz 
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Maiz or corne fortheir horſes, becauſe the Gouernor 
wentto viſit them from towne to towne.,and ſeaſed 
them in the tribute and ſeruice of the Indians. Bayamo 
is 25, leagues from the Citie of S. ago, Neerevnto 
the towne paſleth a great Riuer, which is called Tart; 
it is greater then G#aatana,and in it be very great Cro- 
codiles, which ſometimes hurt the Indians, or the cat- 
tell which paſſeth the: Riuer. In all the countrie are 
neither Wolfe, Foxe, Bcare, Lion, nor Tiger. There 
are wild dogges which goe from the houſes into the 
woods and feed ypon ſwine. There be certaine Snakes 
as biggeasa mans thigh or bigger, they are very ſlow, 
they doe no kind of hurt. From Bayamo to Puertodet-

tos prixcipesare 50.leagues.In al the Ifland from towne 


to towne,the way is made by .ſtubbing vp the vnder- 


wood : and if it bee left but one yeere vndone, the 
wood groweth ſo much,that the way cannot be ſeene, 
and the paths of the oxen are ſo many, that none can 
. trauell without an Indian of the Countrie fora guide: 
forall the reſt is very hic and thicke woods. From Pu- 


erto dcllos principes the Gouernour went to the houſe of 


F aſques Porcalls by ſea in a bote, (for it wasneerethe 
ſea) to know there ſome newes of Donna Iſabella, 
which at that inſtant (as afterward was knowne) was 
in greatdiſtreſſe, in ſo much that the ſhips loſt one a- 
nother : and two of them fell on the coaſt of Floriaa, 
andall ofthem endured great want of waterand victu- 
als. When the ſtorme was ouer, they met together, 
without knowing where they were: in theend they 
deſcried the Cape of S. Anton,a countrie not inhabi- 
ted of the Iſland of Caba + there they watered ;and at 
the end of 40. daies, which were paſled ſince their de- 
they ariued at Havana:

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The Gouernour was preſently informed thereof, and 
went to Donna Iſabella.And thoſe which wentby land, 
which were one hundred and fiftie horſemen, being 
divided into two parts, becauſe they would not op- 
preſſe the inhabitants, trauelled by S. Eſpirito, which is 
60.leagues from Puerto dellos principes, The food which 
they carried with them was Cagabe bread, which is that 
whereof I made mention before : and it is of ſuch a 
qualitic,thatifitbe wet, it breaketh preſently, where- 
by it happened to ſome to eate fleſh without bread for 
many dates. They carried dogges with them, and a 
man of the Country, which did hunt;& by the way,or 
where they wereto lodge that nighr,they killed as ma- 
ny hogges as they needed. Inthis iourniethey were 
well prouided of beefe and porke : And they were 
greatly troubled with Muskitos, eſpecially in alake, 
which is called the mere of P:a, which they had much 
adoeto paſſe from noone till night, the water might 
beſome halfe league ouer, and to be ſwomeabour a 
croſſebow ſhot, the reſt came to the waſte, and they 
waded vp tothe knees in the mire,and inthe bottome 
werecockle ſhels, which cut their feete very ſore; in 
{ſuch ſort, thatthere was neither boote nor ſhooe ſole 
that was heleathalfe way. Their clothes and ſaddels 
were'paſſed in baskets of Palme trees.Paſling this lake, 
ſtripped out of theirclothes, there came many muski- 
tos,vpon whoſe biting there aroſe a wheale that ſmar- 
ted very much : they ſtrooke them with their hands, 
and with the blowe which they gaue they killed fo 
many, that the blood did runne downe thearmes and 
bodies of the men. That night they reſted very little 
for them, and other nights alſo in the like places and 
times. They came to Saxto Eſpirito, which isatowne 
of 
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of thirtic houſes ; there paſſeth by it a little Riner : ir 
is very pleaſant and fruitfull, hauing great ſtore of O- 
ranges and citrons, and fruites of the Countrie: One 
halte ofthe companie were lodged here, and the reſt 
paſſed forward 25. leagues to another rowne called 
la Trinidad of 15.0r 20, houſcholds. Here is an hoſpi- 
tall for the poore, and there is none other inall the I- 
fland. And they ſay, that this rowne was the greateſt 
in all the Countrie, and that before. the Chriitians 
came into this land, asa ſhip paſſed along the coaſt, 
there came init avery ficke man, which defired the 
Captaineto ſet him on ſhore : and the Captaine did 
ſo,and the ſhip wenther way :: The ficke man remai- 
ned {ct on ſhore in that countrie, which vntill then had 
not been haunted by Chriſtians ; whereupon the In: 
dians found him,carried him home. and looked vnto- 
him till he was whole; and the Lord of that towne 
maried him vntoa daughter ofhis,and had warre with 
all the inhabicants round abour, and by the induſtrie 
and valour of the Chriſtian, he ſubdued and brought: 
vnder his command all the people of that Iſland. A. 
great while after,the Gouernour Diego Yelaſques went 
to conquer it, and from thence diſcouered new Spaine- 
And this Chriſtian which was with the Indians did 
pacifie them,and brought them to the obedience and 
ſubicQion ofthe Gouernour. From this towne della Fauana- 
Trinidad vnto Hananaare 80. leagues*without any ha- 
bitation, which rhey trauelled. They came to Hanan 
intheendot March; where they found theGouernor, . 
and the reſt of the people which came with him from 
Spaine. The Gouernour ſent from Hauana Iohn Dan- 
z#uſco with a carauele & two brigantines with 50. men:

The Gouernour tooke away this office 
from Nonno deTouar, becauſe hee had fallen inloue 
with the daughter of y Earle of Gomera, Donna 1/abeilas 
waighting maid, who, though his office weretaken 
fromhim, (to returne againe to the Gouernours fa- 
uour)though ſhe were with child by him, yet tooke 
her to his wife, and went with Soto into Florida, The 
Gouernour left Dona Iſabella in Hanuana, and with 
herremained the wife of Dox Carlos, and the wines of

left for his Lieutenant a Gentleman of Hauana, called 

John de Roias,for the gouernment of the Iland. 
On Sunday the 18. of May, in the yeere of our 
Lord, 1539. the Adelantado or preſident __—_ 
| | rom 
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from Hanana in Caba with his fleete, which were nine 


veſſels, fiue great ſhips, two carauels, and two brigan- 
tines: They ſailed ſeuen daies with a proſperous wind. 
The 25. day of May, the day de Paſca de Spirito Santo, 
(which we call Whitſon Sonday,) they ſaw the land Thisplace 


of Fworids; and becauſe of the ſhoalds,they came to an 


anchora league from the ſhore. On Friday the 3a, of 


May they landed in F/orida,two leagues fromatowne 
of an Indian Lord,called Ycita; They. ſet onland two 
hundred and thirtecne horſes, which they brought 
withthem,to vnburden the ſhippes, that they mighe 
draw the lefle water. Hee landed all his men, and on- 
ly the ſea men remained in the ſhippes, which in eight 
daics,going vp withthe tide cuery day alittle,brought 
them vp vnto the towne. Afſooneas the people were 
come onſhore, hee pitched hiscampeon the ſeafide, 
hard vpon the Bay which went vp vnto the towne. 
And preſently the Capraine generall Yaſques Porcallo 


with other 7. horſemen foraged the Countrie halte a camevp wthe

The 
ſame nightfollowing the Gouernour with an hundred 
men inthe brigantines lighted vpon arowne, which 
he found without people,becauſe, that aſſoone azthe 
Chriſtians had fight of land,they were deſcried, and 
ſaw along the coaſt many ſmokes, which the Indt- 
ans had made to giue aduicethe one to the'other. The

Heere 
were found ſome pearles of ſmall valew, ſpoiled with 
the fire, which the Indians do pierce and ſtring them. . 
like beades, and weare them about their neckes and 
handwriſts, and they eſteeme them very much. The- 
houſes were made of timber,and couered with Palme 
leaues. The Gouernour lodged himſfelfe in the Lords 
houſes,and with him: aſques Porcallo, and Lays de Mof- 
cofo : and in others that were in the middefſt of the 
towne, was the chiefe Alcalde or Iuſtice, Baltaſar de 
Gallezos lodged; andin the fame houſes was ſet in a 
place by it ſelfe,althe proviſion that came in the ſhips: 
the other houſes and the Church were broken down, 
and euery three or foure ſouldiers made a little cabin. 
wherein they lodged. The Countrie round about was 
very fennie,and encombred with greatand hie trees. 
The Gouernor commanded to fel the woodsa crofle- 
bow ſhot round about the towne, that the horſes 
might runne,and the Chriſtians might haue the ad- 
uantage ofthe Indians, if by chance they ſhould ſet 
vpon them by night. - In the waics and places conue- 
nient,they had their Centinelles of footemen by two-

Ycita commanded to bind 1x 
Ortiz hand and foote vpon foure ſtakes aloft ypon a 
raft, and to make a fire ynder him, thatthere he might 
bee burned : But adaughter of his deſired him that he 
would not put him to death, alleaging,that one only 
Chriſtian could do him neither hurtnor good,telling 
him,thatit was more for his honour to keepe him as a 
captiue. And ca granted herrequeſt,and comman- 
ded him tobe cured of his wounds : and affoone as he 
was whole, he gauehim the charge of the keeping of 
the Temple: becauſe that by night the wolues did

Af 
ſooneas Ycita knew thereof, he reſolued to puthim to 
death ; and ſentby the trac, which he ſaid the wolues 
went,and found the bodie ofthe child, and the wolfe 
deadalittle beyond : whereatYcita was much conten: - 
ted with the Chriſtian, and with the watch which hee 
kept-in the-Temple, and from thence forward eſtee- 
med him much. Three yeeres after hee felt into his 


hands, there came another Lord,called Mocogo,who ik wo 
dwelleth two daies iourny from the Port, and burned daics iournie 
his towne.. Ycitafledto another rownethathe had in fon Vena 


another ſea port. Thus 70hz 071i loſt his office and fa- 
uour that he had with him. Thele- people being wor- 
ſhippers of thediuell, are wont to offer vp vnto him 
theliues and blood of theirTndians,or of any other: 
people they can come by: and they report;that when. 
he will hauethem doe thar ſacrifice vnto him, he ſpea- 
keth with them,and telleth them that he is athirſt, and 
willeth them to ſacrifice-vnto him. .704n Ort4F had no- 
tice by the damſell that had deliuered him from y fire, . 
how her father was determined to ſacrifice him y day 
following, who willed him to fleeto Mecogo-- for ſhee 
knew'y he would yſe him wel: for ſhe heard fay,thathe- 
hadasked for him, and ſaid hee would bee glad ro fee - * 
him : and becauſe he knew not the way,ſhe went with. 
him halfea league out of the towneby night, and ſet” 
him inthe way, & returned, becauſe ſhe would notbe 
diſcouered. !9h# Ortiz trauatled all thar nighr; and by: 


5 morning came vatoa Riuer,which is in the territorie ARiuer. 
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of cMococo:and there he ſaw two Indiansfiſhing ;and 
becauſe they werein war with the people of7cita, and 
their languages were different, and hee knew not the 
liguage of Mocogo,hewas afraid, becauſe he could not 
tell them who hee was,nor how hee camethither, nor 
was able to anſwer any thing for himſclfe, that they 
would kill him, taking him for one of the Indians of 
FVcita, and before they eſpied him,hecameto the place 
where they had laid their weapons : & afſoone as they 
ſaw him,they fled toward the rowne,and although he 
willed the to ſftay,becauſe he meant to do thEno hurt, 
yet they vaderſtood him not,and ran away as faſt as e- 
 uerthey could. And affone as they came to the towne 
with great outcries, many Indians came forth againſt 
him,and began to compaſſe him to ſhooteat him: 79bx 
Orti; (ceing himſelfein ſo greatdanger, ſheilded him- 
ſelfe with certaine trees,and beganto ſhreeke our, and 
crie very loud,and to tell them thathe was a Chriſtian, 
and that he was fled from Ycita, and was cometo ſee 
and ſeruc Mococohis Lord. It pleaſed God thar at that 
very inſtant there came thither an Indian thatcould 
ſpeake thelanguage and vnderſtood him, and pacifi- 
ed thereſt , who told them what hee ſaid. Thenran 
from thencethree orfoure Indians to bearethe newes 
to their Lord : who came foortha quarter of a league 
fromthe towne to receiue him; and was very glad of 
him. He cauſed him preſently to ſweare according to 
the cultomeof the Chriſtians, that hee would notrun 
away from him toany otherLord : and promiſed him 
toentreate him very well; and that ifatany time rhere 
came any Chriſtians into that countrie, he would free- 
ly lethim goe,andgiue him leaue to gae'to them: and 
likewiſe woke his oth to performe the ſame according 

to 
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to the Indian cuſtome. About three yeeres after cer- 
taine Indians, which were fiſhing at ſea two leagues 


from. the towne,brought newes to Wocogo that they Mocogo bis 


had ſeene ſhips : and hee called 7047 0r1iz, and gaue 


him leaue to go his way: who taking his leaue of him, ye (ea, 


withall the haſte he could came to the ſea, and finding 
noſhips, hethought ittobeſome deceit, and that the 
Cacique had done the ſame to learnehis mind, Sohe 
dwelt with Mococo nine yeeres, with ſmall hope of fee- 
ing any Chriſtians, Affvone as our Gouernorarriued 
in Florida, it was knowne to Mocogo,: ſtraightway he 
ſignified to John 07tiz,that Chriſtians were lodged in 
therowne of 7cita: And hethought he had ieſted with | 
him,as hee had done before,and told him.,that by this 
time he had forgotten the Chriſtians, and thought of 
nothing elſe but toſerue him. Buthe afſured him thae 
it was ſo,and gaue him licence to goe vnto them : ſay- 
ing vato him, thatif hee would not doeit, and it the 
Chriſtians ſhould goe their way, he ſhould notblame 
him, for hee had fulfilled that which he had promiſed 
him. The ioy of 10» 0r11z was ſo grear,that hee could 
not belecue that it was true : notwithſtanding he gaue 
him thankes, and tooke his leaue of him : and Mocego 
oauchim tenneor eleven principall Indians to beare 
him companie: and as they went to the port where 
the Gouernour was, they met with Balraſar de Gallegos, 
as I haue declared before. Aſſoone as he was cometo 
the campe, the Gouernour commanded togiue him 
a ſute ofapparrell, and very good armour, anda faire 
horſe; and enquiredof him, whether hee had notice 
ofany countrie, where there was any gold orfiluer ? 
Heanſwered, No, becauſe he neuer went ten leagues 
compaſle from the place where he dwelt: But that 
, 309. 
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rito Santo, 
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 uedhis honour and promiſe, yet hethanked him, and 
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30. leagues from thence dwelt an Indian Lord, which 


Puerrode Spi- Was Called Parocoſ7,to whom Mococoand Yeita, with al 


the reſt of that coaſt paied tribute,and that hee perad- 
venture might haue notice of ſome good countrie : 
and that his land was better then that of the ſea coaſt, 
and more fruitfull and plentifull of maiz. Whereof 
the Gouernour recciued great contentment : and ſaid 
thathe dcſtred no more then to finde victuals,that hee 
might goe intothe maineland, forthe land of Florida, 
was fo large,that in one place or other there could not 
chuſe but bee ſomerich Countrie. The Cacique MHo- 
cococame to the Port to vifitthe Gouernor, and made 
this ſpeech following. 

Right hie and mightie Lord, 1 being leſſer in mine owne 
concen for to obey you, then any of 1 _ which you haue vn- 
der your command. and greater in aefire to dee you greater 
fernices,doeappeare before your Lordſhip with ſo much confi- 
dence of receiuing fauonr, as if in effect this my good will 
were manifeſted unto you in workes : not for the ſmall ſtruice 
7 did unto you touching the Chriſtian which 1 had in my . 
power in giuing him freely his libertie, (For 1 was bound to 
ape it to preſerne mine honour, and that which 1 had promt- 

fed him :)but becauſe it is the part of great men towſe great 
magnificences : And Tam perfwaded, that as in bodily per- 
feitions,and commanding of 200d people, you doe exceede all 
men in the world, ſo likewiſe you dot in the parts of the minde, 
in which you may beaſt of the bountie of nature. T he fauour 
which 1 hope for of your Lordſhip is, that you would hold mee 
for yours, and bethinke your ſeife to command me any thing, 
wherein I may doe you ſernice. | 
The Gouernour anſwered him, That although in 
freeingand ſending him the Chriſtian, he had preſer-

held 
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| helditinſucheſteeme, as it had nocompariſon , and 
thathee would alwaics hold him as his brother,and 
would fauour him inall things to the vemoſt of his 
power. Then he commanded aſhirt to be giuen him, 
and otherthings,wherewith the Cacique being verie 
well contented, tooke his leaue of him, aud departed 
to his owne towne, 


Cnapy. X. 

How the Gonernour ſent the ſhips to Cuba: andleft an 
hundred men at the Hauen de Spirito Santo, and 
himſelf with the reſt of his people went into the maine 
land. 


TWIXq Gouernourlay,heſent the Alcalde Mayor 
Sl Baltaſar de Gallegos with 50. horſemen,and 
ESA 30. 0r40.footemen tothe prouince of Pa- 
racoſi,to view the diſpoſition of the countrie, and en- 
forme himſclfe of the land farther inward,and to ſend 
him word of ſuch things as he found. Likewiſe he ſent 
his ſhippes backetothe Ifland of Cuba,that they might 
returne withina certaine time with victuals. Yaſques 
Porcallo de figueroa, which went with the Gouernour 
as Captaine Generall, (whoſe principall intent was to 
ſend ſlaues from Florida, tothe Ifland of Cuba, where 
he had his goods and mines,)bauing made ſome in- 
rodes,and ſeeingno Indians were to be gor, becauſe of 
the great bogs agd thicke woods y were in the Coun- 
trie,conſidering the diſpoſition of the ſarne, determi- 
nedtoreturne to Cuba. And though there was ſome 
difference between him 8&rthe Gouernor, whereupon 
they neither dealt nor conuerſed together with good 
E 2 coun- 
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countenance, yetnotwithſtanding with louing words 


he asked him leaue and departed from him. Ba/taſar de 
Gallezos came to the Paracoſs: There came to him zo. 
Indians from the Cacique, which was abſent from his 
towne, and one ofthem made this ſpeech : 

Paracoſi, the Lord of this prouince, whoſe vaſſals we axe, 
ſendeth vs vnto your worſhip,to know what it is that you 
eeke in this his Countrie,and wherein he may doe you ſernice. 
Baltaſar de Gallegos ſaid vnto him, that hee thanked 
them very much for their offer, willing them to warne 
thcir Lord to come to his towne, and that there they 
wouldtalke and confirme their peace andfriendſhip, 
which he much deſired. The Indians went their way, 
and returned the next day,and faid,thattheir Lord was 
ul at eaſe,and therefore could not come, but that they 
came on his behalfe to ſee what he demanded. Heas- 
ked them ifthey knew or had noticeof any rich Coun- 
trie where there was gold orfiluer.. They told them, 
they did : and that toward the Weſt, there wasa Pro- 
uince which was called Cale, and thatothers that in- 
habited other Countries had warre with the people 
of that Countrie, where the moſt part of the yeere was 
ſommer,and that there was much gold:and thatwhen 
thoſe their enemies came to make watre with them of 
Cale,theſe inhabitants of Cale did weare hats of gold,in 
manner of head peeces. Baltaſar de Gallegos, ſeeing that 
the Cacique came not, thinking all that they ſaid was 
fained, with intent that in the meane time they might 
ſetthemſelues in ſafetie; fearing, thatgf he did letthem - 
goe, they would returne no- more, commanded the 
thirty Indians to be chained;and ſent word to the Go- 
uernour,by eighthorſemen, what had paſſed: whereof 
the Gouernour with al that were with him,atthe row 
e 
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de Spirito Santo received great comfort, ſuppoſing, that 
that which the Indians reported, might be true. Hee 
left Captaine Ca/deran at the Port, with thirtie horſe- 


men, andſeuentie footemen, with prouiſion for two 
yeercs,.and himſelfe with all the reſt marched into 


the maine land, and came to the Paracoſi, at whole Paracoſk, 


towne Baltaſar de Gallegos was : and from thence 
with all his men tooke the way to Caſe. He paſſed by a 


little rtowne, called Acela, and came to another, called Aaceta.. 
Tocaſte:: and from thence hee went before with 30, Tocalte, 
horſemen, and50, footemen toward Cale. And pal- gnoer 
ſing byatowne, whence the people were fled, they-towne, 
ſaw Indians alittle from thence in a lake;to whom the x ,x.. 


Interpretour ſpake. They came vnto them and gaue 


them an Indian fora guide :-and hee came toa Riuer A ſwift River... 


witha greatcurrent,and vpon a tree, which was in the 
midſt of it, was made abridge, whereonthe men pal- 
ſed : the horſes ſwam ouer by a hawſer, that they 
were pulled by from theotherſide :- for one, which 
they droue in at the firſt without it, was drowned. 
From thence the Governour ſent two horſemen to 
his people that were behind, to make haſte afterhim 
becauſe the way grew long, and their victuals ſhort. 


Hee cameto Cate, and found the towne without peo- Cale. 


ple. He tooke three Indians which were ſpies,and tar- 

ried there for his people that came after, which were: 
fore vexed with hunger and euill waies, becauſe the: 
Countrie was very barren of Maiz,low,and full of wa- 

ter,bogs, and thicke woods, and the victuals, which 

they brought with them from-the Port de SpiritoSamto,,.. 
wereſpent. Whereſocuerany towne was found, there. 
were ſome beetes, and hee that came firſt gathered 
them, and ſodden with' water and ſalt,did eate them 
E 3 with-- | 
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without any other thing : and ſuch as could not ger 
them, gathered the ſtalkes of Maiz and eate them, 
which becauſe they were young had no Maiz in them. 
when they came to the Riuer which the Gouernour 
had paſſed, they found palmitos vpon low Palmetrees + 
like thoſe of THndaluz;a.There they met with the two 
horſemen which the Gouernour ſent vnto them, and 
they brought newes that in Ca/ethere was plentie of 
Maiz, atwhichnewcs they all reioyced. Afſoone as 
they came to Cale, the Gouernour commanded them 
to gather all the Maiz that was ripe in the field, which 
was {ufficient for three moneths. Atthe gathering of 
ittheIndians killed three Chriſtians, and one of them 
which were taken told the Gouernour, that within ſe- 
uen daies iournie,there wasa very great Prouince,and 
plentifull of Maiz, which was called Apalache. And 
preſently heedeparted from Cale with 50. horſemen, 
and 60. footethen. He leftthe maſter ofthe Campe 
Lnys de Moſcoſo with all the reſt of the people there, 
with charge that hee ſhould not depart thence vntill 
he had word from him. And becauſe hitherto none 
had gotten any ſlaues, the breadthat euery one was to 
eate, he was faine himſelfe to beate in a morter made 
inapeeceof timber with a peſtle, and ſome ofthem 
did fift the flower through their ſhirts of maile. They 
baked their bread vpon certaine tileſhares which they 
ſer ouer thefice, inſuch ſort as heretofore I haue ſaid 
they vſe to doe in C62. It is ſo troubleſome to grind 
their Maiz, that there were many that would rather 
not eate it, then grind it : and dideate the Maiz patch- 
edand {odden.

T7 EYRE 7 He 11. dayof Auguſt 1539. the Go- 
M/; & 2&4 ucrnour departed from Cale ; hee 
WMA. lodgedin alittle town called Zrara, 

8&2 andthe next day in another called 
Ez Potaxo, and the third day atYtima- 
———=| a, and came to another towne, 
which they named the towne of E- 
wil peace ; becauſe an Indian came in peace, ſaying, 
That he was the Cacique, and thathe with his people 
would ferue the Gouernour, and that if he would ſee 
free 28. perſons,men and women, which his men had 
taken the night before, he would command prouifion 
to be brought him,and would giue him a guide to in-

ftruthim in his way : The Gouernour commanded - ' 


them to be ſeratlibertie, and tokeepehim in ſafegard. 
The nextday inthe morning there came many Indi- 
ans,and ſet themſelues round about the towne neere 
to a wood, The Indian wiſhed them to carrie him 
neere them , and thathewould ſpeake vnto them,and 
aſſure them,and that they would doe whatſocuer hee 
commanded them. And when he ſaw himſelfe neere 
| vntothem he brake from them, and ran away ſo ſwift- 
| Iy fromthe Chriſtians, chat there was none thatcould 
4 ouertakehim,andall of them fled intothe woods. The 


Gouernourcommanded toJooſea grayhound, which 
| | was 


Cholupaha,

Caliquen, 
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was alreadie fleſhed on them, which paſſing by many 
other Indians, caught the counterfait Cacique, which 
had eſcaped fromthe Chriſtians,and held himrill they 
came to take him. From thence the Gouernour lod- 
gedata towne called Cholupaha : and becauſeit had 
ſtore of Maiz in it, they named it Yil{afarta. Beyond 
the ſame there was a Riuer,on which he madeabridge 
of timber, and trauelled two daies through a deſert. 
The 17. of Auguſt,he came to Caliquen, where he was 
informed ofthe Prouince of Apalache : They told him 
that Pamphilo ae Naraaes had bin there, and that there 
hee tooke ſhipping, becauſe hee could find no way to 
oe forward : Thatthere was none other towne at al; 


butthat on both ſides was all water. The wholecom- 


panie were very ſad for theſe newes ; and counſelled 
the Gouernour to goe backe to the Port de Spirito San- 
to, and to abandon the Countrie of Florida, leſt hee 
ſhould periſh as NarzaeF had done : declaring, that if 
he went forward, he could not returne backe when he 
would, and that the Indians would gather vp that 
ſmall quantitie of Maiz which was left. Whereunto 
the Gouernouranſwered,that hewould not go backe, 
till he had ſeene with his ejes that which they repor- 
ted : ſaying,that he could notbeleeueit, and that wee 
ſhould be put out of doubt before it were long. And 
he ſent to Lays de Moſcoſs to come preſently from Ca- 
le,and that hetarried forhim here. :Zuys de Moſcoſo and 
many others thought, that from Apalache they ſhould 
returne backe-, and in Cale they'buried their yron 
tooles,and diuers other things. They came to Caliquen 
with greattrouble, becauſe the Countrie, which the 
Gouernor had paſſed by, was ſpoiled and deſtitute of 
Maiz. Afterall the people were come together, hee

next adioyning to Urrgimia. YN 
commanded a bridge tobee made ouera Riuer that ARiuer, 
paſſed neerethe towne. Hee departed from Caliquer 
the 10. of September, and carried the Cacique with 
him. After hee had trauelled three dates, there came 
Indians peaceably, toviſit their Lord, and euery day 
met vs on the way playing vpon flutes: which isa to- 
ken that they vſe, that men may know thatthey come 
in peace. They faid,that in our way before there was a 
Cacique,whoſe name was Yzachil, a kinſeman ofthe 
Cacique of Caliqnentheir Lord, waiting for him with 
many preſents,and they defired the Gouernor that he 
would looſe the Cacique. But he would not, fearing 
that they would riſe, and would not giue him any 
guides, 8& ſentthem away from day to day with good 
words. He trauzlled five daies,he paſſed by ſome ſmal POND" 
townes,he came toatowne called Naperuca,the 15.day june. 
of September. Thither came 14. or 15. Indians, and Napemca. 
beſought$ Gouernor to let looſe the Cacique of Ca- 
liquen their Lord. He anſwered them thathe held him 
not in priſon, but that hee would haue him to accom- 
panic him toYzachil. The Gouernour had notice by 
Tohn Ortiz, that an Indian told him how they deter- 
mined to gather themſelues together, and come vpon 
him,and giue him battell, and take away the Cacique 
from him. The day that it was agreed vpon, the Go- 
uernour commanded his men to bee in areadines,and 
that the horſemen ſhould bee readie armed and on 
horſebackeeuery one in his lodging, becauſe the Indi- 
ans mightnot ſee them,and ſo more confidently come 
tothe towne. There came foure hundred Indians in 
ſight of the campe with their bowes and arrowes, and 
placed themſelues in a wood, and ſent two Indians to 


bid the Gouernour to deliver them the Cacique. The 
F G@uernour 


Two very 
great lakes, 
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Gouernourwith ſixe footemen leading the Cacique 
by the hand,and talking with him, to ſecure the Indi- 
ans, went toward the place wherethey were: And ſce- 
ingafit time, commanded to ſound a trumpet: and 
preſently thoſe that were in the towne in the houles, 
both horſe and foot, ſer vpon the Indians,which were 
ſo ſuddenly afſaulced,that the greateſt care they had 
was which way they ſhould flee: They killed two hor- 
ſes; one was the Gonernonrs, and hee was preſently 
horſed againe vpon another. There were 3o. or 40. 
Indians flaine. The reſt fled to two very great lakes, 
that were ſyumewhat diſtant the one from the other: 
Therethey were {\wimming,and the Chriitians round 
aboutthem. The calieuermen and croſlebowmen ſhot 
atthem fromthe banke, burthe diſtance being grear, 
and ſhooting afarre off, they did them no hurt. The 
Gouernour commanded that the ſame night they 
ſhould compaſſe one of thelakes,becauſe they were ſo 
great, thatthere were not mEenow to compaſle them 
both: being beſer,afſoone as night ſhut in, the Indians, 
with determination to runne away, came ſwimming 
very ſoftly to the banke; and to hide them{elues, they 
puta water lillieleafe on their heads. The horſemen aſ- 
{ooneas they perceiuedit to ſtirre. ran into the water 
to the horſes breaſts, and the Indians fled againe into 
the lake. Sothis night paſſed without any reſt on both 
ſides. 10hn Ort; perſwaded them, that ſeeing they 
could noteſcape,they ſhould yeeld themſelues ro the 
Gouernour: which they did, enforced thereunto by 
the coldnes of the water, and one by one, hee firſt 
whom the cold did firit ouercome, cried to /2hn 07117, 
defiring that they would not kill him, for he came to 
put himſelfe into the hands of the Gouernour. By the 
morning 
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morning watch they made an end of yeelding them- 
{clues : only 12. principall men, being more honora- 
ble and valorous then the reſt, reſolued rather to die 
then to come into his hands. And the Indians of Para- 
coſſi, which were now looſed out of chaines, went 
{wimmingtorhem, and pulled them out by the haire . 
of their heads,and they were all put in chaines,; and 
the next day were diuided among the Chriſtians for 


their ſeruice. Being thus in capriuitie, they determi- a newcon- 
\ nedtorebell; andgauein charge to an Indian, which ſpiracic. 


was interpretour,and held to be valiant, that afſoone 
as the Gouernour did come to ſpeake with him, hee 
ſhould caſt his hands about bisnecke, and choke him: 
Who,wh@ he ſaw opportunitie,laid hands on the Go- 
uernour,and before he caſt his hands about his necke, 
he gaue him ſuch a blow on the noſtrils, that hee made 
them guſh out with blood, and preſently allthe reſt 
didriſe, Hethat could getany weapons at hand, or 

the handle wherewith he did grind the Maiz, ſought 

to kill his maſter,or the firſthee met beforehim : and 

hee thar could get a lance or ſword at hand, beſtirred 

himſelfe in ſuch ſort with it, as though he had vſed it 

all his life time, One Indian inthe market place enclo- 

ſed betwcene 15.0r 20. footemen, made a way like a 

bull with a ſword in his hand, till certaine halbardiers 
of the Goucrnour came, which killed him. Another 
gat vp witha lance toa loft made of canes, which they 

build to keepe their Maiz in, which they calla Barba- 

coa,and there hee made ſuch a noife, as though tenne 
men had been there defending the doore : they flew 
him with a partiſan. The Indians were in all abouttwo 


hundred men. 1 hey wereall ſubdued. And ſome of Tvo hundred 


the youngeſt the Gouernour gaue to them which had

they gatnot away.Al the reſthe commanded to be pur 
to death, being tied to a ſtake in the midſt ofthe mar-

How the Gonernour came t9 Apalache,. andwas infor- 
med,that within the land,there was much gold. 


BwHe Goucrnour departed from Napetuca 
the 23. of September : helodged by a Ri- 
ver, where two Indians. brought him a 
buck from the Cacique of Yzachiz.. The 
| next day he paſſed by a great towne called 
Hapalaya;, and lodged at Y3achil, and found no peo- 
ple in it, becauſe they durſt not tarriefor the notice the 
Indians had of the ſlaughter of Napetrca. Hefound in 
that towne great ſtore of Maiz, french beanes, and 
* pompions, which is their foode, and that where- 
with the Chriftians there ſuſtained themſelues. The 
Maiz is like courſe miller,and the pompions arebettcr 
and more ſauorie then thoſe of Spaine. From thence 
the Gouernouz ſent two Capraines each a ſundry way 
to ſecke the Indians. Theytooke an hundred men and 
women: of which aſwel thereas in other places where 
they madeany inrodes,the Captaine choſe one or two 
for the Gouernour, and diuided the reſt to himſelfe, 
and thoſe that went with him. They led theſe Indians 
in chaines with yron collars about their neckes ; and 
they ſerued to carrie their ſtuffe, and to grind their 
Maiz,and for other ſ{eruices that ſuch captiues could 


doe. Sometimes it happened thatgoing for wood or

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Maiz with them, they killed the Chriſtian that led 
. them,and ran away withthe chaine: others filed their 
chaines by night with a peece of ſtone, wherewith 
they cut them,and vie it in ſtead of yron. Thoſe that 
were percciued paid for themſclues, and for the reſt, 
becauſethey ſhould not dare to doe the like another 
time. The women and young boyes, when they were 
once an hundred leagues from their Countrie, and 
had forgotten things, they let goe looſe, and ſo they 
ſerued; and ia a veryſhort ſpace they vnderſtood the 
language of tie Chriſtians. From Y7achil the Gouer- 
nour departed toward CApalache, and in two daies 


iournie, hee came to a towne called Ax:/e, and from Axille. 


thence forward the Indians. were careleſle, becauſe 
| they hadas yet nonotice of the Chriſtians. The next 


day int2< morning, the firſt of Oober, he departed, . _ 


from the::ceand commanded a bridgeto bee made 0- 
uera River which hee was to paſſe. The deepe of the 
Riuer where the bridge was made, was a ſtones caſt, 
andforward a croſſebow ſhot the water cameto the 
waſte;and the wood, whereby the Indians came to ſee 
ifthey coulc defend the paſſage, and diſtarbe thoſe 
which made the bridge, was very hie andthicke. The 
croſſebow men ſo beſtirred themſeluesthatthey made 
them-giue back : and certain plancks were caſt into the 
Riuer, whereonthe men paſſed, which made good the 
paſſage: The Gouernor paſſed vpo Wedneſday,which 
was S. Francs his day, and lodged at atowne which 


was called Yitachuco, fubie&tto Apalache + he found it Vitackueo... 


burning ; for the Indians had ſet it on fire.. From. 
thence forward the countrie was much inhabited, and 
had greatſtoreof Maiz. Hee paſſed by many granges. 


like hamlets. On Sunday the 25. of October, he came Odtober 2g... 


F 3 to , 
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Vela, to atowne,which is called Yzela,and vpon Tueſday to 
Anaica Apa- CAraica Apalache, where the Lord of all that Coun- 
lacoe, tric and Prouince was reſident : in which towne the 


Campemaſter, whoſe office it is to quarter out, and 

lodge men, did lodge all the companie round abour 

within a league, and halfe aleagucof it. There were 

other townes, where was great ſtore of Maiz, Pompi- 

ons, French Beanes,and Plummes of the Countrie, 

which are better then thoſe of Spare, andthey grow 

inthe fields without planting: The victuals thac were 
 thoughtneceſlarie to paſſe the winter, were gathered 

Apalache fromtheſe townes to AnaicaApalache. The Gouer. 
within10. Nour was informed, that the ſea was ten leagues from 
_— ofthe thence. Hee preſently ſent a Captaine thither with 
horſemen and fooremen : "> ſixe leagues on the 


Ochere, way,hefounda towne,w asnamed Ochete, and 
_— ſocameto the ſea, and found a greattree felled, and 
cut into peeces,with ſtakes ſet vp like mangers,and ſaw 

theskulles of horſes. Hee returned with this newes. 

And thar was held for certaine,which was reported of 

Pamphilo de Narnaez, that there hee had builded the 

barkes wherewith he went out of the land of Florida, 

and was caſt away at Sea. Preſently the Gouernour 

ſent 10hz Dannſco with 3o. horſemen to the port de Spt- 

ritu Santo, where Calderan was, with order, that they 

ſhould abandonthe port, and all of them cometo A- 

palache. He departed on Saturday the 17. of Nouem- 

ber. In YFachitand other townes that ſtoodin the way 

he found greatſtore of people alreadie carclefſe. Hee 

would takenone of the Indians, for not hindring him- 

ſelfe, becauſe it behooued him to giue them no leaſure 

to gather themſelues together.: He paſſed through the 

townes by night,and reſted without the townes three 
| or 
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or foure houres. In tenne dates he came to the Port The Port de 


de Spirito Santo. He carried with him 20. Indian wo- 


men, which he tooke in Tara, and Potans, nccre VnNto journie from 
Cale, and ſent them to Donna Iſabella in the two cara- Apalache. 


u*1s, which hee {cntfrom the Port de Sririto San:oto 
Cuba. And he carried all the footemen in the brigan- 
Gines,and coaſting along the ſhore, came to Apalache, 
And Caldera with the horſemen, and ſome crofle- 
b-»wmen on foote wentby land, and in ſomeplaces 
the Indiansfet vpon him, and wounded ſome of his 
men. Aflooneas he came to Apalache; preſently the 
Gouernour ſent ſawed plankes and ſpikes to the ſea- 
fide, wherewith was made a piragnaor barke,whercin 
were embarked zo. men wellarmed ; which went out 
of the Bay to the Sea, looking for the brigandines.. 
Sometimes they fought with the Indians, which pal- 
ſedalong the harbour in their canoes. Vpon Satur- 


day the 29. of Nouember, there came an Indian Nouem.29. 


through the Watch vndiſcouered, and ſet the trowae 
on fire,and with the great wind that blew,two parts of 
it were conſumedin a ſhorttime.On Sonday the 28.0f 


December came John Danuſco with the brigandines, Pecemers.. 


The Gouernour ſent Franciſco cMHaldonadsa Captaine 
of footemen with50o. men to diicouer the coaſt Weſt- 
ward.,and to ſeeke ſome Port, becauſe he had determi- 
ned to goby land,and diſcouery part. That day there 
went out eight horſemen by commandement of the 
Gouernor intothe field, two leagues about the towne 
toſecke Indians : forthey werenow ſo emboldened, 
that within two crofſebow ſhot of 5camp, they came 
and flew men. They found two menand a woman ga- 
thering French Beanes : the men, though they might 
hauefled, yet becauſe they would not leaue the wo- 
man...

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man, which was one oftheir wiues, they reſolued to 
die fighting : and before they were ſlaine,they woun- 
ded three horſes, whereof one died within a few 
daics after. Calderan going with his men by the Sea- 
coaſt, from a wood that was neere the place, the In- 
dians ſet vpon him,and made him forfake his way, and 
many of them thatwent with him forſooke ſome ne- 
ceſſarie victuals, which they carried with them. Three 
or fouredaies after the limited time giuen-by the Go- 
uernourto Maldonado for his going and comming, be- 
ing alreadie determined and refolued, if within eight 
daics he did not come.to tarrie no longer for him, he 
came, and broughtan Indian from a Prouince, which 
was called 0chas,fixtic leagues Weſtward from _Lpa- 
ache; where he had found agood Port of good depth 
and defenſe againſt weather. And becauſe the Gouer- 
nor hoped to finda good countrie forward, he was ve- 
ry well contented. And he ſent Ma/donado for victuals 
to Hanana,with order, that he ſhould tarrie for him at 
the Port of Ochz5, which hee had diſcouered, for hee 
would goeſeeke it by land : and ifheſhould chance to 
ſtay,and not comethither that ſummer, that then hee 
ſhould returneto Hazara, and ſhould come againethe 
next ſummer after, and tarrie for him atthat,port : for 
hee ſaid hee would doe none other thing but goe to 
ſecke Ochus. Franciſco Maldonado departed, and in his 
place for Captaine ofthe footemen remained 10hz de 


»» Gutman. Of thoſe Indians which weretaken in Na- 
- 2» petuca, the treaſurer 79%n'Gaytan had a young man, 
» Which ſaid,that he was not ofthat Countrie, but of a- 
,» notherfarre off toward the Sunriſing, and that it' was 
» long ſince he had trauelled to ſee Countries ; andthat 
»» is Countrie was called Tapa/a,and thata woman did 


gouerne 
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gouerneit: and thatthetowne where ſhe was reſident, 
-was of 2 wonderfull bignefle, and that many Lords , 
roundabout were tr1>utaries to her: and ſomegaue,, 
herclothes, and others gold in abundance: and hee Abundance 
told, how it was taken out of the mines, and was moul- *891d- 
ten and refined,asit hee had ſeene it done, or the diuel, 
hadtaughtithim, So that all thoſe which knew any 
thing concerning the ſame, ſaid that it was impoſſible 
to give ſo good a relation, without hauing ſcene it : 
Andall of them, asif they had ſeeneir, by the ſignes 
that he gaue, beleeuedall thathe ſaid to be true. 


Cuay. XIII. 
How the Gonernonr departed from Apalache to ſeeke 
Yupaha, axd of that which happened vnto him. 


WIN Wedenſday the third of March, of the Mirchthez: 
18 549. 
PA Yycere 1540. the Gouernor departed from 
"I Al Anaica_Apalache to ſeeke Tupaha, He com- 
ESSZ£vae)manded his men to goe prouided with 
Maiz for fixtie leagues of deſert. The horſemen car- 
riedtheir Maiz on their horſes, and the footemen at 
their ſides : becauſe the Indians that were for ſcruice, 
with their miſerablelife that they lead that winter, be- 
ing nakedandin chaines,died forthe moſt part. With- 
in foure daies tournie they came toa great Riuer : and 
they madea piragua or ferrie bote, and becauſe of the 
great current,thcy made a cable with chaines, which 
they faſtened on both ſides of the Riucr; and the fer- 
rie bote went along by it; and the horſes ſwam ouer, 
being drawne with capſtans. Hauing paſſed theRiuer, 
in aday and an halfe, they came to a towne called Ca- Capachiqui, 
pachiqui. Vpon Friday, the 11.of March, they found 
G Indians

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Indians in armes, The next day five Chriſtians wene 
to ſeeke morters,which the Indians baue to beate their 
Maiz,and they went to certaine houſes on the back- 
{iſe ofthe Campe enuironed with a wood: And with- 
in the wood were many Indians which came to ſpice 
vs ; ofthe which came other fiue and ſet vpon vs.One 
of the Chriſtians came running away, giuing an a- 
larme vnto the Campe. Thoſe which were moſt readie 
anſwered the alarme. They found one Chriſtian dead, 
and three ſore wounded. The Indians fled vntoa lake 
adioyning neerea very thicke wood,where the horſes 
could not enter. The Gouernour departed from Ca- 
pachiqui, and paſſed through a deſert. On Wedneſday 
the 21. ofthe moneth he came toa rowne called To- 
all; : And from thence forward there wasa difference 
inthe houſes. For thoſe which were behind vs were 
thatched with ſtraw, and thoſe of Toal/; were couered 
with reeds,in manner of tiles. Theſe hauſesare verie 
cleanly. Some of them had walles daubed with clay, 
which ſhewed like a mudwall. In all the cold Coun- 
trie the Indians have euery onea houſe for the winter 
daubed with clay within and without, and the doore 
is very little : they ſhutit by night, and make fire with- 
in; ſothattheyare in itas warme asinaſtoue: and ſo 
it continueth all night thatthey need notclothes : and 
beſtdes theſe,they haue others for ſummer ;and their 
kitchins neere them, where they make fireandbake 
their bread : and they haue barbacoas wherein they 
keepe their Maiz ; which isan houſe ſetvp intheaire 
vpon foure ſtakes, boorded about like a chamber, and 
the floore of itis of cane hurdles. T he differece which 
Lords or principall mens houſes haue fromthe reſt, 

beſides they be gieater,'is, that they haue great galle- 
ries 
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ries in their fronts, and vnder them ſeates made of 
canes in manner of benches : and round about them 
they haue many lofts, wherein they lay vp that which 
the Indians doe giue them for tribute, which is Maiz, 
Deeres skins,and mantles of the Countrie, which are 
like blankets: they make them of the inner rinde of the 
barkes of trees, and ſome ofa kind of grafle like vnto a prage the 
nettles, which being beaten,is like vnto flaxe. The wo- flaxe. 
men couer themſelues with theſe mantles; they pur 
one about them from the waſt downeward ; and ano- 
therouer their ſhoulder, with their rightarme out,like * 
vnto theEgyptians. The men weare butone mantle 
vpon their ſhoulders after the ſame manner: and haue 
theirſecrets hid with a Deeres skin, made likea linen 
breech,which was wontto be ved in Spaire. Theskins 
are well corried, and they giue them what colour they Excellzne 
lit, ſo perfeR, thatif itbe red, it ſeemetha very fine vows. 
cloth in graine,and the blackeis moſt fine: and ofthe 

ſameleatherthey make ſhooes;and they dietheir man- 

tles in the,ſame colours. The Gouernour departed 

from Toal/ithe 24. of March : he came on Thurfdayat 

euening toa ſmall River, where a bridge was made a mall 

whereon the people paſſed, and Benit Fernandes a Por- River. 

eugall fell off from it, and was drowned. Aſſoone as 
the Gouecrnour had paſled the Riuer, alittle diſtance 
thence hefound a towne called 1cheſe. "The Indians 

hadno notice of the Chriſtians : they leaped into a 

Riuer : ſome men and women were taken; among 

which was one that vnderſtood the youth which gui- 

ded the Gouernour to 74paha - whereby that which 
hehad reported was more confirmed. For they had 
paſſed through Countries of diuers languages, and 
ſome which he vaderſteodnot. The Gouernour =- 
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by one of the Indians that were takento call the Caci- 
que,which was on the other fide of the River. Hee 
came and made this ſpeech following: 

Rizht hizh,vightmightie,and excellent Lord thoſe things 
which ſeldome happen doe cauſe admiration, What then may 
the ſight cf your Lordſhip, and your people doe to mee and 
mine,whom we nener ſaw ? eſpecially being mounted on ſuch 
fierce beaſts as your horſes are, entring with ſuch violence 
and furie into my Conntrie, without my knowledge of your 
comming. It was a thing ſo ſlrange, and cauſed ſuch feare 
and teronr in our mindes, that it was not in onr power to 
ſtay and receine your Loralhip with the ſolemnitie due 10 ſo 
hizh and renowned a Prince, as your Lordſhip rs. And tru- 
ſting in your greatneſſe and ſingular verines, I doe not onely 
hope to be freed from blame,but alſo toreceine fauonrs : and 
the firſt which 1 demand of your Lordſhip ts, that you will wſe 
me,my Countrie, and ſubietts as your owne: andthe ſecond, 
that you will tell mee who you are,and whence you come, and 
whither you goe, aud what you ſetke, that I the better may 
ſerne you therein. . 

The Gouernour anſwered him, that hee thanked 
him as much for his offer and good will, as if hee had 


receiued it, and as if heehad offered hima great trea- 


{ure: and told him that he was the ſonne ot the Sun, 
and came from thoſe parts where he dwelt,and trauel- 
led through that Countrie, and ſought the greateſt 
Lord,and richeſt Prouince that was in it. The Caci- 
quetold him , that farther forward dwelta great Lord, 
and that his dominion was calle 0:ute. He gaue hima 
ouide,and an interpretour for that Prouince. The Go- 
uernour commanded his Indians tobee ſet free, and 
trauelled through his Countrie vp a Riuer very well 
inhabited. He departed from his townethe firſt of i 
pris 
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prill; and lefta very high croſſe of ood ſet vp inthe 
middeſt of the market place : ani becau'e the rime 
gauenomoreleaſure, hee declared ro him oncly, that 
that crofſe was a memorieof y ſatae, whereon Chiiſt, 
which was God and man, and created the hezuens 
and theearth, ſuffered for our ſaluarion: thereforehe 
exhortedthem tchatthey ſhould reucicnceit: ar they 
made ſhew as though they would doe ſo. Thefourth 


of Aprill the Gouernour paſſed by atowne called AF attamaea, 


zamaca, and the 10, of the moneth he came to Ocute. 
The Cacique ſent him two thouſand Indians with a 


preſent, to wit, many conies, and partriges, bread of copies, Parri- 
Maiz,two hens, and many dogs :- which among the ges Hens, 
5B 


Chriſtians were eſteemed as ifthey had been fat we- 
thers, becauſe ofthegreat wantof fleſhmeateand ſalt, 
and hereof in many places, and many times was great 
need; and they were ſo ſcarſe, that ifa man fellſicke, 
there was nothing to cheriſh him withall : and with a 
ſickneſſe,that in another place eaſilie might haue been 
remedied, he conſumed away till nothing butskinne 
and bones wereleft : and they died of pure weaknes, 
ſome ofthem ſaying, IfT had alice of meate, or a few 
cornes offſalt, I ſhould not die, 'The Indians wantno 
fleſhmeat : for they kill with their arrowes many 
deere,hennes,conies, and other wild fowle : for they 
are very cunningatit : which skill the Chriſtians had 
not : and though they hadit, they had no leaſureto 
vſceit: forthe moſt of the time they ſpent in trauel], 
anddwſtnot preſume to ſtraggleafide. And becauſe 
they were thus ſcanted of fleth, when fixe hundred 
men that went with Soo, came to any towne, and 
found 30.0r 40. dogs,he that could get one and kill ir, 
thought himſelfe no {mall man: and he thar killed it, 
| G 3 and 
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and gaue not his Captaine one quarter, ifhe knew it, 
he frowned on him, and made him feele it, in the wat- 
ches,or in any other matter of labour that was offered, 
wherein hee might doe him a diſpleaſure. On Mon- 
day the 12. of Aprill, the Gouernour departed from 


 Ocute: The Cacique gaue him two hundred Tameres, 


to wit, Indians tocarrie burdens: hee paſſed through 
atowne, the Lord whereof was named Cofaque, and 
came to a prouince of an Indian Lord, called Pato- 
fa, who,becauſe he was in peace with the Lord of 0cs- 
ze, and with the other bordering Lords, had many 
daies before notice of the Gouernour, and deſired to 
ſeehim: He came to viſit him, and made this ſpeech 
following. 

Mizhtie Lord, now with good reaſon Iwill crane of for- 
func to requite this my ſo great proſperitte with ſome ſmall ad- 
nerſitie ; and 1 will count my ſelfe wverie rich, ſeeing 1haue 
obtained that,which in this world I moſt deſired,which is, to 

ſee,and bee able to doe your Lordſhip ſome ſeruice. And at- 
thingh the tongne bee the image of that which t« in the heart, 
and that the contentment which I feele in my heart 1 cannot 
diſſemble,yet is it not ſufficent wholly to manifeſt the ſame. 
Where did this your Countrie, which I doe gonerne,deſerue 
20 be viſited of ſo ſoneraigne,and ſoexcellent a Prince, whom 
all the reſt of the world ought to obey and ſerue? And thoſe 
which inhabit it being ſo baſe, what ſhall bee the iſſne of ſuch 
happines, if their memorie ave not repreſent vnto them ſome 
adaerſitie that may betide thems,accordine to the order of for- 
tune? If from this day forward we may 4 capable of thts be- 
rcfit that your Lordſhip will hold ws for your owne,we cannot 
faile to be fanoured and maintained in true iuſtice and rea- 
ſon, and to hane the name of men. For ſuch as are void of 
reaſon and inſlice, may bee compared to brute beaſts. For 
mine 
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mine owne part,from my very heart with reuerence due to 
ſach a Prmce, I offer my ſelfe unto your Lordſhip, & veſeech 

04 ; that in reward of this my true g00d will, youwill vonch- 
ſafe to make wſe of mine owne perſon, my Countrie, and 
ſnbiects. 

The Gouernour anſwered him, thathis offers and 
good wil declared by the effe,did highly pleaſe him, 
whcreot he would alwaies be mindtull ro honourand 
fauour him as his brother. This Countrie, fromthe 
firſt peaceable Cacique, vnto the Prouince of Patofa, 
which were fiftie leagues,is a fat Countrie, beautitull, 
and very fruitfull, and very well watered, and fall of 
g00d Riuers. And from thence to the Port de Spiri- 
to Santo, where wee firſt ariued inthe land of Florida, 
(which may bee 350. leagues, little more or lefle) is 
a barren land, and the moſt of it groves of wild Pine- 
trees. low and full of lakes, and in ſome places very hie 
and thicke groues, whither the Indians that were in 
armes fled, ſo that no man could find them, neither 
could any horſes enter into them. Which was an 
inconuenience to the Chriſtians, in regard of the 
victuals which they found conueted away ; and ofthe: 
trouble which they had in ſecking of Indians to bee 
their guides. ..

Cnay, XIIIT. 
How the Gonernour departed from the Pronince of Pato-. 
fa,and went through a deſert ,where he and all his men 
feil into great diftreſſe,and extreme miſerie. 


-N the towne of Parofa the youth, which the Go. 
 yernour carried with him for an interpretour and: 
a guide, began to fome at the mourh, and tum- 


ble onthe ground, as one poſſeſſed with the diucll: 
| They 
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They ſaida Goſpell ouer himzand the fitleft him, And 
heſaid, that foure daies journie from thencetoward 
the Sunne riſing, was the prouince that he ſpake of. 
The Indians of Patofa ſaid, that toward that part they 
knew no habitation ; but that toward the Northweſt, 
they knew a Prouince which was called Coca, a verie 
plentifull countrie, which had very great townes int. 
The Cacique told the Goucrnour,that if he would go 
thither,he would giuehim guides and Indians for bur- 
dens;andif he would goe whitherthe youth ſpake of, 
that ne would likewiſe giue him thoſe that he needed : 
and ſo with louing words and offers of courteſie,they 
tooke theirleaues the one of the other. Hee gaue him 
ſeuen hundred Indians to beare burdens. He tooke. 
Maiz for fouredates iournie. Hee trauelled fixe daies 
by apath which grew narrow more and more,till it 
was loſt altogether : He went where the youth did 

Twoſwiſe leadhim, and paſſed two Riuers which were waded : 

Rivers: eachofthem was two croſſebowſhot ouer : the water 
came to the ſtirrops, and had ſogreata current, that it 
was needfull for the horſemen to ſtand one beforea- 
nother, that the footemen might paſſe aboue them lea- 

Another ning vnto them. He cameto another Riuer ofa grea- 

greater RIUTT, ror current and largenes, which was paſſed with more 
trouble, becauſe the horſes did {ſwim atthe comming 
out about a lances length. Hauing paſſed this Riuer, 
the Gouernor cameto a groue of pinetrees,and threat- 
ned the youth, and made as though hee would haue 
caſt him tothe dogges, becauſe he had toldhim alie, 

Nine dates {aying, it was but foure dates journic, and they had 

iournic, trauelled nine,and euery day 7. or 8. leagues, and the 
men by this time were growne wearie and weake,and 
the horſes leane through the great ſcanting of the 

Maiz. 
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Maiz. The youth ſaid, that hee knew not where hee 
was. Itſaued him that he was not caſt to the dogges, 
that there was neuer another whom 19h» 0r17F did vn. 
derſtand. The Gouernour with them two,and with 
ſome horſemen and footemen, leauing the Campe in 
a groue of pinetrees,trauelled that day 5. or 6, leagues | 
toſeeka way, and returned at night very comfortleſle, 
and without finding any ſigne of way or towne. The 
nextday there were ſundrie opinions delivered, whe- 
ther they ſhould goe backe,or what they ſhould doe: 
and becauſe backward the Countrie whereby they 
had paſſed was greatly ſpoiled and deſtitute of Maiz, 
and that which they brought with them was ſpent, 
and the men were very weake, and the horſes likewiſe, 
they doubred much witether they might come to any 
| place where they might helpe themſelJues. And be- 
ſides this,they were of opinion, that going in that ſort 
out of order, that any Indians would preſumeto ſet 
vpon them, ſo that with hunger, or with warre, they 
could not eſcape. The Goucrnour determined to 
ſend horſemen from thence cuery way to ſeeke habi. 
tation : and the next day he ſent foure Capraines,cue- 
ry onea ſundrie way with eight horſemen. Atnight 
they came againe, leading their horſes, or driuing 
them with a ſticke before, for they were {o wearie, 
that they could not lead them;neitherfound they any 
way nor figne of habitation. The next day, the Go- 
uernour ſent other foure with as many horſemen that . 
could ſwim;to paſſe the Oſe and Rivers which they 
ſhould find, and they had choice horſes the beſt that 
were inthe Campe. The Captaines were Battaſar de 
Gallegos, which went vp the Riucr, and 1oha Dannuſco, 


downethe Riucr : {foro Fomo, and John Rodrigues 
| FH Lobilio 
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Lobillo went into the inward parts of the land. The 
Gouecrnour brought with him into Frida thirteene 
ſowes,and had by this time three hundred ſwine: He 
commanded cuery man ſhould have halfea pound of 
hogs fleſh cuery day : and this hee did three or foure 
daies after=the Maiz was all ſpent. With this ſmall 
quantitie of fleſh,and ſome ſodden hearbs,with much 
trouble the people were ſuſtained. The Gonernour 
diſmifſcd F Indians of Patofa, becauſe hee had no food 
to giue them, who defiring ro accompanie and l(erue 
the Chriſtians in their neceſſitie, making ſhew that it 
orieued them very muchto returne,vniill they had left 
them in a peopled Countrie, returned to their owne 
home. 1ohn Danuſco came on Sunday late in the cuv- 
ning, and brought newes that he had found a little 
towne 12.07 13.leagues from thence: he brought a wo- | 
man and a boy that he tooke there. With his comming 
and with thoſe newes, the Gouernour and il the reſt 
were ſoglad, that they ſeemed art that inſtant ro haue 
returned from death to life. Vpon Monday.the twen- 
tie ſixe of Aprill, the Gouernovur departed to goe to 
the towne, which was called 4ymay , and the Chriſti- 
ans named it the towne of Rehefe, He left where the 
Camp had lien atthefooteof a Pinetree a letter bu- 
ried, and letters carued in the barke of rhe pine, the 
contents whereof was this: Dig here atthe foot of this 
pine,& you ſhal find aletter. And this he did, becauſe - 
when the Capraines came, which were ſent to ſecke 


| ſome habitation, they might ſec the letter, and know 


what was become of the Gouernour, and which way 
he was gone. There was no other way ro the town, but 
the markes that 70h Dannuſcoleft made vpon the trees. 
The Gouernour with ſome of them that had oy: _

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horſes came to it on the Monday : And all the reſt in- 
forcing themſelues the bcſt they could, ſome of them 
lodged within two leagues of the towne, ſome within 
three and foure,cuery oneas he was able togoe, and 
his ſtrength ſerued him. There was foundin the towne 
a ftorchouſe full of the Aowre of parched Maiz ; and 
ſome Maiz, which was ditributed by allowance. Here 
were foure Indians taken, and none of them would 
confeſle any other thing, but that they knew of none 


other habitation. The Gou: rnour commanded one An Indian | 
burned torhis 


of them to be burned, & preſently another contcfled, taut, 


that two daies iournie trom thence, there was a Pro- 
uince that was called Catifa-Chiqui.Vpon Wedneſday 
came the Captaines Baltaſar de Gallegos,_Alfonſo Romo, 
and 1ohn Reariguez Lebillo : for they had found thelet- 
ter,and followed the way which the Gouernour had 
taken toward the towne. Two men of 10bn Rodriguez 
companie were loſt, becauſe thcir hotſes tired : the 
Gouernour checked him very ſore for leauing them 
behind,and ſentto ſecke them : and afſoone as they 
came, he departed toward Cutifa Chiqut. In the way 
three Indians were taken, which ſaid,thatthe Ladie of 
that Countrie had notice alrc adie of the Chriſtians, 
and ſtajed for them in a rowneof hers. The Gouer- 
nour ſent by one of them to offer her his friendſhip, 


and to aduertiſe her how hee was comming thither. —_ 
. uriia- 
The Gouernour came vnto thetowne: and preſently C1; 


therecame fourc canoes to him; in one ofthem came 
a ſ1i{er of the Ladie,andapproching to the Goucrnour 
ſhe ſaid theſe words : 

Excelient Lord, my ſiſter ſendeth onto you by me to kiſſe 
your Loraſhips hands,and to ſiznifie unto you, that the cauſe 
why ſhe came not in perſonzs,that ſhe thinketh to al you grea- 

H-2 "ter 
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ter ſeruice ftayine behind,as ſhe doth, aining order that with 
all ſpeed, al her capoes be readie,that your Lordſhip may paſſe 
the Riner,and takeyour reft, which ſhall bee preſentlie per- 
formed. | 
The Gouernour-gaue her thankes,and ſhereturned 
to the otherſide of the Riuer. Within alittle while the 
Ladie came out of the towne in a Chaire, whereon 
certaine of the principall Indians brought her to the 
Riuer. She entred into a barge, which had theſterne 
tiltedouer,and onthe floore her matreadielaied with 
two cuſhions vp6 it one vpon another, where ſhe fate 
her downe;and with her came her principall Indians 
in other barges, which did wait vpon her. She went 
tothe place where the Gouernor was,and at her com- 
ming ſhe made this ſpeech following: - Hikes 
Excellent Lord, 1 wiſh this comming of your Lordſhip in- 
to theſe your Countries,to be moſt happie : although my power 
be not anſwerable 10 my wil,and my ſeruices be not according 
to my deſire, nor ſuch as ſo higha Prince,as your Lordſhip, 
deſerueth,yet ſince the good will is rather to be accepted, thers 
all the treaſures of the world; that withaut it are offered with - 
moſt unfaileable and manifeſt affection,1 offer you my perſon, 
lands, and ſubietts, and this ſmall ſeruice. | 
And therewithal ſhe preſented vnto him great ſtore 
of clothes of the Countrie, which ſhee brought in 0- 
ther canoes; to wit, mantles and skinnes; and tooke 
from her owne neckea great cordon of perles, and 


donot pales. (tit about the necke of the Gouernour, entertaining

him with very gracious ſpeeches of loue and courtefie, 
and commanded canoes to be brought thither, where- 
in the Gouernour and his peoplepatſled the Riner. AL. 
ſoone as hee was lodged in the towne, ſhe ſent hima-- 
nother preſent of many hens. This Countrie was ve- 
IlC . 
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rie pleaſant, fat, and hath goodly meadows by the Ri- - 
uers. Their woods are thin, and ful of walnut trees and Walnut trees, 
Mulberrietrees. They ſaid the ſea was two daies jour- Moibery irees 
nie from thence. Within aleague, and halfe aleague Theſcarmo 
about this towne,were greattownes diſpeopled, and ies iournie 
ouergrowne with graſſe ; which ſhewed,that they had ** 
been long without inhabitants. The Indians ſaid,that 
two yeere beforethere wasa plague in that Countrie, 
_ andthatthey remooued to other townes. .There was 
in their ſtorchouſes great quantitie of clothes, mantles Mantles ofthe 
of yarne made of the barkes oftrces,and others made (ces. 
of feathers, white,greene,red,andyellow, very fine af- Maniles of 
tertheir vſe,and profitable fo: winter. There were al- 6%. 
ſo many Deeres skinnes, with many compartiments 
eraced in them, and ſome of them made into hole, 
ſtockings,and ſhoves. Andthe Ladie perceiuing,that 
- the: Chriſtians eſteemed the perles, aduiſed the Go- 
uernour to ſend to ſearch certaine graues that were in 
that towne,and that hee ſhould find many : and rhatif 
hee would ſend to the diſpeopled townes,hee might 
load all his horſes. They ſought the graues of that 
towne,and there found foureteene rooucs of perles, Three hun- 
and little babies and birds made of them. The people «red ninerie 
were browne,well made,and well proportioned, and _— 
more ciuill then any others that were ſcene in all the 
Countrie of Florids, and all of them went ſhod and 
clothed. The youth told the Gouernour, that hee be- 
gan now toenter into the land which he ſpake of : and 
fome credit was giuen him-that it was ſo, becauſe hee 
vnaderſtood the language ofthe Indians: and hee re- 
queſted that he might bee Chriſtened. for he ſaid hee 
deſired to become a Chriſtian : Hee was Chriitened, 
and named Peter, and. the Gouernour commanded 
H 3 | him 
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him to bee looſed froma chaine, in which vntill that 
time he had gone. This Countrie,as the Indians repor- 
ted, had been much inhabirted,and had the fame of a 
good Countrie, And,asitſecmeth, the youth, which 
was the Gouernours guide, had heard of 1t, and that 
which he knew by hereſay, hee affirmed that hee had 
ſeene,and augmented at his pleaſure. In this rowne 
was found adagger,and beades, that had belonged to 
Chriftians. The Indians reported,that Chriſtians had 
been in the hauen, which was rwo daics iournie from 
this towne,many yeeresagoe. Hee thatcame thither 
was the Goucrnour, the Licencrate Lucas Vaſquez, de 
LAylor,which wentto conquer this Countrie,and at 
his comming to the Port hee died ; and:there was a 
diuiſion.,quarrels and{laughters berveene ſomeprin- 
cipall men which went with him. for the principall 
gouernment : And without knowing any thing of 
the Countrie, they returned home to H;/>:2/a. All 
the Companie thought it good toinhabur riiar Coun- 
trie, becauſe it was ina remperatclimate: And that if it 
were inhabited, al the ſhippes of New Spaine,of Pers, 
Santa Martha, and Tierra firme, in their returne for 
Spaine, might well touch there : becauſe it was in their 
way, and becauſe it wasa good Countrie,:nd fited fit 
to raile commoditie. The Gouernour,fincehis intene 
was to ſceke another treaſure, like that of .4tabalips 
Lord of Pers, was not contented with a good Coun- 
trie, nor with pearles, though many of them were 
worth thcir weight in gold. Andit the Countrie had 
been diuided among the Chriſtians, thoſe which the 
Indians had fiſhed for afterward, would haue been of 
more value : forthoſe which they had, becauſe rhey 
burned them inthe fire, did leeſe their colour. The 
 Gouecrnour 
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Gouernour anſwered them, that vrged him to inha- 
bir, That in all the Countrie, there were not victualsto 
{uſtaine his men one moneth; and that it was needfull 
to reſort to the Port of vcaus, where Maldanado was to 
ſtay for them: and that if no richer Countrie were 
found, they might returne 2gaine to that whenſocuer 
thcy would: andin the mcane timethe Indians would 
ſowracir fields,and it would be better furniſhed with 
Maiz. He inquired of the Indians, whether they had 
noiice of any great Lord farther intotheland. They 


told him, that 12. daies tournie from thence, there was Chiaha iz. 


a Prouince called Chiaba, ſubic& to the Lord of Coca. 


Preſently the Gouetnour determined to ſeeke that yyjens; 

. clena: and . 
land. And bcing a ſterne man, and of few words, Coſte 7. daies 
though he was glad to (ifrand know the opinion of all Eyre rom 
tha: at 


mcn, yetafter hee had deliuered his owne, bee would which tonne 


not be contraried,and alwaies did wharliked himfclte, ot 
and ſo all men did condeſcend vnto his will. And, 
though it ſeemed an crrour to leaue that Countrie, 
(for others might haue been-ſought round abour, 
where the people might haue been ſuſtained, vntillthe 
harueſt had been readie there,and the Maiz gathered) 
yetthere was none that would ſay any thing againſt 
him, after they knew his reſolution. 


Cnae, XV. 
How the Gouernonr departed from Cutifa-Chiqui to 
ſecke the Prouince of Coga ; and what happened un- 
zo him in the way. 


He Gouernour departed from Cutifa Chiqui 
the third day of May. And becauſe the Indi- 


ans had reuolted,and the witl ofthe L2die was 
percetued,that if ſhe could, ſhe would depart without 
| o1u10g 
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giuing any guides or men for,burdens,for the wrongs 
which the Chriſtians had done to the Indians : (for 
there never wantſome among many ofa baſe ſort,that 
tor alittle gaine doe put themſelues and others in dan- 
ver of vndoing.) The Gouernour commanded her to 
be kept in ſafegard, and carried with him, not with ſo 
good vſzge as ſhe deſerued for F good wil ſhe ſhewed, 
and good entertainement thatſhe had made him. And 
he verified that old proucrbwhich ſaith; For weldoing 


 Ireceiueecuill. And ſohe carried her on foot with his 
bondwomen to looke vnto her. In all the rownes 


Chalaque ſe- 
uen daies 
journie from 
Cutifa- Chi- 
qui, 


where the Gouernour paſſed, the Ladie commanded 
the Indians to come and carrie the burdens from one 
towne to another. We paſſed through her Countrie 
an hundred leagues,in which,as weſaw,ſhe was much 
obeyed. For the Indians did all that ſhe commanded 
them with great efficacie and diligence. Peter the 
youth that was our guide,faid,thatfhe was not the La- 
dic her ſ{clfe,but aneece of hers, which came to that 
cowne to execute certaine principal men by comman- 
dement of the Ladie,which had withheld her tribute: 
which words were not beleeued, becauſe of the lies 
which they had found in him before: but they bare 
with all things, becauſe of the need which they had of 
him, to declare what the Indians ſaid. In ſeuen daies 
ſpace the Goucrnour came to a Prouince called Chala- 
que,the pooreſt Country of Maiz that was ſeene in Flo- 
rida, The Indians fed vponrootes and herbes which 
they ſeeke in the fields, and vpon wildbeaſts, which 
they kil with their bowes and arrowes: and it isa verie 
gentle people. All of them goe naked, andare very 
leane. There was a Lord, which fora grcat preſent, 
brought the. Gouernour wo D:eres skins : and there 
were 
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were in that Countrie many wild hennes.. In one 799: Hennes. 


townethey made hima preſent of 7500. hennes,and ſo 
inother townes they ſent him thoſe which they had 
orcould get. From this Prouince to another, which is 


called Xualla, he ſpent fiue daies : here he found very Xuallag. daics 


little Maiz ; and for this cauſe,though the people wete 8 
wearied.and the horſes very weake, he ſtaied nomore 
but two daies. From Ocnte to Cutifa-chiqui, may bee 
ſome hundred and thirtie leagues, whereot 80. are 
wildernefle. From Catifa-chiquito Xualla,two hundred 
and fiftie,and it isan hillie Countrie. The Gouernour 


departed from Xwa/latoward Guaxule: he paſſed very 
rough and hie hilles. In that iournie,the Ladie of Cx- len 


tifa-chiqui (whom the Gouernour carried with him, 
as is afore ſaid, with purpoſeto carrie her to Guaxute, 
becauſe her territorie reached thither) going on a day 
with the bondwomen which lead her,went out of the 
way,and entredinto a wood, ſaying, ſhe went toeaſe 
her ſelfe,and fo ſhe deceiued them, and hidher felfein 
the wood; and though they ſought herthey could not 
find her. She carried away with her alittle cheſt made 
of canes in manner ofa coffer, which they call Petaca, 
full of vnbored perles. Some which could iudge of 
them, ſaid, that they were of great value. An Indian 
woman-that waited on her did carrie them. The Go- 
uernour not to diſcontent her altogether, left them 
with her,making account that in Guaxu/ehe would ask 
them ofher,when he gaue hcrleaueto returne: which 
coffer ſhe carried away,and went to Xualla with three 
ſlaues which fled from the Campe,and one horſeman 
 whichremained behind, who falling ſicke ofan ague 
went out of the way, and was loſt. This man, whoſe 
name was 4/mmames, dealt with the {laues to can 
| I their 


- 
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theireuill purpoſe, and returne with him tothe Chri- 
ſtians : which two of them did; and Ai/imamos and 
they ouertooke the Gouernour 50. leagues from 
thence ina Prouince called Chzaha, and reported how 
the Ladie remainedin Xaa/l/a with a {laue of Hndrew 
de Y aſconcellos, which would not come backe with 
them,and that of a certaintie they liued as man and 
wite together,and meant to goe both to Cutifa-chiqui. 
Guaxulefue Within fiue dates the Gouernour came to Graxule. 
daies off. The Indians there gaue him a preſent of 300. dogges; 
becauſe they faw the Chriſtians eſteeme them, and 
ſoughtthem to feed on them : for among them they 
arenoteaten. In Guaxule, and all that way, was very 
little Maiz. The Gouernour ſent from thence an In- 
dian with a meſſage to the Caciqueof Chiaha,to deſire 
himro gather ſome Maiz thither, that he mightreſt a 
few daies in Chiaha. The Gouernour departed from 
ny". Guaxnle,and in two daies iournie came toa towne cal- 
nicof, led Canaſazna. There methim on the way 20. Indians 
Grear ſtore of eyery one loaden with a basket ful of Mulberries : for 
_—_— ak. there be many,and thoſe very good, from Cutifa-chiqui 
thither, and ſo forward in other Prouinces,and alſo 
nuts and plummes. And the. trees grow in the fields 
without planting or drefling them, and are as big and 
as rancke,as though they grew in gardens digged and 
watcred. From the time that the Gonernour depar- 
ted from Canaſazua, hee iournied fiue daics through: a 
deſert; and two leagues before hee :came to Chiaha, 
there met him 15. Indians loaden with Maiz,which 
the Cacique had ſent; and they told him onhis be- 
halfe,that he waited his comming with 20. barnes full 
of it,2nd farther, that himſelte, his Countrie, and ſub- 
ies, & al things cls were at his fernice. Onthe 5-029 of 
une 
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Tune,the Gouernor entred into Ch:i4ha : The Cacique Iune x. 


voided his owne houſes, in which he lodged, 8 recei- 
ued him with much joy,faying theſe words following; 


Mizhtie and excellent Lord, 1hold W ſelfe for ſs happie og from 


a man, in that it hath pleaſed your Lordſhip to wſe me, that ** 
nothing could haue happened wnto me of more contentment, 
nor that I would haue eſteemed ſo much. From Guaxule 
your Lordſhip ſent unto me, thatel ſhould prepare Maiz 
for youin thu towne for two moneths : Here I hane for you 
20. barnes full of the choiſeſt that in all the Countrie could 
be found. If your Lordſhip bee not entertained by mein ſuch 
ſort,as is fit for ſo hie a Prince, reſpect my tender age, which 
excuſeth me from blame,and receine my good wit, which with 
much loyaltie,trath, and ſinceritie, I will alwates ſhewin any 
thing which ſhall concerne your Lordſhips ſernice. 
The Gouernor anſwered him, that he —_ 
very much for his ſeruice and offer, and that he would 
alwaies account him as his brother, There was in hi 


ctowne much butter in gourds melted like oile : they The far of 
faid it was the fat of beares. There was found allo bears. 
great ſtote of oile of walnuts, which was cleare as but- Oile of wal. 


ter,andofa good taſte,anda pot full of honie of bees, 9s.

which neither before nor afterward was ſeene inall x... 


the Countrie. The towne was inan Iſland betweene Chiaha ſeared 
ewo armes of a Riuer, and was ſeated nigh one of i*** Iſland. 


them. ''Th&Riuer diuideth it ſelfe into thoſe two 
branches two crofebow ſhot aboue the towne, and 
meeteth againea keaguebeneath the ſame. The plaine 
betweene both the branches is ſometimes one croſle- 
bow ſhot, ſometimes two croſſebow ſhot ouer. The 
branches are very broad, and bath of them may be 
waded ouer. There were all along them verie good 
meadows, and manie fields ſowne with Maiz. And 

I 2 becauſe 
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becauſe the Indians ſtaiedin theirtowne,the Gouer- 
nour only lodged in the houſes of the Cacique, and 
his peoplein the fields ; wherethere was euer atree, e- 
ucrie one tooke one for himſelfe. Thus the Camp lay 
ſeparated one from another, and out of order. The 
Gouernour winked. at it, becauſe the Indians were in 
peace, and becauſe it was very hot, and the people 
ſhould haue ſuffered great extremitie,if ithad not bin 
fo. The horſes came thitherſo weake, that for feeble- 
neſſe,thcey were notabletocarrietheir maſters:becauſe 
that from Cutrfa-chiqui, they alwaies trauelled wich ve- 
rielittle prouender,and were hunger-ſtarued and tired 

| i _ ener ſince they came from the deſert of Ocute. And be- 
14. | Ccauſethemoſt of them were not in caſe to vſe in bat- 
ecll, though need ſhould require, they ſent them to 
fecdinthenighta quarter ofa league from the Camp. 

The Chriſtians were there in great danger, becauſe 

that ifatthistime the Indians had ſet vpon them, they 

had been in euill caſe to haue defended themſclues, 

30.Daiesreſt. The Gouernour reſted there thirtie daies, in which 

time,becauſe the Countrie was very fruitfull, thehor- 

ſes grew fat. Atthe timeof his departure, by the im- 

portunitic of ſome, which would haue more then was 

reaſon, heedemanded of the Cacique zo. women to 

make ſlaues of. Hee anſwered that he would conferre 

with his chiefe men. Andbeforeheereturned an an- 

ſwere,one night all of them with their wiues and chil- 

dren forſooke the towne,and fled away. The next day 

the Gouernour purpoſing to gocto ſecke them, the 

Cacique came vnto him, and at-his comming vſed 

theſe words vntothe Gouernour: . - 

Mightie Lord, with ſhame and feare of your Lordſhip, 

becauſe my ſubietts againſt my will haue done amiſſe in ab- 

| ſentinz 
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fenting themſelues, I went my way without your licenſe ; and 
knowing the erronr which I haue committed ike a loyall ſub- 
zect, I come to yeeld my ſelfe into your power, to d:ſpoſe of mee. 
at your owne pleaſure. For my ſubieets do not obey mee, nor 
doe any thing but what an Vncle of mine commandeth,which 
gouerneth this Countrie for me,untill tbe of a perfett age, If 
your Lordſhip will purſue them, and execute onthem that, 
which for their diſobedience they deſerue, I will be your cuide, 
ſince at this preſent my fortune will not ſuſſer me 0 per forme 
any more. 
Preſently the Gouernodr with 3o. horſemen, and 

as many footemen, wentto ſecke the Indians, and paſ- Certaine 
ſing by ſome townes of the principall Indians which Om 
had abſented themſelues, hee cutand deſtroyed great 
fields of Maiz, and went vpthe Riuer, where theIn- 
dians were in an Iſland, where the horſemen could _ 
not come atthem. There he ſent them word by an In- - 
dian to returne to their towne and feare nothing, and 
that they ſhould giue him men to carrie burdens, as al 
thoſe behind had done; forhe would haueno Indian 
women, ſeeing they were ſoloth to part with them. 
The Indians accepted his requeſt,and cameto the Go- 
uernour to-excuſe themſelues; and ſo all ofthem re- 
turned totheir rowne. A Cacique ofa Prouince cal- 
eld CoFe, came to this towne to viſit the Gouernour. 
After hee had offered himſelfe, and paſſed with him 

. fome words of tendring his ſeruice and curteſfie; the 
Gouernour asking him whether he had noticeofany 
rich Countries heſaid,yea: to wit, that toward the ,, 
North, there wasa Prouince named Chi{ca - and thar ,, | 
there wasa melting of capper, and of another meta{|. Mines ofcoy- 
of the ſame colour, ſaue thatir was finer, and of a farre fc,n2hn

FT Hen the Gouernour was determined to 

\ V2 depart from Chiahato CoFe, he ſent for the 

'@A \ Y23j| Cacique to come before him, and with 
AARM gentle words tooke his leaue of him, and 
; gaue him certaine things, wherewith he reſted much 
-—arlneang contented: In ſeuen dates hee came to Coe, Thele- 
Chiaha, chap, 90d Of Iulie he commanded his Campeto be _ 
14, ca 
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edtwo crofſebow ſhot from the town: and with eight 
men of his guard he went where he found the Caci- 
que, which to his thinking receiued him with great 
loue. As hee was talking with him, there went from 
the Campe certaine footemen tothe towne to ſeeke 
ſome Maiz,and not contented with it, they ranſacked 
and ſearched the houſe$ and rooke what they found. 
With this deſpite the Indians began to rife and to take 
theirarmes : and fome of them with cudgils in their 
hands, ran vpon fiue or fixe Chriſtians, which had 
done them wrong, and beat them at their pleaſure. 


The Gouernour ſeeing themal in an vprore,and him- 


ſelfeamong them with fo few Chriſtians, to eſcape 


nes CA 
their hands vied a ftratagem, farre againſt his owne dil- —_ 


poſition,being,as hee was, very francke and open:and 
though. it grieued him very much that any Indian 
ſhould be ſo bold, as with reaſon, or withoutreaſonto 
deſpiſe the Chriſtians, he tooke vpa cudgel,and tooke 
their parts againſt his owne men, which wasa meanes 
ro quiet them : Andpreſently heſent word by aman 
very ſecretly to the Campe, that ſome armed men 
ſhould come toward the place where he was; and hee: 
tooke the Cacique by the hand,vſing very mild words 


wiſe fira- 


vnto him, and with ſome principall Indians thatdid 


accompaniehim,he drew them out ofthe towne into 
a plaine way, and vntothe fight of the Campe, whi- 
therby little andlittle with good diſcretion the Chri- 
ſtians began to-comeandto-gather about them. Thus 
the Governour led the Cacique, and his chicfemen 
vntill he entred withthem into.the Campe : andnecere: 
vnto-his tent, hee commanded them to be putin ſafe 
cuſtodie: and told them, that they ſhould not depart 
without giuing hima guide and Indians for — 
an 
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andtill certaine ficke Chriſtians were come, which he 
had commanded to come downe the Riuerin canoes 
from Chiaha, and thoſe alſo which hehad ſent to the 
Prouinceof Chiſca: (for they werenotreturned; and 
. hefearedthatthe Indians hadſlaine the one, and the 
(cps nany other.) Within three daies after,thoſe which were ſent 
ſeeke Chiſca to Chiſca returned, and made report, that the Indians 
Ceurnes had carried them through a Countrie ſo poore of 
__ 27" Maiz, and fo rough, and ouer fo high mountaines, 
that it was impoſſible for thearmieto trauell that way; 
and that ſeeing the way grew very long, and that they 
lingred much,they conſulted to returne' from a little 
Alictlepoore gore towne, where they ſaw nothing that was of any 
coo x<hide Profit, and brought an oxe hide, which the Indians 
with hairelike gaue them, as thinne as a caluesskinne, and the haire 
wooll.cap. 36: [keafoft wooll, betweene the courſe and fine wooll 
and Gomara oy . 

The Cacique gaue a guide, and menfor _ 
ral.cap.:15- burdens, and departed with the Gouernours leaue. 
_ day The Gouernour departed from CoFethe ninth of Iu- 
from Coſte. lie,and lodged at atowne called Tali: The Cacique 
came ny to receiuehim on the way, and made this 
ſpeech : | 
: Excellent Lord and Prince,worthie to be ſerned and obey- 
ed of all the Princes in the world; howſoeaer for the moſt part 
by the outward phyſiognomie,the inward vertne may bee ind- 
ged,and that who you are, and of what ſtrength,was knowne 
ono mee before now : 1will not inftrre hereupon how meane 
1 amin your preſence, to hope that my pooye ſeruices will bee 
gratefull and acceptable : > whereas ſtrength faileth, the 
will doth not ceaſe to be praiſed and accepted. And for this 
cauſe I preſume to requeit your Lordſhip,that youwill be plea- 
ſed onely to reſpett the ſame, and conſider whereinyou will 
command my ſernice in this your Conntrie. | 
The 
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The Gouernour anſwered him, that his good will 
and offer was as acceptable vnto him, as if he had offe- % 
red himall the treaſures of the world, and that hee 7 
would alwaies intreate, fauour, and eſtceme him as if 
he were his owne brother. The Cacique commanded 
prouiſion neceflarie for two daies, while the Gouer- 
nour was there, to be brought thither : and atthe time 
of his departure, he gaue him foure women and two 
men,which heehad need of to beare burthens. The 
Gouernour travelled fixe dates through many townes 
ſubie& to the Cacique of Coca: 8&as he entred into his 
Countrie many Indians came vnto him cuery day 
from the Cacique,and met him on the way with meſ- 
ſages, one going, and another comming. Hee came 
to Coca vpon Friday, the 26. of Iulie, The Cacique Coca. 
came foorth to receiue him two croſſebow ſhot from 1926. 
the towne in achaire,which his principall men carried 
on their ſhoulders, fitting vpon a cuſhion, and couered 
with a garment of Marterns, of the faſhion and bignes atcrns. 
ofa womans huke : hee had on his heada diadem of 
feathers, and round about him many Indians playing 
vpon flutes,and ſinging. Aſſoone as he came vnto the 
Gouernour, he did his obeyſance, and vttered theſe 
words following : | 
Excellent and mightie Lord,aboue all them of the earth; 
althowzh 1 come but now to receine you, yet I hanereceined 
you many daits agoe in my heart, towit, from the day 
wherein 1 had fir#t notice of your Lordſhip ; with ſo great 
deſire to ſerne you, with ſogreat pleaſure and contentment, 
that this which 1 make ſhew of, & nothing in regard of” 
that which is in my heart, neither can it haue any kind 
of compariſon. T hy you may hold for certaine, that t0 0b- 


zaine the dominion of the wholeworld, would not hane ve- 
zoyced

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joyced me ſo much,as your ſight, neither would I hane held it 
for ſo great a felicitie. Doe not looke for me 10 offer you that 
which s your owne : to wit,my perſon,my lands and ſubietts: 
onely Twill buſie mey ſelfe in commanding my men with all di- 
lizence and due renerence to welcome you from hence tothe 
towne with playing and ſinging, where your Lordſhip ſhall be 
lodged and attended upon by my ſelfe and them : and all that 
1 poſſeſſe, your Lordſhip ſhall uſe as it were your owne. For 
your Lordſhip ſhall doe me a wverie great fauonr in ſo ating. 
The Gouernour gaue him thankes, and with great 
toy they borh went conferring together, till they came 
tothe towne : and he commanded his Indians to void 
their houſes, wherein the Gouernor and his men were 
lodged. There was in the barnes, and in the fields, 
oreat ſtore of Maiz and French Beanes : The Country 
was greatly inhabited with many great townes, and 
many ſowne fields, which reached fromthe oneto the 
other, It was pleaſant, fat,full of good meadows vpon 
Riuers, There were in the fields, many Plum trees, af: 
well of ſuch as grow in Spazne,as ofthe Countrie : and 
wild tall vines, that runne vp the trees ; and be- 
ſidestheſe,there were other low vines with big and 
ſweet grapes; but for want of digging and dreſſing, 
they had greatkirnels in them. The Gouernour vſed 
to ſeta guard ouerthe Caciques, becauſe they ſhould 
notabſent themſelues, and carried them with him, till 
he came out of their Countries : becauſe that carry- 
ing them along with him, he lookedto find people in 
the townes,and they gaue him guides,and men to car- 
rie burdens : and before hee went out of their Coun- 
tries,he gauethem licence toreturne to their houſes, 
and to their porters likewiſe, aſſoone as he came to any 


other Lordſhip,where they gaue him others. The _ 
| O 
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of Cocaſceing their Lord detained,tookeit in euil part, 
and reuolted,and hid themſelues in the woods, aſwell 
thoſe of the towne ofthe Cacique, as thoſe of the 0- 
ther townes of his principall ſubie&ts. The Gouernor 
ſentout foure Capraines, euery one his way to ſeeke 
them. They tooke many men and women, which 
were put into chaines : They ſecing the hurt which 

they receiued, and how little they gained in abſenting 
themſelues,came againe, promiſing to do whatſoeuer 

they were commanded. Of thoſe which were taken 

priſoners, ſome principall men were ſet at libertie, 

whom the Cacique demanded : and euery one that 

had any,carried the reſt in chaines like flaues, without 

letting them goeto their Countrie : neither did any 
returne, but ſome few, whoſe fortune helped them 

with the good diligence which they vſed to file off 
their chaines by night, or ſuch as in their trauelling 

could ſlippe aſide out of the way, feeing any neglt- | 
gence in them that kept them: ſome eſcaped away 
with the chaines, and with the burdens, and clothes 
which they carpicd.

EJHec Goucrnour reſted in Coga 25.daies. He

uer ſuffered him to paſſe,he ſet torward, and lodgedat 
a townenamed 7/;bahalr. There cameto him on the 
way,on the Caciques behalte of that Prouince, ten or 
twelue principall Indiansto offer him his ſeruice all 
of them had their plumes of feathers, and bowes and 
arrowes. The Goucrnour comming to the towne 
with twclue horſemen, and ſome footemen of his 
guard, leauing his peoplea croflebow ſhot from the 
rowne,entred into it, hee found all the Indians with 
their weapons:andas farreas he could ghefle, they ſee- 
med to haue ſome cuill meaning. It was knowneaf- 
terward, that they were determined to take the Caci- 
que of Coca from the Gouernour, if hee had requeſted 


-it. The Gouernour commanded all his peopletoen- 


 walledabout. terthe towne, which was walled about, and neerevn- 
The faſhion of £O it paſſed a ſmall Riuer. Thewall,afwell of thar,as of 
theicwalles. others, which afterward wee ſaw, was of great poſts

thruſt deepe into the ground and very rough, and ma- 
ny long railes as big as ones arme laid acrofſe between 
them,and the wall was about the heightofalance,and 
it was daubed within and without with clay, and had 
loope holes. On the otherfide of the Riuer was a 
towne, where atthat preſent the Cacique was. The 
Gouernour.ſent to call him, and hee came preſently. 
After he had paſſed with the Gouernourſome words 
of offering his ſernices, he gaue him ſuch men for his 
cariagesas he needed,and thirtie women forſlaues. In 
that place was a Chriſtian loſt,called Mancaro, borne 
in Sa/amarnca,of noble parentage, which went aſtray to

good B12P33. very good. The day that the Gouernour departed 


from 
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from thence, he lodgedata rowne ſubie& tothe Lord 
of 71libahalt : and the next day hee came to another 
towne called Toaſi. The Indians gauethe Gouernour 
thirtie women,and ſuch men for his cariages as he nee- 
ded. Hee trauelled ordinarily 5. or 6. leagues a day 
when he trauelled through peopled Countries: and 
going through deſerts, he marchcd as faſt as he could, 
to eſchew the want of Maiz. From Toaf:, paſſing 
through ſome townes ſubie&toa Cacique, which was 
Lord of a prouince called Talliſe, hee trauelled fiue 
daics: He cameto Talkſethe 18. of September : The 
towne was great, and ſituated neere vntoa maine Ri- 
uer.On the other ſide of the Riuer were other townes, 
and many fields ſowne with Maiz. On both ſides it 
was a very plentifull Countrie,and had ſtore of Maiz: 
they had voided the towne. The Gouernour com- 
manded to call the Cacique;who came,and betweene 
them paſſed ſome words of loue and offer of his ſerui- 
ces,and hee prefented vnto him 40. Indians. There 
cametothe Gouernour in this towne a principall In- 
dian in the behalfe of the Cacique of Taſcaluca, and 
made this ſpeech following: 

eMizhtie, werinous, andeſteemed Lord,the great Cact- 
que of Taſcaluca »y Lord, ſendeth by me to kiſſe your Lord- 
ſhips hands, and to kt you vnderfland, that he hath notice, 
how you iuſtly raniſhwith your perfections and power ,all men 
0n the earth, and that enerie one by mhom your Loraſhip 
paſſeth doth ſerue and obey you , which he acknowleageth io 
be due vnto you, and deſiretb,as his life,to ſee, and toſerue 
your Lordſhip. For which cauſe by me he offereth HarfeI 
his lands and ſubieits,that when your Lordſhip pleaſeth togs 


through his Countrie,you may be receiued with allpeace and 
in recompenſe of the A

he hath to ſee you,you will doe him the fauour to let him know 
when you will come : for how much the ſooner, ſo much the 
greater fanonr he ſhall receine. 

The Gouernour receiued and difpatched him gra- 
ciouſly,giuing him beades, which among them were 
not much eſteemed,and ſome other things to carrie to 
his Lord. And he gaue licenceto the Cacique of Coga 
to returne home to his owne Countries. The Cacique 
of Ta{liſe gaue him ſuch men for burthens as he nee- 
ded. And afterhe had reſted there 20. daies, hee de- 
parted thence toward Taſcaluca. That day when hee 

Cafiftea orear EAT HrOM Tallſe, hee lodged ata great towne called 
—_— 5 Caſiffe, And the next day paſſed by another,and came 
Taſcaluca. toa ſmall towne of Taſcaluca, and the next day hee 
campedina wood two leagues from the towne where 

the Caciquerefided, and was at that time. And heſent 

the Maſter of the Camp, Lays de Moſcoſo, with 15. 
horſemen, to let him know how hee was comming. 

The Cacique was in his lodgings vndera Canopic: 

and without doores, right againſt his lodgings, in an 

high place, they ſpread a mat for him, & two cuſhions 

one vpon another, whercheſat him downe,and his In- 

dians placed themſelues round about him,ſomewhat 

diſtant from him, ſo that they madea place, and a void 

roome where he ſate : and his chicteſt men were nee- 

reſt to him, and one with aſhadow of Deeres skinne, 

which keept the Sunneftom him,being round,and of 

the bignes of a target,quartered with black and white, 

hauinga rundell in the middeſt : a farre off it ſeemed 

to beof taffata, becauſey colours werevery perfeR.It 

was ſet on a ſmall ſtaffe ſtretched wide out. This was 

the deuice which hee carried in his warres. Hee was a 

man of a very tall ſtature, of greatlimmes, and ſpare, 

and 
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and well proportioned, and was much feared of his 
neighbours and ſubie&s. He was Lord of many terri- 
tories and much people : In his countenance hee was 
very graue. Afterthe Maſter of the'Campe had ſpo- 
ken with him, he and thoſe that went with him cour. 
ſed their horſes,pranſing them to andfro,and nowand 
then roward the place wherethe Cacique was, who 
with much grauitie and diſſimulation now and then 
lifted vp his cies, and beheld them as it were with dif- 
daine. At the Governours comming, hee made no 
offer at all toriſe. The Gonernour tooke him by the 
hand,and both of them ſat downe together on a ſeate 
which was vnderthe cloth of eſtate, The Caciqueſaid 
theſe words vnto him : 

Mrehty Lord,I bid your Loraſhip right hartily welcome.1 
recerue a5 much pleaſure and contentment with your ſjeht,as 
' if you were my brother whom 1 dearely loued : wpon thu point 

# #5 not needfull to uſt many reaſons , ſince it is no diſcretion 
70 ſpeake that in many wordes, which in few may be uitered. 
How much the greater the willis, ſo much more giueth it 
name to the workes, and the workes zine teſtimonie of the 
truth. Now touching my will, by it you ſhall know, how cer- 
tain & manifeſt it ts,and how pure inclination I hane to ſerue 
you. Concerning the fauour which yor did me, in the things 
which you ſent me, I make as much account of them as ts rea- 
ſon to eſteeme them : and chiefly becauſe they were yours, 
Now ſee what ſeruice you will command me. . 

The Gouernor ſatisfied him with ſweet words,and- 
with great breuitie. When hee departed from thence 
hedetermined to carrie him along with him for ſome 
cauſes, and attivo daies iournic hee came toatowne

called Pjache,by which there paſſed agreat River. The hey... 


Gouernour demanded canoes of the Indians: hey 
aid,.

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ſaid, they had them nor, but that they would make 
rafts of cancs and drie timber,on which he might paſſe 
well enough : Andthey madethem with all diligence 
and ſpeed, and they gouerned them; and becauſe the 
water wentvery ſlow, the Gouernour and his people 
paſſed very well. ' 

From the Port de Spirits Santo to _Apalache, which 
is about an hundred leagues, the Gonernour went 
from Eaſt to Weſt : And from Apalache to Cntifa-chi- 
qui,which are 430. leagues, from the Southweſt tothe 
Northeaſt : and from Catifa-chiquito Xualla,which are 
about two hundred and fiftie leagues, from the South 
tothe North : And from X#a//ato Taſcaluca,which are 
twohundredand fiftic leagues more, an hundred and 
ninetie ofthem he trauclled from Eaſt to Weſt,to wit, 
to the Prouince of Coca + and the other 60. from Coca 
to T aſcaluca from the North to the South. 

Hauing paſſed the Riuer of Pzache,a Chrittian weat 
from his companie from thence to ſecke a woman 
ſlaue that was runne away from him, and the Indians 
either tooke him captive, or flue him. The Gouer- 
nor vrged the Cacique that he ſhould giue account of 
him,and threatned him, thatif he were not found, he 
would neuerlet him looſe. The Cacique ſent an In- 
dian from thence to Manila, whither they were tra- 
uelling,which was a towne ofa principall Indian and 
his ſubie&, ſaying, thathe ſent him to aduiſe them to 
makereadie victuals, and men for carriages. But, (as 
afterward appeared) hee fent him to afſemble all the 
men of warrethither, that hee had in his Countrie. 
The Gouernour trauelled three daies; and the third 
day he paſſed all day through a peopled Countrie:and 
he cameto Hamill vpon Monday the 18. of _ 

| cr 


ber. He went before the Camp with 15. horſemen 
and 3o.footemen. And from thetowne camea Chri- 
ſtian,whom he had ſentto the principall man, three or 
foure daies before, becauſe he ſhould not abſent him- 
ſelfe,and alſo tolearne in what fort the Indians were : 
who told him that hee thought they were in an euill 
purpoſe: for while hee was there, there came ma- 
nie people into the towne, and many weapons, and 


that they made great haſte to fortifie the wall. Zays Manilla 


de eMeſcoſo toldthe Gouernour, that it would bee 
good to lodge in the field, ſeeing the Indians were 
of ſuch diſpoſition : and hee anſwered, that he would 
lodge in the towne, for hee was wearie of lodging 
in the field. When hee came neere vnto the towne, 
the Cacique came foorth to receiue him with many 
Indians playing vpon flutes and ſinging : And after 
hee had offered himſelfe, hee preſented him with 
three mantles of marterns. The Gouvernour, with 


both the Caciques, and ſeuen or eight men of his ,. Mantles of 
guard, and three or foure horſemen, which alzghted Marterns. 


to accompanie him, entred into the rowne, and ſat 
him downe vnder a cloth of eſtate. The Cacique 
of T aſcaluca requeſted him, that hee would let him re- 
maine in that towne, and trouble him no more with 
trauelling : And ſecing he would not giue him leauc, 
inhistalke he changed his purpoſe, and diſſemblinglie 
fained that he would ſpeake with ſome principall In- 
dians,and roſe vp from the place where hee fate with 
the Gouernour, and entred into a houſe, where many 
Indians were with their bowes and arrowes. The Go- 
uernour when he ſaw he returned nor,called him, and 
heanſwered,thathe would notcome outfrom thence, 

L neither 
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neither would he goeany farther then that towne,and. 
thatifhe would goe his way in peace, hee ſhould pre- 


{ently depart, and ſhould nor ſeeke to carrie him per- 
force outof his Countrie and territorie.

wn him with faire words : to which he 
2 eauc no anſ{were, but rather with 
much pride and diſdaine, with- 
drew himlſelfe where the Goucrnor 
might not ſee him, nor ſpeake with him. As a princi- 
pall Indian paſſed that way, the Gouernor called him, 
toſend him word, that hee might remaineat his plea- 
ſure in his Countrie, and that it would pleaſe him to 
give hima guide, and men for carriages, to ſee if hee 
could pacifie him with mild words. ThelIndians an- 
ſwered with great pride, that hee would nothearken 
vnto him. Baltaſar de Gallegos, which ſtood by, tooke 
hold ofa gowne of marterns which hee had on, and 
hee caſt it ouer his head, andleft itin his hands: and 
becauſe all of them immediatly began to ftirre, Baſ- 
zaſar de Gallegos gaue him ſuch a wound with his cou- 
tilas, that hee opened him downe the backe, and 
preſently all the Indians with a great crie came out 
of the houſes ſhooting Their arrowes. The Gouer- 
' nour confideing, that if hee tatried there, hee could 
not eſcape, andit hee commanded his mento come 
| in, 


EF 
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- in, which were without the towne, the Indians with- 
inthe houſes might kill their horſes, and doemuch 
hurt, ranne out of the towne, and beforechee came 
out, hee fell twice or thrice, and thoſe that were 
with him did helpe him vp againe; and he and thoſe 
that were with him were ſore wounded : and ina mo- 
ment there were fiue Chriſtians flaine in the towne. 
The Gouernour camerunning out o:the towne,cry- 
ingout, thateuery man ſhould ſtand farther off, be- 
cauſe from the wall they did them much hurt. The In- 
dians ſeeing that the Chriſtians retired, and fome of 
them,or the moſt part,mmore then an ordinary paſe,ſhor 
with great boldneſfle at them, and ſtrooke downe ſuch 
as they could overtake. TheIndians which the Chri- 
ſtians did lead with them in chaines, had laid downe 
their burthens ncere vnto the wall : and aſlooneas the 
Gouernour and his men were retired,the men of Ma- 
ulla laid them on the Indians backs againe, and tooke 
them into the towne,and looſed them preſently from 
their chaines, and gaue them bowes and arrowes to 
fight withall. Thus they poſſeſſed themſclues of al the 
clothes and perles, and all that the Chriſtians had,

and perles of

which their ſlaues carried. And becauſe the Indians wereloſt, 


had been alwaies peaceable vntill wee came to this 
place, ſome ofour men had their weapons in their far- 
dels and remained vnarmed. And from others that 
hadentredthe towne with the-Gouernour they had 
taken ſwords and halebards, and fought with them. 
When the Gouernour was gotten into the field, hee 
called for an hor{c, and with ſome that accompanied 
hira,hee returned and flew two or three Indians ; All 
the reſt rctired themſelues to the towne, and ſhot with 
their bowes from the wall. And thoſe which preſu- 

L 2 | med 
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med of their nimblenes, fallied foorth to fighta ſtones 
caſt from the wall: And when the Chriſtians char- 
ged them, they retired themſelues at their leaſure 
into the towne. At the time that the broile began, 
there were in the towne a Frier, and a Pricft, and 
a ſeruantof the Gouernour,witha woman flauc : and 
they had notime to come out of thetowne : and they 
tooke an houſe, and ſo remained. in-the towne. The 
Indians being become Maſters of the place, they ſhur 
the doore with a field gate : and among them was one 
{word which the Gouernours ſeruant had, and with it 
he ſet himſelfe behind the doore,thruſting at the Indi- 
ans which ſought to come into them : and the Frier 
atid the Prieſt ftood on the other fide, cach ofthem 
with a barre in their hands to beate him downe thar 
firlt came in. The Indians ſeeing they could not ger 
in by the doore, began to vncouer the houſetop. By: 
this time, all the horſemen and footemen which were 
behind,were cometo cHaxilia. Here there were ſun- 
dric opinions,whetherthey ſhould charge theIndians 
toenter the towne, or whether they ſhould leaue it, 
becauſe it was hard to enter : andin the endit was rc-/ 
ſolued to ſetypon them. |

wiſhed him to ſaue himſelfe. to the end,that if it tel our 

that they ſhould endtheir daies there,as they determi- 

ned,rather thento be ouercome; there might remaine 

one to goutrne the Countrie. For allthis hee would 

not haue gon away : butthey vrged him ſo much,thar 

with fifteene or twentie Indians of his owne, hee went 

out of the towne,and carried away askarlat cloke, and 

otherthings of the Chriſtians goods; as much as hee 

was ableto carrie,andſeemed beſt vnto him. The Go- 

uernour was informedhow there wentmen out of the 

towne,and hee commanded the horſemen to beſer it, . 

andſent incuery fquadron of footemen one ſouldier 

with a firebrand to ſer fire on the houſes, thatthe Indi- 

ans might haue no defenſe : all his men being ſetin 

order, hee commanded an harcubuz to bee ſhoroff. 

Theligne beiog giuen,the foure ſquadrons, cuery one 

by itſelfe with great furic,. gaue the onſct, and with 

great hurt on both ſides they entred the towne, The 

Frierand the Prieſt, and thoſe that were with them in 

the houſe were ſaued, which coſt the liues of two men 

of account,and valiant, which camethither to-ſuccour: 

them. The Indians fought with ſuch courage, that 

many times they draue our men out of the towne. The 

fighclaſted ſo long, that for wearineſſe and great thirſt 
a: many

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many of the Chriſtians went toa poole that was neere 
the wal.,to drink, which was all ſtained with the blood 
of the dead,and then came againe to fight. The Go- 
uernour ſecing this, entred among the footemen into 
the towne on horſeback, with certaine that accompa- 
nied him,and was a meane that the Chriſtians came to 
ſet fire on the houſes, and brake and ouercamethe In- 
dians,who running out of the towne from the foote- 
men,the horſemen without draue in at the gates again, 
where bcing withoutall hope of life,they tought vali- 
antly, & after the Chriſtians came among the to han- 
dy blowes,ſ{ceing themſelues in great diſtreſſe without 
any ſuccour,many of them fled into the burning hou- 
ſes, where one vpon another they were ſmothered 
and burnt inthe fire. The whole number of the Indi- 
ans that died in this towne, were two thouſand and 
fiue hundred, little more or leffſe. Of the Chriſtians 
there di-d eighteene; of which one was Doz Carlos, 
brother in law to the Gouernour,and a nephew of his, 
and one 1ohn de Gamez,and en Rodriguet Portugals, 
and 1ohn Vazquez de Villanoua ae Barca Rota, all men of 
honour.and of much valour : the reſt were fooremen. 
Beſides thoſe that were ſlaine, there were an hundred 
and fiftie wounded with 700. wounds of their ar- 
rowes: .and it pleaſed God that of very dangerous 
wounds they were quickly healed. Morcouer, there 
weretwelue horſes flaine, and ſeuentie hurt. All the 
clothes which the Chriſtians carried with them to 
clothe themſclues withall, and the ornaments to ſay 
Maſle, and the perles, were all burnt there : and the 
Chriſtians did ſet them on fire themſclucs ; becauſe 
they held fora greater inconuenience, the hurt which 
the Indians might doe them from thoſe houſes, where 
they 
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they had gathered all thoſe goods together, then the 
lofle of them. Here the Gouernour vndetrſtood, that 


Franciſco (Maldonado waited for him at the Port of The _ of 
Ochuſe,and that it wasfixe daies iournie from thence {je journie 
and he dealt with 1ohn Ortiz to keepe it ſecret, becauſe from Mavilla, 


he had not accompliſhed that which he deteruinedro 
doe; and becauſe the perles were burntthere, which 
he meantto haueſentto Cxbafor aſhew, that the peo- 
ple hearing the newes, might be deſirous to cometo. 
that Countric. He feared alſo, that if they ſhould haue 
newes of him without ſeeing from Florida neither 
gold noriiuer, nor any thing "of value, it would per 
ſuch a name, that no man would ſeeketo goe thither, 
when he ſhould haue needeof pcople. And ſohe de- 
termined to ſend no newes of himſelfe, yntill hee had 
found ſome rich Countrie.

He ſtaiedi in Harilla,becauſeof the 
wounded men, eight and twentie daies; all which 
timehelay in the field. It was a well inhabited anda 


fat Countrie, there were ſome great & walled townes: Greatand 


and many houſes ſcattered all about the fields, to wit, 
a croſſebow ſhotor two, the one from the other. Vp- 
on Sonday, the eighteenth of Nouember, whenthe ? - 
hurt men were knowne to bee healed, the Gouernour®* 
departed:

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departedfrom <Hanila, Euery one furniſhed him- 
ſclfe with Maiz fortwo dates, and they trauelled fiue 
daies through adeſert : they cametoa Prouince called 
Pafallaya,vnto a towne, named Talepatana : and from 
thence they went to another,called Caba#o: neere vn- 
to itranagreat Riuer. The Indians on the other fide 
cried out,threatning the Chriſtians to kill them,if they 
ſought to paſleit. The Gouernour commanded his 
mento raake a barge within the towne, becauſe the In- 
dians ſhould not perceiueit: it was finiſhed in foure 
daics,and being ended, he commanded itto be carried 
one night vpon ſleds halfe a league vp the Riuer. In 
the morning there entred intoit thirtie men well ar- 
med. The Indians perceiued what was attempted, 
andthoſe which were neereſt, came to defend the paſ- 
ſage. Theyreſiſted what they could, till the Chriſti- 
ans cameneerethem; and ſeeing that the barge came 
tothe ſhore,they fled away into the groues of canes. 
The Chriſtians mounted on horſebacke,and went vp 
the River to make good the paſſage, whereby the Go- 
uernour and his companie paſſed the Riuer. There

Maiz and French Beanes. From thenceto Chicagathe 
Gouernour trauelled five daies though a deſert. Hee 
cametoaRiuer,where on the otherſide were Indians 
to defend the paſſage. He made anotherbarge in two 
daies; amd when it was finiſhed, the Gouernour ſent 
an Indian to requeſt the Cacique to accept of his 
friendſhip, and peaceably to expe& his comming : 
whom the Indians that were onthe otherfidethe Ri- 


. uer ſlew before his face, and preſently making a great

ſhout went their way. Hauing paſſed the Riner, the 
next day,being the17. of December,the Gouernour 
came 
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cameto Chiceca,a ſmallrowne of twentic houſes, And 


after they were come to Chicaga,they were much trou- Chicaga. 
bled with cold, becauſe it was now winter and itſnow- g,,,, amq 
ed,while moſt of them were lodged in the field, be. much: cold: 


fore they had time to make themſelues houſes. This 
Countrie was very well peopled, and the houſes {cat- 
tered likethoſe of Manila, fat and plentituil of Maiz, 
and the moſt part of it was fielding: they gathered 
as much as ſufficed to paſſe the winter. Some Indians 
were taken, among which was one whom the Caci- 
queeſteemed greatly. The Gouernour fent an Indi- 
anto ſignifie to the Cacique,that he defired toſee him 
andto haue his friendſhip. The Cacique came vnto 
him, to offer him his perſon, Countrie and ſubiects, 
and told him,that he would cauſe two other Caciques 
tocometo him inpeace; who within few daies after 
came with him,and with their Indians : The one was 
called 4limams, the other Nzcalaſa. They gaueapre- 


ſent unto the Gouernourofan hundred and fiftie co- conjes, 


nies,and ofthe Countrie garments, to wit,of mantles 
and skinnes. The Cacique of Chicaca came to vifit 
him many times; and ſometimes the Gouernour ſent 
tocall him,and ſenthim an horſe to goe and come. He 
complained ynto him,thata ſubiec of his was riſena- 
eainſt him and depriued him of his tribute, requeſting 
his aide againſt him, for hee meantto ſeeke him in his

Which was nothing els but a fained plor. For they de- 
termined, afſoone as the Gouernour was gone with 
him, and the Campe was diuided into two parts, the 
one part of them to ſet vpon the Gouernour, and the 
other ypon them that remained in Chicaga. Heewent 


to the townewhere he viedto keepe his refidence,and 
M | brought

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brought with him two hundred Indians with their 
bowes and arrowes. The Gouernour tooke- thirtie 
horſemen,and eightic footemen, and they went to Sa- 
quechuma (for ſo was the Prouince called of that chiefe 
man,which he faid had rebelled.) They found awal- 
led towne, without any men : and thoſe which went 
with the Cacique fet fire on the houſes, to diflemble 
theirtreaſon.But by reaſon ofthe great care and heed- 
fulneſſe, that was as well in the Gonernours people 
which hee carricd with him,as of thoſe which remai- 
nedin Chicaca,they durſt notaſſauk them at that time. 
The Gouernour inuited the Cacique, and certaine 
principall Indians,and gauethem hogges fleſh to eate. 
And though they did not commonly vieit, yetthey 
were {o greedie of it.thatenery night there came Indt. 
ans to certatne houſes'a croſſebow ſhot from the 


Camp, where the hogges lay, and killed, and carried 


away as many asthey could. Andthree Indians were 
taken inthe manner. Twoof them the Gouernoz.com- 
manded to be ſhotto death with arrowes; & to cut off 
the hands ofthe other; 8 he ſent him ſo handled to the 
Cacique. Who madeasthough itgrieued himy they 
had offended the Gouernor, and thathe was glad that 
he had executed that puniſhmenton them. He lay ina 
plaine Countrie halfe a league from the place, where 
the Chriſtians lodged. Foure horſemen went a ſtrag- 
lingthither, to wit, Franciſco Oforio, and aſeruant of the 
Marques of Fftorga, called Reynoſo, and two ſeruants. 
of the Gouernour, the one his page called Ribera, and 


the other Fnentes his Chamberlaine : and theſe had 


taken from the Indians ſomeskinnes, and fome man- 
tles, wherewith they were offended;and forſooke their 
houſes. The Gouernourknew of it;and commanded 
| them 
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them to bee apprehended; and condemnedto death 
Franſciſco Oſorio, and the Chamberlaine as principals, 
andalofthem to loſle of goods. The Friers and Prieſts 
and other principall perſons were carneſt with him to 
pardon Franciſco Oſorio his lite, & to moderate his ſen- 
tence, which hee would not grant for any ofthem. 
While he was readie tocommand them to be drawne 
tothe market place to cut off their heads, there came 
certaine Indians from the Cacique to complaine of 
them. 70/1» Ortiz, at the requeſt of Baltaſar de Galtegos 
and other perſons, changed their words, and told the 
Gouecrnour,that the Cacique ſaid,he had notice how 
his Lordſhip held thoſe Chriſtians in priſon for his 

ſake, andthat they were in no fault, neither hadthey 
donehim any wrong,and that ifhe would dohiman 

fauour,he ſhould ſetthem free. And he told the Ind- 
ansz That the Gouernour ſaid, he had them in priſon, 
andthat he would puniſh them in ſuch ſort,that they 
ſhould beean exampleto others. Hereupon the Go- 
uernour commanded the priſoners to be looſed. Af- 
ſooneas March was come, hee determined to depart 
from Chicaca,and demanded of the Cacique two hun- 
dred men for cariages. He {ent himanſwere, that hee 
would ſpeake with his principall men. Vpon Twel- 


day the eight of March, the Gouernour went to the March,rg4r, 


towne where he was, to aske him for the men : Hee 
told him, he would ſend them the next day. Aﬀ/oone 
as the Gouernour was come to Chicaga, he told Luys de 
Moſcoſothe Camp-maaſter, that hee miſliked the Indi- 
ans,and that he ſhould keepe a ſtrong watch thatnight, 
which hee remembred butalictle. The Indians came 
atthe ſecond watch in foure ſquadrons, euery oneby 
itfelfe,and aſloone as they were deſcried, they _ 
M2 c 
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deda drum,andgauethe aſſault with a great cry, and 
with ſo great celeritie, that preſently they entred with 
the ſcoures, that were ſomewhat diſtant from the 
Campe. And when they were perceiued of them 
which were in the towne, halfe the houſcs were on 
fire,which they had kindled. That night three horſe- 
men chanced to bee skouts, two of them were of baſe 
calling,and the worſt men in all the Camp, and the 0- 
ther, which was a nephew of the Gouernour, which 
vntill then was held for a tall man, ſhewed himſelfe 
thereas greatacoward,as any of them: forallof them 
ran away. And the Indians without any reſiſtance 
came and ſer the towne on fire; and taried without 
behind the doores for the Chriſtians, which ran out of 
the houſes, not hauing any leafure to arme themſclues; 
and as they ran hither and thither amazed with the 
noiſe,and blinded with theſmoke 8 flame of the fire, 
they knew not which way they went, neither could 
they light vpon their weapons, norſaddletheir hor- 
ſes,neither ſaw they the Indians that ſhot at them. Ma- 
nie of the horſes were burned in the ſtables, and thofe 
which could breake their halters gatlooſe. Thediſor- 
der and flight was ſuch,that euery man fled which way 
he could, without leaving any to reſiſt the Indians.But 
God, (which chaſtiſeth his according to his pleaſure, 
andin the greateſt neceſſities and dangers ſuſtaineth 
them with his hand,)ſo blinded the Indians, that they 
ſaw not whatthey haddone,and thought that the hor- 
fes which ran looſe, were men on horſebacke, that ga- 
thered themſelues together to ſet vpon them. The Go- 
uernour only rod on horſebacke,and with him a ſoul- 
dier called T apia,and ſet vpon the Indians,and ftriking 
tefirſthe met with his lance, the ſaddle fell with _ 
| | whic 
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which with haſte was euill girded,and ſo hee fell from 
his horſe. Andall the people that were on toote were; 
fied to'a wood out ofthe towne, and thereaflembled; 
themſclues together. And becauſe it was night, and- 
that the Indians thought the horſes were men on 
horſebacke which came to ſet vpon them, as I ſaid be-. 
fore,they fled; and one onely remained dead,and that 
was he whom the Gouernourſlew with his lance. The 
towne lay all burnt toaſhes. There was a woman bur- 
ned, who, after ſhee and herhusband were both gone ' 
out of their houſe, went in againe for certaine perles, 
which they had forgotten, and when the wanld haue - 
come our, the fire was fo greatat the doore-that ſhee 
could not,neirher could her husband ſuccour her. Q- 
ther three Chriſtians came out of their lodgings ſo 
cruelly burned, that:one of them died within three 
daies, and theother two were carried many gaies each 
of them ypon a couch betweene ſtaues, which the In- 
dians carried on their ſhoulders, for otherwiſe they 
could not trauell, Theredied in thts hurliburlte eleyen 
Chriſtians, and fittie horſes; and there remained an 


hundred hogges,and foure hundred were burned, If Theincreaſe 
any perchance had ſaued any clothes fromthe fire of * 9886. 


HManilla,herethey were burned,and many were clad 
- inskinnes,for they had no leaſureto take their coates. 
They endured much cold in this place, and the chie- ' 
feſt remedie were great fires. They ſpentall night in 
turnings without ſteepe : for ifthey warmedone fide, 
they freeſed on the other. Some-jnuented the wea- 
uing of certaine mats of dric juie, & did weare one be- 
neath, and another aboue : many laughed at this de- 
vice, whom afterward neceſſitie inforced to doe the 
like. The Chriſtians were ſo ſpoiled,and inſuch "_

WAAY ina plaine, halfe a _ from the place 
SEALS which hehad wintered in, after he had ſer 
pa forge,and temperedthe ſwords whichin Chicags 
were-burned,and made many targers,ſaddles, and lan- 
ces,on Tueſday night,atthe morning watch,many In- 
dians came to aflault the Campein three ſquadrons, 
euery oneby themſclues : Thoſe which watched gaue 
thealarme. The Gouernour with great ſpeed fethis 
men in order in other three ſquadrons, and leauing 
ſome to defend the Campe, went out to incounter 
them. The Indians were ouercomeand putto flight. 
The ground was champion and fit for F Chriſtians to 
take the aduantage of them , and itwas now breake of 
day. But there happeneda diſorder, whereby there 
were not paſt thirtieor fortic Indians ſlaine: and this 
it was: thata Frier cried outin the Campe without 
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any iuſt occafion, To the Campe, To the Campe: 
Whereuponthe Gouernour.and all the:reſt repatred 
thirher, and the Indians had time to faue themſclues. 
There were ſome taken, by whom the Gouernourin- 
formed himſfelfe of the Countrie,through which hee 
was to paſſe. The 25. of Aprill,he departed from Chz- *5-* 


fA prill, 


caca, and lodged ata ſmall trowne called CA/imamn.Alimanu. 


They had very little Maiz,and they were to paſſe a de- 
fert of ſeuen daies iournie. The next day, the Gouer- 
nour ſent three Capraines. euerie one his way with 
horſemen and footemen to ſecke prouiſion. to paſle 
the deſert. And 70hn Dannuſcothe Auditor went with 
fifteene horſemen,and 4o. footemen that way that the 
Gouernour was togoe, and founda ſtrong fort made, 
where the Indians (taied for him, and many of them 
walked on the top of it with their weapons, hauing: 
their bodies,thighes and armes okered and died with 


blacke, white, yellow and red, ſtriped like vnto panes, Blacke, whites. 
ſothat they ſhewed as though they went inhoſe and y<ll>wand 


doublets : and ſome of them had plumes, and others: 
had hornes on their heads,and their faces blacke, and 
their eics done round. abour: with ſtrakes of red,.to- 
ſeeme more fierce. Aﬀooneas they ſawthat the Chri- 
ſtians approched,-with a great crie ſounding two- 
drummes with great fuzic they fallied foorth to: re- 
ceiue them. oh» Dannuſce and thoſe that were with: 
him,thought good toauoid them, and to acquaint the 
Gouernourrherewith. They retired toa plaineplace,, 
acroſſebowſhot fromthefort in fight of it, rhe foote- 
men,the croſfebowmen, and targetters placed them- 
ſelues before the horſemen, that they might nothure: 
thehorſes. The Indians fallied out by ſeuenandſcuen,. 
and eight. and cightto ſhootetheirarrowes, and go 
; red! 


red colours. 
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redagaine: aridin fight of the Chriſtians they made a 
fire,and tookean Indian, ſome by the feete, and ſome 
by the head,and made as though they wenttocaſt him 
into the fire, and gaue him firſt many knocks on the 
head : -ſignifying, that they meant fo to handle the 
Chriftians.104» Danuſco{cntthree horſemen toaduer- 
tiſe the Gouernour hereof. He came preſently: for his 
intent was to driue them trom thence, ſaying,that it he 
did it not,they would be emboldned to charge him a- 
nothertime, when they might doe him mare harme. 
He made the horſemen. toalight, and ſer his men in 
foure ſquadrons : The fignebeing giuen, they let vp- 
the Indians, which made reſiſtance till the Chriſtians 
came neere the fort, and afſoone as they ſaw they 
could not defend theſclues,by a place where a brooke 
paſſed neere the fort, they ran away, and from the 0- 
therſide they ſhot ſomearrowes: and becauſeat that 
inſtant we knew no ford forthe horſes to paſſe, they 
had time enoughto get outof our danger, Three In- 
dians were flaine there, and-many Chriſtians were 
hurt, whereof within few daies, there died fifteene by 
the way. All men thought the Gouernour to beein 
fault;becauſche ſent not to ſee the diſpoſition of the 
place on the other fide of the Riuer, and toknow the 
paſſage before hee ſet vpon them. For with the hope 
they had ro ſaue themſcluesby flight that way, when 
they ſaw none other meanes,they fought til they were 
broken,and it wasan incouragementto defend them- 
ſelues vnrillthen,and to offend the Chriſtians withour 
any danger to themſclues. ,

LSfHree daies after they had ſought ſome 
mona! Maiz,whereofthey found burlictleſtore,

that were wounded, it was needfull for 

them to reſt, as tor the great iournie they were to 
march tocome where ſtore of Maiz was : yet the Go- 


uernour was inforced to depart preſentlie toward

of many mariſhes and thicke woods : but it might all Tut 


be trauellcd on horſebacke, except ſome lakes which 
they ſ\wamme ouer. Hee cameto atowneof the Pro- 


vince of 2/z44iF without being deſcried, and tooke a towne of 
all the people init before they came out of their hou- Quizquiz. 


ſes. The mother of the Cacique was taken there: and 
he ſent vnto him by an Tadian,that he ſhould come to 
ſee him,and that he would giue him his mother,and al 
the people which he had taken there. The Cacique 
ſent him anſwere againe, that his Lordſhip ſhould 
looſe and ſend them to him, and that he would come 
toviſirand ſerue him. The Gouernour, becauſe his 
people for want of Maiz were ſomewhat weake and 
wearie,and the horſes alſo were leane, determined to 
accompliſh his requeſt, toſeeif hee could haue peace 
with him, and ſo commanded to ſet free his mother 
andall the reſt,and with louing words diſmiſſed them 
and fent them tohim. The next day, when the Go- 
uernour expected the Cacique, there came many In-

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dians with their bowes and arrowes with a purpoſe to 
ſerypon the Chriſtians. The Goucrnor had comman- 
dedall the horſemen to be armed, and on horlſebacke, 
and in a readines. When the Indians faw that they 
were readie, they ſtaied a croſſebow ſhot from the 
place where the Goucrnour was neerea brooke.

bowes and atrowes, painted, and with great plumes of canoes. 


white feathers,and many other colours, with ſhields in 
their hands, wherewith they defended the rowers on 
both ſides, and the men of warre ſtood from the head 
tothe ſterne, with their bowes and arrowes 1g their 
hands. The canoe wherein the Cacique was, had a 
tile over the ſterne, and hee fate vnder the tilt; and ſo 
were other canoes of the principall Indians. And from 
ynder the tit where the chiefe man ſar, hee gouerned 
and commanded the other people. All ioyned toge- 
ther,and came within a ſtones caſt of the ſhore. From 


| thence the Cacique ſaid to the Gouernour, which 


walkedalong the Riucrs ſide with others that waited 
on him, that he was come thither to viſit, to honour, 
and to obey him ; becauſe he knew he was the greateſt 
and mighticſt Lord on the earth : therefore he would 
ſce what he would command him to doe. The Gouer- 
nour yeelded him thankes,and requeſted him to come 
on ſhore,thattheymight the better communicate to- 
gether. And without any anſwere to that point, hee 
ſent him three canoes, wherein was great ſtore of fiſh 


and loaues, made ofthe ſubſtance of prunes like vnto x.,ues made 
brickes. Aﬀterhe had receiued al, he thanked him, and otprunes,, 


prayed him againe to come on ſhore. And becauſe 
the Caciques purpoſe was, toſce if withdiflimulation 
he might doe ſome hurt, when they ſaw that the Go- 


ucrnourand his men were inxeadineſſe, they began to 
N 2 go0C 
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goe from the ſhore: and with a great crie, the croſſe- 

bowmen which wereready, ſhotat them,and flue fiue 

or ſixeof them. They reti:ed with great order : none 

did lcauc his oare,though the next to him were ſlaine; 

and ſhiclding themſelues,they went farther off. Atter- 

ward they came many times and landed : and when 

any of vs came toward them, they fled vnto their ca- 

noes, which were verie pleaſant to behold: for they 

_ great were very great and well made, and had their tilts, 

: plumes, paueſes,and flagges, and with the multitude of 
pcoplethat were inthem,they {cemed to bea faire ar- 

mic of gallies. In thirtie deies ſpace, while the Go- 

Fovre barges UETrnour remained there, they made foure barges : In 
madce three of which hee commanded tivelue horſemen to 
'  enter,incach of them fourezin a morning,three houres 
before day, men which hee truſted would land in de- 

ſfpight of the Indians,and make ſure the paſſage,or die, 

and ſome footemen being croſſebowmen went with 

them,and rowers to ſet them on the other ſide. And 

inthe other barge he commanded John de Guzmanto 

paſſe with the footemen, which was made Capraine 

in ſtead of Franciſco (Maldonado, And becauſe the 

ftreame was ſwift, they went a quarter ofaleague vp 

the Riuer along the bancke, and croſſing ouer, fell 

downe with the ſtreame,and landed right over againſt 

the Camp. Two ſtones caſt before they came to land, 

the horſemen went our of the barges on horſebacke ro 

a ſandie plotvery hard and clecre ground, where all of 

They pafle hem landed withourany refiſtance. Afſoone as thoſe 

ever Ro - thatpaſlcd firſt, were on land on the otherſfide,the bare. 
Sande.  gesreturned tothe place where the Governour was :

here almoſt 2nd within two houres after Sunne riſing, all the peo- 
halfe a lcague ple were ouer.. The Riuer was almoſt halie a league 

broad. broad. 
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broad. Ifa man ſtood ſtill on the other fide, it could 
not be difcerned, whether he were a man or no. The 
Riuer was of great depth, and of aſtrong current : the 
water was alwaies muddie : there came downe the 
Riuer continually many trees and timber, which the 
force of the water and ſtreame brought downe. There 
was great ſtore of fiſh in it of ſundrie ſorts, and the 
moſt of it differing from the freſhwater fiſh of Spaine, 
as hereafter ſhall be ſhewed.

How the Gouernonr departed from Aquixo to Caſqui, 
and from thence t0 Pacaha: and how this Conntrie. 
d:ffereth from that which we had paſſed. 


XX; a Auing paſſed Rio grande, the Gouernour 
mM 2199 Mi trauclled aleague andan halfe, and came 
[7 V2 B. toagreat towne of Aquixo,which was dif 
B 22:58 Y peopled before hee came thither. They 
ſpied thirtie Indians comming ouer aplaine, which: 
the Cacique ſent, to diſtouer rhe Chriſtians determi- 

nation : and aſſoone as they had ſight of them, they. 
tooke themſclues to flight, The horſemen purſued 
them,and ſlue tenne,and tooke fifteene. And becauſe 
the towne, whither the Gouernour went, wasneere 
ynto the Riuer, he ſenta Capraine, with as many men: 
as hethought ſufficient to carrie the barges vp the Ri-- 
ner. And becauſe in his trauclling by ſand many times. 
he went farre fromthe Rinerro compaſle the creekes. 
thatcame from it,the Indians tooke occa(ion to ſer yp- 

on them of the barges, and put them in great danger,. 
becauſe that by reaſon of the great current, they durſt: 
notleauc the ſhore, and from the bancke they thot at: 
N ; them, 
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them. Afſſoone as the Gouernour was come to the 

Atowne, towne, hee preſently ſent croſſebow men downe the 
 Riuer, which came to reſcue them: and ypon the com- 

ming of the barges to the towne, hee commanded 

them to bee broken, and to ſaue the iron for others, 

when it ſhould bee needfull. Heelay there onenight, 

and theday following, hee fetforward toſeckea Pro- 
uince,called Pacaha : which hee was informed to bee 

—_ neere vnto Chiſca, where the Indians told him there 
Greattonnes, Was gold. He paſſed through greattownes of Lquzxo, 
which wereall abandoned for feare ofthe Chriſtians. 

Hee vnderſtood by certaine Indians that were ta- 

ken,that three dates journie from thence dwelt a great 

Cacique, whoſe name was Caſq»i. Hee came to a 

ſmall River, where a bridge was made, by which 

they paſſed : that day till Sunſer, they went all in wa- 

ter, which in ſome places came to the waſte, and in 

ſome to the knees. When they ſaw themſelues on dry 

land, they were very glad, becauſe they feared they 

ſhould wander vp anddowneas forlorne men al night 

Thefirſt inthe water. Atnoonethey came to the firſt towne of 
rowne of Caſ- C14; : they found the Indians careleſſe,becauſe they 
wo had no knowledge of them. There were many men 
and women taken, and ſtore of goods,as mantles and 

Another Skinnes,as well in the firſt towne, as in another, which 
rowne. ſtood ina field haltea league from thence inſight of it; 
whither the horſemen ran. This Countrieis higher, 

drier, and more champion, then any part bordering 

neere the River,that vntill then they had ſeene. There 

Walmurtrees were in the fields many Walnut trees, bearing ſoft 
ſhels, ſhelled Walnuts in faſhion like bullets,and in the hou- 
ſes they found many of them, which the Indians had 
laid vp in ſtore. The trees differed innothing elle _-_ 
| tNOIC 
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thoſe of Spaine, nor from thoſe which we had ſeene be. 


fore, but onely thatthey hauca ſmaller leafe.. There 
were many Mulberrie trees and Plum trees, which 


: be 


barered plums like thoſe of Spaize, and other gray, , 
{ſomewhar differing,but farre better. Andall the trees « 
are all the yeere ſo fruitfull, as it they were plantedin 
orchards : and the woods were verie thinne. The Go- 
uernour trauelled twodaies through the Countrie of 
Caſqui, betore hee came to the towne where the Cact- 
que was : and the moſtofthe way was alway by cham- 


pion ground,which was full of great townes, ſo that Many great 
from one towne,you might ſee two orthree. He ſent *2es.. 


an Indian to certifie the Cacique, thathee was com- 
ming to the place where hee was, with intent to pro- 
cure his friendſhip, and to hold him as his brother. 
Whereunto heanſwered, That he ſhould be welcome, 
and that he would recejue him with ſpeciall good wil, 
and accompliſhall that his Lordſhip would command 
him. Hee ſcenthim apreſenr vpon the way to wit, 
skinnes, mantles, and fiſh: And after theſe comple- 
ments,the Goucrnour found all the rownes, as he paſ- 
ſed, inhabited with people, which peaceablic atten=. 
ded his comming, and offered himskinnes, mantles, 
and fiſh.. The Cacique accompanied with many Indt- 
ans came out of the rowne, and ſtaied haltc aleague- 
on the way to receiue the Gouernour, and when hee 
came to him,he ſpake theſe words following : 

Right high,vight mizhty,and renowned Lord,your Lord 
Þip is moſt hartilie welcome. CA ſſoone as I had notice of your 
L:raſhip, of your power ,and your perfetions, although you- 
came into my Countrie,killing andtaking captines the inha« 
bitants thereof and my ſubiedts: yet I determined to conform 
ry will unto yours,and as your owne 10interpret in good pu

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all that your Lordſhip did : beleening, that it was conuenieht 
it ſhould be ſo for ſome inſt reſpect,to prenent ſome future mat- 
ter renealed unto your Lordſhip,and concealed from me. For 


. well may a miſchiefe be permitted toauoid a greater,and that 


good may come thereof : which 1 beleene will ſo fall out. For 
it s n0 reaſon to preſume of ſo excellent a Prince, that the no- 
bleneſſe of his beart, and the «fc of his will would permit 
bim to ſuffer any amiuſt thing. My abuttie is ſo ſmall to 
ſerue you as your Lordſhip deſerueth, that if you reſpec? not 
mine abundant good will, which humble offereth all kind of 
ſernice, 1deſerue but little in your preſence, But if 1t bee rea- 
ſon that this be eſteemed, zeceine the ſame,my ſeife, m1 Coun- 
trie,and ſubiedts for yours,and diſpoſe of me and them at your 
pleaſure. For if I were Lord of all the world, with the ſame 
good _ ſhould your Lordſhip by me be receinea,ſerned and 
obeyed. 

The Governows anſwered him to the purpoſe, and 


| ſatiſhed him in few words. Within a while after both 


of them vied words of great offers & counteſie the one 
to the other, and the Cacique requeſted him to lodge 
in his houſes. The Gouernour, to preſerue the peace 
the better, excuſed himſclfe, ſaying, that hee would 
lodge inthe ficids. And becauſe it was very hor, they 
camped neere certaine trees a quarter of a league from 
the towne. The Cacique wentto his towne,and came 
againe with many Indians ſinging. Aſſoone as they 
came tothe Gouernour, all of them proftrated them- 


| ſelues yponthe ground. Among theſe came two In- 


dians that were blind. The Cacique made a ſpecch: 
to auoid tediouſneſſe, I will onely tell in few wordsthe 
ſubſtance ofthe matter. Hee ſaid, that ſecing the Go- 
uernour was the ſonne of the Sunne,and a great Lord, 
he beſoughthim to doe him the fauour to giue fight 
to 
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tothoſe twoblind men. The blind men roſe vppre- 
ſently, and very earneſtly requeſted the ſame of the 
Gouernour. . He anſwered, That in the high heauens 
was hethathad power to giue them health, and what- 
ſocuer they could aske of him, whoſe ſeruant he was: 
And that this Lord made the heauens and the earth, 
and man after his owne likeneſle, and that he ſuftered 
vponthe crofſe toſaue mankind, and roſe againe the 
thirdday, and that he dicd as he was man.and as tou- 
ching his diuinitie,he was, and is immortall; and that 
heaſcended into heauen, where he ſtandeth with his 
armes open to receiue a!l ſuch as turnevnto him : and 
ſtraightway he commanded him to make a verie high 
croſſe of wood, which was ſet vp inthe higheſt place 
of the towne; declaring vnto him, that the Chriſtians 
worſhipped the ſame in reſemblanceand memorie of 
that whereon Chriſt ſuffered. The Gouernour and 
his men kneeled downe before it, and the Indians did 
the like. The Gouernour willed him,that from thence- 
foorth hee ſhould worſhipthe ſame, and ſhould aske 
whatſocuer they ſtood in necd of,of that Lord that he 
told him was in heauen. Then he asked him how far 
it was from thence to Pacaha - He ſaid,one daics 10ur- 
nie,and thatat the end of his Countrie, there was a 
lake like a brooke which falleth into Riv Grande, and 
that hee would ſend men before to make a bridge 
whereby he might paſſe. The ſame day thatthe Go- 


uernour departed thence, he lodged ata towne belon- A towne be- 


ging to Caſqmi: andthe nextday hee paſſed in ſightof 
other townes,and cameto the lake, which was halfe a 
croſſebow ſhot ouer, ofa great depth andcurrent. At 
thetime ofhis comming, the Indians had made wr 
O en 
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end of the bridge, which was made of timber, laid one 
trce after another : and on one fide it hadacourſe of 
ſakes higher then the bridge, for them that paſſed to 
take hold on. The Cacique of Caſquicame to the Go. 
. uernour,and brought his people with him. The Go- 
uernour ſent word by an Indian to the Cacique of Pa- 
caha,that though hee were enemieto the Cacique of 
Caſqui,and though hee were there, yethe would doe 
him nodiſgracenorhurt,ifhe would atted him peace- 
ablie, and embrace his friendſhip ; butrather would 
ijntreate him as a brother. "The Indian, which the Go- 
uernour ſent, came againe,and ſaid, that the Cacique 
made none account of that which hee told him, bur 
fled with all his men outatthe other ſide ofthe towne. 
Preſentlie the Gouernour entred,and ran before with 
the horſemen, that way,by whichthe Indians fled; and 
Another atanother towne diſtant a quarter of a league from 
"onne. «thencethey tooke many Indians : and afſooneas the 
horſemen had taken them, they deliuered themto the 
Indians of Caſqzi, whom, becauſe they were their enc- 
mies, with much circumſpe@ion and retoycing, they 
brought to the towne where the Chriſtians were: and 
the greateſt griefe they had, was this, that they could 
not get leaue to kill them. There were found in the 
Mantle,  towne many mantles, and Deere skinnes,Lions skins, 
Lions skinnes, and Beares skinnes. and many Cats skins. Many came 
Beares sKns, ſo farre poorcly apparrelled, and there they clothed 
tines. themſelues : of the mantles,they made them cotes and 
caſfocks,and ſome made gownes, and lined them with 
Cats skins ; and likewiſe their caſſocks. Of the Deeres 
s$kinnes, ſome madethem alſo ierkins,ſhirts, hoſe and 
thoocs : andoftheBeare skinnes, they made them ve- 
| | rite 
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ty good clokes:forno water could piercethem. There 


were targets of raw oxe hides found there ; with Targen of | 
which hides theyarmed their horſes, raw Ox hides.

How the Cacique of Pacaha came peaceablie to the Go- 
wernonr, and the Cacique of Caſqui abſented him- * 
ſelfe,and came againe tomake hu excnſe,and how the 
Gonernour made them both friends. 


£5 &Pon Wedneſday, the 19. of Iune, the Go- 


2&4 ucrnour entred into Pacaha - He lodged Pacaha,avery 
2 Vary inthetowne, wherethe Cacique vſcd to fie none 


beſet with towers, and many loopeholes wereinthe 

towers and wall. Andin the towne was great ſtore of 

old Maiz, and great quantitie of new in the fields. 

Within a league and halfe aleague were great townes 

all walled. Where the Gouernour was lodged, was grearwalled 
agreat lake, that cameneere vnto the wall : and it en- townes, 
tred into a ditch that went round about the towne, 

wanting bur a little ro enuiron it round. From the 

lake to the great Riuer was madea weare by the which 

the fiſh came into it; which the Cacique kept for his 
recreation and ſport : with nets,that were found in the Nets found, 
towne,they tooke'as much as they would : and tooke 

they neuer ſo much, there was no want perceined. 

There was alſo great ſtore of fiſh in many other lakes 
that were thereabour, but it was ſoft,and not ſo good 
2s that which came from the Riuer, and the moſt of 1t 
was different from the freſhwater fiſh of Spaine. There +. guers 
wasa fiſh which they called Bagres: the third part of forts of excel- 
it was head, and it had on both ſides the gilles, and {gn-k inks 

O 2 ao 7. 
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along the ſides great pricks like very ſharpeaules:thoſe 
of this kind that were in the lakes wereas big as pikes : 
and in theRiuer, there were ſome of an hundred, and 
ofan hundred and fittic pounds weight, and many of 
them were taken with the hooke. There was another 
fiſh like barbilles; and another like breames, headed 
like a delicate fiſh, called in Spazne beſugo, berweene 
red and gray. This was there of moſt eſteeme. There 
was another fiſh called apele fiſh: it had a ſnout of a 
cubirlong,andatthe end ofthe vpperlip it was made 
likeapeele. There was another fiſh like a Weſterne 
ſhad : And all of them had ſcales, except the bagres, 
and the pele fiſh. There was another fifſh,which ſome- 
times the Indians brought vs, of the bignes of an hog, 
they called itthe Pereo fiſh : it had rowes oftecth be- 
neath and aboue. The Cacique of Caſqui ſent many 
times great preſents of fith,mantles, and skinnes. Hee 
told the Gonernour, that he would deliuer the Caci- 
que of Pacaha into his hands. He went to Cafqui, and 
fent many canoes vp the Riuer, and came himſelfe by 
land with many of his people. The Gouernour with 
40.-horſemen,and 60. footemen tooke him along with 
him vp the River. And his Indians which were in the 
canoes, diſcouered where the Cacique of Pacaha was 
inalittle Iſland, firuated berweene two armes of the 
River. And fue Chriſtians entred into a canoe, where- 
in Dos _Antenio Oſorio went before, to ſee what peo- 
ple the Cacique had with him. There were in the 
Iſle fine or fixe thouſand ſoules. Andaſſoone as they 
ſaw them, ſuppofing that the Indians which were in 
the other canoes were alſo Chriſtians, the Cacique, 
and certaine which were in three canoes, which they 
had there with th&, fled in great haſtero the other ſide 
| of 
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of the Riuer : The reſt with great feare and danger, 
lept into the Riuer,where much people was drowned, 
eſpecially women, and little children. Preſently the 
Gouernor which was on land,not knowing what had 
happened to Dor Antexio, and thoſe that went with 
him, commanded y Chriſtians withall ſpeed tocnter 

with the Indiansof Cafq#z in the canoes, which were. 
quickly with Do Aptonzo in the little Iſland, where 

they tooke many men and women, and much goods. 

Great ſtore of goods, which the Indians had laid vp- 

on hurdles of canes,and rafts of timber to carrie ouer 

to the other ſ1de,draue down the river, wherewiththe 

Indians of Caſqni filled theircanoes : and for feare leſt: 
the Chriſtians would take it from them, the Cacique 

went home with them downe the Riuer, without ta- 
king his leaue of the Gouernour : whereupon the: 
Gouernour was highly offended with him:: and pre- 
ſently returning to Pacaha, he ouerran the Countrie- 
of Caſquithe ſpace of two leagues, where hee tooke 
ewentie or thirtic of his men. And becauſe his horſes: 
were weatie, and he wanted time that day to goe any- 
farther, hee returned to Pacaha, with determination 
 withinthreeor fouredaies after to inuade Caſqui.. And 
preſently heletlooſe one ofthe Indians of Pacaha,and' 
ſent word by himto the Cacique, thatif hee would 
haue his friendſhip, he ſhould repaire vnto him, and: 
that both of them would make warre vpon Caſqui.And 
preſently came many Indians that belonged to Paraha, . 
and brought an Indian, in ftzad of the Cacique, 

which was diſcouered by the Caciques brother which" 
was taken priſoner. The Gouernour wiſhedthe Indt- 

ans-that their Maſter himſelfe ſhould come: forhee 
knew very. well that that was nor hee, and told them, 
O 3 | that: 
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that they could doe nothing, which he knew not be- 
fore they thought it. The nextday the Cacique came, 
accompanied with many Indians, and with a preſent 
of much fiſhskinnes and mantles. He made a ſpeech 
that all were glad to heare,and concluded,ſaying, That 
though his Lordſhip, without his giuing occaſion of 
offence had done him hurt in his Countrie and ſub- 
iecs,yet he would not therefore refuſe to bee his, and 
that he would alwaiesbe at his commandement. The 
Gouernour commanded his brother to be looſed, and 
other principal! Indians that were taken priſoners. 
That day came an Indian from the Cacique of Caſqui, 
and ſaid,that his Lord would come the next day to ex- 
cuſe himſelfe of the crror which he had committed, in 
going away without licence of the Gouernour. The 
Gouernour willed the meſſenger to fignifievato him, 
thatif he came not in his owne perſon, he would ſecke 
him himſclfe,and give him ſuch puniſhment as he de- 
ſerued. The nextday with all ſpeede came the Caci- 
que of Caſqui,and broughta preſent to the Gouernour 
of many mantles, skinnes, and fiſh, and gaue him a 
daughter of his,ſaying,that hegreatly deſired to match 
his blood with the blood of ſo great a Lord as he was, 
and therefore he brought him his daughter, and deſi- 
red him totake her to his wife. Hee madealong and 
diſcreet oration, giuing him great commendations, 
and concluded, ſaying,that heeſhould pardon his go- 
ing away without licence, for that Crofles ſake, which 
he hadleft with him: proteſting, that hee went away 
forſhame of that which his men had done without 
his conſent. The Gouernouranſwered him, that hee 
had choſen a good patrone ; and that if he hadnot 
come to excule himſelte, hee had determined to oo 
im, 
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him, to burne his townes, to kill him and his people, 
and to deſtroy his Countrie. To whichhe replied, 
ſaying : | 
"> Lord, 1and mine are yours, and my Countrie like- 
wiſe yours: therefore if you had done ſo, you ſhould haue 
deſtroyed your owne Conntrie, and haue killed your owne peo- 
ple : whatſoener ſhall come vnto me from your hand, will re- 
cine as from my Lord,aſwell puniſhment as reward : CAnd 
know yon,that the fauour which you d1d me inleauing me the 
Croſſe, I do acknowledge the ſame to beavery great one,and 
greater then 1 haue euer deſerued, For you ſhall underſtand, 
that with great droughts, the fields of Maiz of my Conntrie 
were withered, andaſſoone as 1 and my people kneeled before 
the Croſſe, and prayed for raine, preſently our neceſitie was 
veliened. 
The Gouernour made him,and the Cacique of Pa- 
. eaha friends; and ſet them with him at his table to 
dine with him: and the Caciques fell atvariance a- 
bout the ſeates, which of them ſhould fiton his right 
hand. The Gouernour pacified them, telling them, 
thatamong the Chriſtians,all was one to ſit on the one 
ſide,oron the other, willing them ſoto behane them- 
ſelues,ſeeing they were with him,that no bodie might 
heare them, and that euery one ſhould fit in the place 
that firſt hee lighted on. From thence he ſent thirtie 
horſemen,and fiftiefootemen to the Prouinceof Calu- 


ca, to ſee it from thence hee might trauell to Chiſca, Goldand cop». 
where the Indians ſaid, there was a worke of gold and P< i Chiſca. 


copper. Thcy trauelled ſeuendaies journie through a 
deſert,andreturned verie wearie, eating greene plums 
and ſtalkes of Maiz, which they found in a poore 


towne offixe orſeuenhouſes. From thence forward A poore 
toward the Northgthe Indians ſaid, That the Country ve.

the North of that there were ſuch ſtore of Oxen, that they could

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was vcty ill inhabited,becauſe it was very cold: And 


keepe no corne for them : that the Indians liued vpon 
their fleſh. The Gouernor ſeeing,that toward that part 
the Countrie was ſo poore of Maiz, that in it they 
could not bee ſuſtained, demanded of the Indians, 
which way it was moſt inhabited: andthey ſaid, they 
had notice of a great Province, and a very plentifull 
Countrie,which was called 2#izante, andthat it was 
toward the South.

Ar the time of his 
departure, the Cacique of Pacaha 

oauc him two of his ſiſters, ſaying.that in figneof loue 
that he might remember him, he ſhould take them for 
his wiues : the ones name was cHacanoche, and the 0- 
thers Mochila : they were well proportioned,tall of 
bodie, and well fleſhed. Hacanoche was of a good 
countenance, and in her ſhape and phyſiognomie 
looked likea Ladie: the other was ſtrongly made. The

on the way heſent him a preſentof many mantles and * 


Skinnes, and not daring to ſtay tor him inthe towne, 


he abſented himſelte. The towne was the greateſt The greareft 
that was ſecne in Florida. The Goucrnour and his towne ſeencin 
people lodged inthe one halfe of it : and within feyy F!99idas 


daies, ſccing the Indians becameliars, he commanded 
the other halfe to be burned, becauſe it ſhould not bee 
a ſhelter for them,it they came to afſault him by night, 
nor an hindrance to his horſemen for the reſiſting of 
them. There came an Indian very well accompanied 
with many Indians, ſaying, that hee was the Cacique. 
Hedeliucred him ouer tothe men of his guard to look 
vnto hit, There went and came many Indians, and 
brought mantles and skinnes. The counterfeit Caci- 
que, ſceing ſo little opportunitie to execute [is euill 
thought, as hee went or.2 day abroad talking withthe 
Gouecrnour,he ſhewed him fucha paire of heeles, that . 
there was no Chriſtian that could overtake him, and 
heleaped into the Riaer, which was a crofſcbow ſhot 
from the towne : and aſſoone as hee was on the other 
{1Jde, many Indians that wcre thereabout making a 
oreat crie began to thoote. The Governour paſſed 
preſently ouer tothem with horſemen and footemen, 
but they durſt not tarrie for him. Going forward on 


his way, heecame toa towne where the people were * ne. 


fled, 
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fled,andalittle further toa lake, wherethe horſes could 
not paſſe, and on the otherſide were many women. 
The footemen paſled, and tooke many of them, and 
much ſpoile. The Gouernour came to the Camp : 
And that night was a ſpie of the Indians taken by 
them of the watch. The Gouernour asked him, whe- 
ther he would bring him where the Cacique was © he 
ſaid, he would. And he went preſently to ſecke him 
with twentie horſemen, and fiftie fooremen : andaf- 
tcr he had ſought him aday, andan halfe, hee found 
himin a ſtrong wood : And aſouldiour not knowing 
him,gaue hima wound on the head, and ke cried our, 
that he ſhould not kill him,faying,that he was the Ca- 
cique : {o he was taken, &an hundredand fortie of his 
- men with him. The Gouernour came agatine to 9u7- 

Zante, and willed him to cauſe his men to come to 

ſeruethe Chriſtians : and ſaying ſome daies for their 
comming,and ſ{ceing they came not, he ſent two Cap- 

raines, euery one his way on both ſides of the Riucr 

with horſemen and footemen. They rooke many men 

and women, Now ſeeing the hurt which they ſuſtai- 

ned for their rebellion, they came to ſee what the Go- 

uernour would command them, and paſſed toandfro 

many times, and brought preſents of cloth and fiſh. 

_m_ The Caciqueand his two wines were inthe lodging 
of the Gouernour looſe, and the halbardiers of his 

guard did keepe them. The Gonernour asked them 

which way the Countrie was moſt inhabited © They 

faid, that toward the South downe the River, were 

great townes and Caciques, which commanded great 

Coligoa necre Countries, and much people : And that toward the 
to cerraine Northweſt, there was a Prouince neere to certaine 


Nonhaet Dmountaines, that was called Colizoa. The Gouernour 
ang 
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andall the reſt thought good to goe firſt to Colizea : 
ſaying,that peraduenture the mountains would make 
ſome difference of oile, and thatbeyond them there 
might be ſome goldor filuer : As for Qnizante,Caſqui, 
and Pacaha,they were plaine Countries, tat grounds, 
and full of good medowes on the Riuers, where the 
Indians fowed large fields of Maiz. From Taſcaluce 
to Riogrande,or the great Riuer, is about Zoo. leagues : 
itisa very ſow Countrie, and hath many lakes, From 
Pacaha to Quigante may bee an hundred leagues. 
The Gouernour left the Cacique of 2»izaxte in his 
ownetowne: Andan Indian, which was his guide, 
led himthrough great woods without any way feuen 
daies iournie through a deſert, where, at euery lod- 
ging, they lodged in lakes and pooles in verie ſhold 
water: there was ſuch ſtore of fiſh, that they killed 


them with cudgils; and the Indians which they carti- 8 - "___ 
ed in chaines,with the mud troubled the waters, and *** 


the fiſh being therewith, as it were, aſtonied, came to 
therop of the water, and they tooke as inuch as they 


liſted. The Indians of Coligoa had no knowledge of cqlices, 


the Chriſtians, & when they came ſo ncerethe towne, 


that the Indians ſaw them, they fled vpa Riner, which A Riuer, 


paſſed neere the towne, and fome leaped into itz but 
the Chriſtians went on both fidcs of the Riuer, and 
tooke them. There were many men and women ta- 
ken, and the Cacique with them. And by his com- 
mandement within three daics came many Indians 
with a preſent of mantles and Deeres skinnes,and two 
oxc hides : And they reported, that 5. or 6. leagues 


cold, it was cuill inhabired : That the beſt Countrie

= C9: This towneof Co/204 ſtoodat the foote of an hill, on 
igoa are 40. AP .. 
leagues, the bank of a meane Riuer, ot the bigneſſe of Cajas, the 
Riuer that paſſeth by Eitremadura. It was a fat ſoile 
and fo plentitull of Majz,that they caſt out the oid, to 
bring in the new. There was alſo great plentic of 
French beanes and pompions. The French beanes 
were greater,and better then thoſe of Spazre, and iike- 
wiſe the pomptions,and being roſted,they hauc almoſt 
the taſte of cheſtnuts. The Cacique of Co/7204 gaue a 
euideto Cayas, and ſtaied behind in his owne towne. 
Wee trauelled fiue dates, and came to the Prouince of 
Paliſema, The houſe ofthe Cacique was found coue- 
red with Deeres skinnes of diuers colours and works 
drawncin them, and withthe ſame in manner of car- 
pets was the ground of the houſe couered. The Caci- 
queleftitſo,that the Gouernour mightlodgein it, in 
token that he ſought peaceand his friendſhip. But hee 
durſt not rarrie his comming. The Gouernour, ſeeing 
he had abſented himſelfe, ſent a Captaine with horſe- 
men and footemen to ſ{eeke him : Hee found much 
people, but by reaſon of the roughneſſe of the Coun- 
trie, he tooke none ſauea few women and children. 
Thetowne was little and ſcattering, and had very lit- 
tle Maiz. For which cauſe the Gouernour ſpecdilie 
departed from thence. Hee came to another towne 
Taralicoya, Called Tatalicoya, hee carricd with him th& Cacique 
thereof,which guided him to Cayas. From T atalicoy 
are foure diies ijournie to Cayzs, When hee came to 
Cayas, Cayas,and {aw the towne ſcattered, heethoughtthey 
had told him a lie,and that it was notthe Province of 
| Cayas, 


The Prouince. 
of Paliſema, 
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Cayas,becauſe they had informed him that it was well 
inhabited : Hethreatned the Cacique, charging him 
to tellhim where hee was : and he, and other Indians 
which were taken neere about that place, affirmed 
that this was the towneof Cayas, and the beſt that was 
in that Countrie,and that though the houſes were di- 
ſtant the one trom the other, yet the ground that was 
inhabited was great, and that there was greatſtore of 
people,and many fields of Maiz. This towne was cal- - 
led Tarico : he pitched his Campein the beſt part of Tanics, 
itnecre vntoa River. The ſame day thatthe Gouer- 
nour came thither, he wenta league farther with cer- 
tainc horſemen, and without finding any people, hee 
found many skinnes in a pat way, whichthe Cacique 
had left there, thar they might os found, in token of 
peace. For ſo is the cuſtoein that Countrie.

How the Gouernour diſconered the Prouince of Tulla, 
and what happened onto him. 
A Fa He Gouernorreſted a moneth in the Pro- 
£59 uince of Cayas. In which time the hotſes 
T9 fatrened and thrived more, then inother 
5/9 places in a longer time, with the oreat 
plentie of Maiz and the leaues thereof, 
which I thinke was the beſt that hath been ſcene, and 
they dranke of a lake of very hot water, and ſomewhat en 
ake of hot 
brackiſh, and they dranke fo much, that it {\wellcdin nents 
their bellics wher they brought them from the wate- brackiſh wa- 
ring. Vnrillthattime the Chriſtians wanted ſalt, and £7... 
therc they made gooditore,which they carried 2008 made at 
withtlica. The Tadians doe carricitto other places C3ya%. 
F1 to- 
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,, to exchange it forskinnesand mantles. They make it 
, along the River, which when it ebbeth, leaueth it vp- 
" onthe vpper part of the ſand. And becauſe they can- 
not make it, without much ſand mingled with ir, they 
, throw it into certaine baskets which they haue for 
, that purpoſe, broad atthe mouth, andnarrowat the 
, bottom, andler itin theaire vpon a barre, andthrow 
,, Waterinto it,and ſet aſmall veſſeilvnder it, wherein it 
falleth : Being ſtrained and ſet to boile vpon the fire, 

\ when the water is ſodden away, the faltremaineth in 
, the bottome of thepan.On both fades ofthe Riverthe 
Countrie was full of ſowne fields,and there was ſtore 
of Maiz. The Indians durſt not come ouer where wee 
were : & when ſome of them ſhewed themſelues ,the 
ſouldiers that ſaw them called vnto them; then the In- 
dians paſſedthe Riuer,and came with them where the 
Gouernor was. Heasked the forthe Cacique. They 
faid,that he remained quier,butthathe durſtnotſhew 
himſelfe. The Gouernour preſently ſent him word, 
that he ſhould come vnto him, and bring him a guide 
andan interpretour for his tournie,if he made account 
of his friendſhip : andit he did notſo, he would come 
himſelfe to ſeeke him, and thatit would bee the worſe 
for him. Hee waited three daies, and ſecinghecame 
not,he wentto ſeekehim, and brought him priſoner 
with 150. of his men. He asked him, whether hee had 
notice of any great Cacique, & which way the Coun. 
trie was beſt inhabited. Hee an{wered, that the beſt 
Countrie thereabout was a Province toward the 
South, a day and an halfes journie, which was called 
Tila, and that he could giue him a guide, but noin- 
rerpretour, becauſe the ſpecch of that Countrie was 
different from his, and becauſe he and his anceſtors 


had 
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had alwaies warres with the Lords of that Province; 
therefore they had no commerce,nor vnderſtood one 
anothers language. Immediatly the Gouernour with 
certaine horſemen, and 50. footemen, departed to- 
ward Tulla, to ſee if the Countrie were ſuch, as hee 
might paſſe through it with all his companie : andal- 


ſoone as he arrived there, and was eſpicd of the Indi- Tulla, 


ans, the Countrie gathered together, and aſſoone as 
T5. and 20. Indians could; aſſemble themſclues, they 
ſer vpon the Chriftians : andſecing that they did han- 
dle them ſhrewdly, and that the horſemen overtooke 
them when they fled,they gat vp into the tops of their 
houſes, and ſought to defend themſeJues with their ar- 
rowes : and being beaten downe from one, they gat 
vp vpon another. And while our men purſued ſome, 
others ſet vpon them another way. Thus theskirmiſh 
laſted fo-long, that the horſes were tired, and they 
could not make them runne. The Indians killed there 
one horſe,and ſome were hurt. There were 1 5. Indi- 
ans ſlainethere, and 40. women and boies were taken 
priſoners. For whatſoeuer Indian did ſhoot at them,if 
they could come by him, they put him tothe ſword. 
The Gouernour determined to returne toward Cayas, 
before the Indians had time to gather a head, and 
preſently that eucning, going part ofy night to leaue 
Tulla,he lodged by the way, and the next day came to 


Cayas : and within three dates after he departed thEce The Gouer-

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But aſſoone as they knew that the Gouernour was in 
Twlla,the firſt night about F morning watch,they came 
in two ſquadrons two fcueral! waies,with their bowes 
and arrowes, and Jong ſt.ycs like pikes. Afſooneas 
they were deſfcried,bori: nor{e and foot fallied out vp- 
on them, where many of the I:dians were {lhine: And 
ſome Chriſtians and horſes were hurt : Some of the 
Indians were taken prifoncis, whereot the Goucrnour 
Indians Be (ent ſixe to the Cacique, with their right hands and 
hands andno- noſes cut off: and ſent him word, thar it he came not 
tescuroff, to him to excuſe and ſubmit himſelte, that hee would 
cometo ſecke him,and that hee would doethelike to 
him,and as many of his as hee could find, as hee had 
done to thoſe which hee had ſenthim : and gaue him 
threedaies reſpit for to come. And this he gaue them 
to vnderſtand by {ignes,as well as hee could, for there 
| was no interpretour. At the three daics end, there 
Oxe hides. camean Indian laden with Oxe hides. He came wee- 
ping with great ſobs, and commingtothe Gouernour 
caſt himſelfe downe at his feete: He tooke him vp,and 
he made aſpeech, butthere was none that vnderſtood 
him. The Governourby ſignes commanded him, to 
returneto the Cacique, and to will him, to ſend him 
an intcrpretor, which could vnderſtand the men of Ca- 
45. Thenext day came three Indians laden with oxe 
Oxchides. hides; and within three daies after came 20. Indians, 
ardamong them one that vnderſtood them of Cayas : 
Who,aftera long oration of excuſes ofthe Cacique, 
and praiſes of the Gouernour, concluded with this 
thatheand the other were comethither onthe Caci- 
ques behalfe, to ſee what his Lordſhip would com- 
mand him to doe, for he was readieat his commande- 
ment. The Gouernourand all his companje were ve-

rieglad. For in no wiſe could they trauell without an 
interpretour. The Goyernour commanded him to 

be kept ſafe, and bad him tell the men that came with 

him,that they ſhuld returne to the Cacique,and figni- 

fie vnto him,that he pardoned him for that wi;1ch was 

paſt, and thanked him much for his preſents and inter- 

pretour, which he had ſenthim,and rhar he would bee 

olad to ſee him,and that heſhould come the next day 

to talk: with him. After three daics,the Cacique came, The Crcique 
and 80. Indians with him : and himſelte and bis men * 7% 
came weeping into the Camp, in token ofobeicnce 

and repentance for the errour paſſed, after the manner 

of that Countrie: He brought a preſent of many oxe p127y O58 
hides: which, becauſe the Countrie was cold, were wootion 
verie profitable,and ſerued for coucrlets, becauſe they temas 'ofe 
were very ſoft,and wolled like (ſheepe. Not farre trom got. Soma. 
thence toward the North were many oxen. The raHitor.Ge- 
Chriſtians ſaw them not, nor came into the Conntrie vackay. Toke 
where they were, becauſe thoſe parts were cuill inha- ow: che 
bited, and had ſmall ſtore of M:tz where they were Noth. - 
bred.

BW He Goucrnour enformed himſelfe of all 
, AM che Countrie round about, and vnder- 
&Z4 ſtood, thattoward the Weſt was a ſcatte- 
8; red divelling,.and that toward the South- 

caſt were great -townes, eſpecially in a 
Prouiace called. _Amitarmgque,tenne daies tournic from 
Tulla, which might be about 80: leagues; and thar it 
was a plentitull Countrie of Maiz. And becauſe win- 
ter came on, and that they could not traucll two or 
three moneths.in the yeere for cold, waters,and ſnow: 
and fear.ng,thatifthey ſhould ſtay ſo long in the ſcat- 
tered diwelling,they could notbe ſuſtcined , and alſo 
becauſe the Indians ſaid,that neere to _MAutiamque was 
a great watcr,and according to theirreJation, the Go- 
uernourthought it was fome arme of the Sea: And 
becauſe henow-dcfired to ſend newes of himſelfe to 
C«b.4,that ſome ſupplie of men 8& horſes mightbe ſent 
ynto him: (for it was abouethree yeeres, ſince Downa 
Tabella, which was in Hauana, or any other perſon in 
Chciſtendome had.heard of him, and by this time 
he had loſt 250. men, and 159. horſes) hedetermined 
to-winter in Antiamque, and the next ſpring, ro goeto 
the ſcacoſt,and make two briganrnes, and ſend one 
ofthem to Cuba,and the other to Naeua Eſpanna, that 
thatwkich wentin ſafetic, might giue newes of him : | 
Hoping with the goods which he had in Cuba, to fur- 
iſh himſelfe againc,and to attempt the diſcouery and . 


conqueſt roward the Welt; for he had not yet come

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where Cabega de Yaca had been. Thus having ſenta- 
way the two Caciques of Cayas and Tula, he tooke his

oucr very rough mountaines,and came roa towne cal- 
led 2nipara,where no Indians could be taken for the 
roughneſſeofthe Countrie : andthe towne being be. 
tweenc hilles, there was an ambuſh laid, wherewith 
they tooke two Indians; which told them, that Autz- 
amque was fixe daies iournic from thence, and that 
there was another Province toward the South eight 
daics iournic off, plentifull of Maiz,and very well peo- 


pled,which was called G#ahare. But becauſe _Autiam- Guahare. 


we was neerer, and the moſt of the Indians agreed of 
it,the Gouernour made his iournie that way. In three 


daies he came to a townecalled Anoixi. He ſent a Cap- Anoixi, 


taine before with 30. horſemen, and 50. footemen, 
and rooke the Indians careleſſe, hee tooke many men 
and women priſoners. Within two daicsafter the Go- 


vernour cameto another towne called Catamaya, and Cframaya. 


lndged in the ficlds of the towne. Two Indians came 
with a falſe meſſage trom the Cacique to know his de- 
termination, Heebad them tell their Lord, that hee 
ſhould come and {peake with him. The Indians retur- 
nedand came'no more, nor any other meſſage from 


the Cacique. The next day the Chrittians went to 


the towne, which was withour people : they rooke as 
much Maiz as they needed. That day they lodged in 


a wood, and the next day they came to Autramqne. Aminmgque

They found much Maiz laid vpin ſtore, and French 
beanes,and walnurs,and pruncs, great ſtore of all ſorts. 
'They tooke ſome Indians which were gathering to- 
gether the ſtuffe which their wiues had hidden. This 
wasa champion Countric, and well inhabited.

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Gouernour lodged inthe beſt part ofthe towne, and 


commanded preſently to make a fenſe of timber

round about the Campe diſtant from the houſes, that 
the Indians might not hurt them without by fire. And 
meaſuring the ground by pales, hee appointed cuery 
one his part to doeaccording to the number of Indi- 
ans which he had : preſently the timber was brought 
by them, and in three daies there was an incloſure 
made of very hie and thicke poſts thruſt into the 
ground, and many railes laid acrofſe. Hard by this 
towne paſſed a Riuer,that came out of the Prouince of 
Cayas; and aboueand beneath it was very well peo- 
pled. Thithercame Indianson the Caciques behalfe 
with a preſent of mantles and skinnes; and an halting 
Cacique,ſubie@to the Lord of Autiamgne, Lord ofa 

towne called Tietiquaguo, came many times to viſitthe 
Gouernour, andto bring him preſents of ſuch as hee 

had. The Cacique of Antiamque ſent to know of the 

Gouernour, how. long time hee meant to ſtay in his 

Countrie? And vnderſtanding that he meant to ſtay a. 

bouethree dajes,heneuer fent any more Indians, nor 

any other meſſage, but conſpired withthe lame Caci- 

que to rebell. Diuers inrodes were made, wherein 

there were many men and women taken, and the 

lame Cacique among the reſt. The Gouernour re- 

ſpcing the ſeruices which he had receiued of him, re- 

prchended and admoniſhed him, and ſethimat liber- 

tie; and gaue him two Indians tocarrie him in a chaire 

vpon theirſhoulders. The Cacique of Autiamque de- 

firing tothruſt the Gouernour out of his Countrie, ſet 

ſpices ouer him.- And an Indian comming one night 

tothe gate of the incloſure, a ſouldier that watched eſ- 

picd him,and ſtepping behind the gate,as he came * 
c 


[ 
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he gaue him ſuch athruſt,that he fc]] downe; and ſo 
he carried him to the Goucrnour: and as hee asked 

him wherefore he came, not being able to ſpe. ke, hee 

tell downe dead. The night following the Gouernor 
commanded a ſouldiour to giue the alarme, and to ſay Great proui- 
that he had ſecne Indians,to 1ze howready they would 26 

be to an{werethe alarme. And hee did 1ſo ſometimes 

as well there,as in other places, when he thought that 

his men. were carelefſe, & reprchended ſuch as were 

flacke. Andas well for this cauſe,as in regard of doing 

their dutic, when the alarme was giuen, eucry one 

ſought to be the firſt that ſhould anſwere. They ſtaied 

in cAnutiamque three moneths with great plentie of Threemo- 
Maiz, French beanes, Walnuts, Prunes, and Conies: ;- — - 
which vntill that time they knew not how to catch. | 
And in A#tiamque the Indians raught them how ro 

take them : which was, with great ſprindges, which 

lifted vp their feete from the ground : And the ſnare 

was made with a ſtrong ſtring, whereunto was faſte- 
nedaknot ofa cane, which ran cloſe about the neckof 

the conie, becauſe they ſhould not gnaw the ſtring, 

They tooke many in tne fields of Maiz, efpeciallie 
when it freeſed or ſhowed. The Chriſtians ſtaied j** 256 
there one whole moneth ſ{oincloſed with ſnow, that A moneth of 
they went notout of the towne : and when they wan- {29v- 

red firewood,the Gouecrnour with his horſemen go- 

ing and comming many times to the wood, which 

was two croſlebow ſhot from the towme, madea path- 
way,whereby the footemen went for wood. In this 

mcane ſpace, ſome Indians which went looſe, killed 

many conies with their giues,and with arrowes. Theſe 

conies wers of two forts, ſome were like thoſe of Conics of two 
Spaine, andthe other of the ſame colour and faſhion, ſorts,

yeere vnſhod: and becauſethey were vſedto it inthe 

Thedeahof plaine countrie,it did them no great harme. 1#hu Ortiz 
lohnOrtz, diedin Autiamque; which grieued the Gouernor very 
ofhm much: becauſe that without an Tnterpretour hee tea- 
being iherin« red toenter farre into theland, where he might be loſt. 
KIpretur: From thence forward a youth thar was taken in Cuti- 
fachiqui did ſerue for Interpretour, which had by that 

time learned ſomewhat of the Chriſtians language. 

The death of [oþ# Ortiz was {ogreat a miſchicte forthe 
diſcoucring inward, or going out of theland,that to 

| learne of the Indians, that which in foure words hee 

declared, they needed a whole day with the youth : 

and moſt commonly hee vndcrſtood quite contrarie 

that which was asked him : whereby ir often happe- 

ned that the way that they went one day, and.{»me- 

' times twoor three daics, they-turned backe, and-went 

aliray 
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aſtray through the wood here and there. The Gouer- 

nour ſpentten daies in trauclling from Autiamguetoa 
province called fyays; and came to a towne that Ayays. 
ſtood neere the River that paſſeth by Cajasand C&#u- * us 
tiamque. There hee commanded a barge to be made, 
wherewith he paſſed the River. When he had paſſed 

the Riuer there fcl] out ſuch weather, that foure daics gear mow a- 
he could not traucll for ſnow. Afﬀoone as it gaue ouer bour the 
ſnowing,he went three daies iourneythrough a Wl. _— 
derneſſc,and a countrieſo low,and fo tull-of lakes and ; 
euill waics, that hee trauclled onetimea whole day'in 

water, ſometimes knce deepe, ſometimes to the ſtir- 

rup,and ſomtimes they ſ\wamme, He came toa towne 

called Twte/pinco,abandoned,and without Maiz:there Twelpineo. 
paſſed by it alJake,that entred into the riucr, which car- A greac lake, 
ried a great ſtreame and force of water. Fiue Chriſtians 

paſſing ouer it in a periagua, which the Gouernour 

had ſent with a Capraine, the periagua ouerſet : fome 

tooke hold on it, ſome on the trees that were inthe 

lake. One Francis Sebaſtian,an honeſt man of Fila nous 

de Barca Rota, was drowned there. The Gouernour 

went a whole day along the lake ſeeking paſſage, and 

could finde none, nor any way thatdid paſſerothe o- 

therfide. Comming againe at night tothe towne hee 

found two peaccable Indians, which ſhewed him the 

paſſage, and which way hee was to goe. There they 

made of canes and of the timberof houſes thatched Rats where 
with canes, rafts wherewith they paſſed thelake. They = "0 Ag 
trauclled three daies, and camc to a towne of theterri- 

torie of Nz/co,called Tianto; There they tooke thirtie Tiants. 
Indians, and among them two principall men of this 
towne, The Gouernour ſcnta Caprtaine with horſe- 
menand footmen before to Nilro, becauſethe Indians 
might. :

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might have notime tocarrie away the prouiſion. They 
paſſed through three or foure great townes; and inthe 
trowne where the Cacique was re{1dent, which was 
two leagues from the place where the Gouernaur re- 
mained, they found many Indians with their bowes 
and arrowes, in manner as though rhey would haue 
ſaicd to fight, which did compaſlc the towne, and aſe 
ſoone as they ſaw the Chriſtians come neere them 
without miſdoubting them, they ſet the Caciques 
houſe on fire, and fled ouer a lake that paſſed neere the 
towne, through which the horſes could not paſſe. 
The nextday being Wedneſday the 29. of March the 
Gouernour cameto N2/co: he lodged with all his men 
in the Caciques towne, which ſtood in a plaine ficld, 
which was inhabited tor the ſpace of a quarter of a 
league: and within a league and halte a league were 
other very great townes, wherein was great ſtore of 
Maiz,of French beanes,of Walnuts,and Prunes. This 
was the beſt inhabited countrie, that was ſeene in F/- 
rida,and had moſt ſtore of Maiz, except Coga,and Apa- 
liche. There came to the campe an Indian accompa- 
nicd with others, and in the Caciques narne gave the 
Goucrnoura mantle of Marterns skinnes, and a cor- 
don of perles. The Goucrnour gaue him a few ſmall 
Margarites. which arecertaine beades much eſteemed 
in Perr,and other things, wherewith he was very well 
contented. He promiſed to returne within two daies, 
but neuer came againe : but on the contrarie the In- 
dians carne by night in canocs, and carried away all 
the Miz they could, and made them cabins on the 
other fide of the it iſnerin the thickeſt of the wood, be- 
cavſe they might fect weeſnonld goe rn ſeckethem. 
Tae Gouinyer, jecitg hee came not atthe time ap- 
pointcd, 
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pointed, commandedan ambuſh to be laid about cer- 
taine ſtore-houſes neere the lake, whither the Indians 
came for Maiz: where they tooke two Indians, who 
told the Gouernour,that hee which came to vilit him, 
was notthe Cacique, but was ſent by him vnder pre- 
tence to ſpie whether the Chriſtians were careleſle, 
and whether they determined to ſettle in that country 
or to goe forward. Preſently the Gouernour ſent a 
Captaine with footmen and horſemen ouer the riuer 
and in their paſſage they were deſcried of the Indians, 

 andtherefore he could take but tenne ortwelue men 

and women, with whom hee returned to the campe. 


This Riucr which paſſed by N:{co,was that which pal- a riverfal- 
ſed by Cayas and Anutiamque,and fell into Ris grande,or ling into Rio 
_ the Great Riuer,which paſſed by Pachaha and Aquixo g_—_ 


neereynto the prouince of Gaachoya: and the Lord 
thereof came vp the Riner in canoes to make warre 
with him of Nz/co.On his behalf there came an Indian 
tothe Goucrnour and ſaid vnto him, That he was his 
ſeruant,and prayed him ſo to hold him, and that with- 
in two daies hee would come to kifſe his Lordſhips 
hands : andatthe timeappointed he came with ſome 
of his principal Indians,which accompanied him,and 
with words of great offers and courteſte hee gaue the 
Gouernour a preſent of many Manttes and Deeres 
Skinnes. The Gouernour gaue him fome other things 
inrecompenſe, and honoured him much. Hee asked 
him what townes there were downe the Riuer? Hee 
anſwered that he knew none other but his owne : and 
on thc other {ide of the Rinera prouinceof a Cacique 
called 2utzalta. So hee tooke his leaueof the Gouer- 
nourand weat to his owne towne. Within few daies 

the Goucrnour determined to goe to c—_ to 
x carlg 
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learne there whether the Sea were neere, or whether 
therc were any habitation neere, where hee might re- 
lieus his companie, while the brigantines were ma- 
king, which he meantto ſend tothe land of the Chri- 
ſttzns. As he paſſed the River of N2lco, there came in 
canoes Indians of Guachoya vp the ſtreame, and when 
they i2w him,ſuppoſing that he came to ſeckethem to 
doe tac fome hurt, they returned downe the Riuer, 
and informed the Cacique thereof : who with all his 
pcople, Þoiling the towne of all that they could carrie 
away, paſſed that night ouer to the other fide of R'o 
erande,or the great River. The Gouernour ſent a Cap- 
raine with fiftie men in fixe canoes downe the Riuer, 
and went himſclfe by land with the reſt : heecame to 
Guachoyas, Gnachoyavpon Sunday the i7.of Aprill : he lodged in 
the towne of the Cacique, which was incloſed abour, 
and ſcated a croſſebow ſhot diſtant from the Riuer.

That day came p1anyloaues 
an Indian to the Gouernor from the Cacique of Gya- made of 
choja, and ſaid, that his Lord would come the next P'*%*% 


day. The next day they ſaw many canoes come vpthe 
Riuer, and on the other fide of the greatRiuer,they 
aſſembled together in the ſpace of an boure: they con- 
ſulted whetherthey ſhould come or not; 8: at length 
concluded tocome.,and croſſed the River, Inthecame 
the Cacique of Gaachoya, and brought with him ma- 
nic Indians with great ſtore of Fiſh, Dogges, Dceres 
s$kinnes, and Mantles; And affoone as they landed, 
they went to the lodging of the Gouecrnour, and pre- 
ſented him their gifts, and the Cacique vtrered theſe 
words: 

Mizhtie and excellemt Lord, 1 beſeech your Lordſhip t8 
pardon mee the erronr which 1 committed inabſenting my 
ſelfe,and not tarryine inthis towne to haue receiucd and ſer- 
wed your Lordſhip.ſince,to obtaine this opportunitie of time, 
was,and ts as much as a great vidtorie to me. But I feared 
that, which 1 needed not to haue feared,and {0 did that which 
was #0t reaſon to do : But as haite maketh waite,and I remo- 
wed without deliberation, ſo,as ſoone as I thenzht on it, 1 
determined not to follow the opinion of the fooliſh,which ts, to 
continue in their errour, but to imitate the wiſe and diſcreet, 
in changing my connſell, and ſo 1 came to ſee what your Lord- 
ſhip will command me to doethat I may ſerne youin all things 
that are in my power, 

The Goucrnour receiued him with much oy, and 
g2vue him thankes for his preſent and offer. He aſked 
him,whether hee had any notice of the Sea. Hee an- 
ſwered, no, nor of any townes downe the River on 
that ſide; ſauethar two leagues from thence was one 
towae ofa principall Indian a ſubieR of his; andon

the otherſide of the Riuer, three dates journey from 
thence downe the River, was the Prouince of 2#z7- 
galta, which was the greateſt Lord that was in that 
Countrie. The Gouernour thought that the Cacique 
lied vnto him,torid him out of his owne townes, and 
ſent 10h Dannſco with cight horſemen downethe Ri- 
uer,to ſce what habitation there was, and to informe 
himſelfe, ifthere were any notice of the Sea. Hee tra- 
uelled eight daies,and at his returne hee ſaid,that in all 
that time he was notable to goaboue 14 or 15 leagues, 
becauſc of the great creekes that came out of the Ri- 
uer,and groues of canes, and thicke woods that were 
along the bancks of the Riuer,and that hee had found 
no habitation. The Gouernour fell into great dumps 
to ſee how hard it was to getto the Sea: and worſe, be- 
cauſe his men and horſes euery day diminifhed, being 
without ſuccourto ſuſtaine themſelues in the country: 

—_— and with that thoughthe fell ſick. Butbefore he tooke 

of thought, Þis bed hee ſentan Indian to the Cacique of 2uiga/ta 
to tell him, that hee was the Childe of the Sunne,and 
that all the way that hee cameallmen obeyed and ſer- 
ned him,that he requeſted him toaccept of his friend- 
ſhip,and come vnto him; forhe would bevery glad to 
ſee him; andin figneof loue and obedience to bring 
ſomething with him of that which in his countrie was 
moſt eſteemed. The Cacique anſwered by the ſame 
Indian : | 

\ . That whereas heſaid he was the Child of the Sunne, if he 
ds gia 1 would drie wp the Riner he wonld belceue him : and touching 
ſwereot the the reſt,that hee was wontt0 viſit none, but rather that all 

Quiet of thoſe of whom he had notice aid viſit him,ſerned, obeyed and 

We paid him tributes willinzty or perforce : therefore if hee deſi- 
red to ſee him, it were beſt he ſhould come thither : that if hee 


Came 
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cameinpeace, he would receine him with ſpeciall goodwill, 
and if in warre,in like manner hee would attend himin the 
towne where he was,and that for him or any other hee would 
aot ſhrinke one foote backe. | 
By thattimethe Indian returned with this anſwere, 
the Gouernour had betaken himſelte to bed, being 
euill handled with feuers, and was much aggrieued, 
that he was not in caſe to paſſe preſently the Riuerand 
to ſeeke him, to ſee if he could abate that pride of his, 
conſidering the Riuer went now very ſtrongly inthoſe 
parts; for it was neere halfea league broad,and 16. fa- 
thomes deep,and very furious, and ranne with a great 
current; and on both ſides there were many Indians, 
and his power was not now ſogreat, but that hee had 
need to helpe himſelfe rather by {lights then by force. 
The Indians of Gaachoya came cuery day with fiſh in 
ſuch numbers, that the rowne was full ofthem. The 
Cacique ſaid, that on a certaine night hee of 2nizalti 
would come to giue battell to the Gouernour, Which 
the Gouernourimagined that he had deviſed, to driue 
him outof his countrey, and commandcd him to bee 
putin hold : and that nightand all the reſt, there was 
good watch kept. Hee asked him wherefore 9nz7galta 
came not? He ſaid that hee came,butthat he ſaw him 
prepared,and.therfore durſt not giue theattempt: and 
hee was earneſt with him to ſend his Captaincs ouer 
the Riuer,and that he would aide him with many men 
to ſet vpon 2vrzalta. The Gouernour told him that 
alloone as he was recouered, himfelte would ſecke him 
out. And ſecing how many Indians came daily to the 
towne,and what ſtorc of people was in that countrie, 
fearing they (ould al conſpire together and plot ſome 
treaſon againſt him; and becauſe the towne had ſome 
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open gaps which were not made anendof incloſing, 
beſides the gates which they went in and out by : be- 
cauſe the Indians ſhould not thinke he fearcd them, 
helet them all alone varepaired; and commandcd the 
horſemen to be appointed to them, and to the gatcs : 
and all night the horſemen wentthe round ; and two 
and two of euery ſquadron rode abour, and viſired the 
Skouts that were without the towne in their ſtandings 
by the paſſages, and the crofle>owmen that kept the 
canoes inthe Riuer. And, becauſe the Indians ſhould 
ſtand in feare of them, hee determined to ſenda Cap- 
taine to N:/co,forthoſe of Guachoya had told him that 
it was inhabited; that by viing them cruelly, neither 
the one nor the other ſhould preſume to afſailc him z 
and hee ſent Nannes de Tonar with fitteene horſemen, 
and /ohn de GaFman Capraine of the fonotmen with his 
companie in canoes vp the Riuer. The Cacique of 
Guachoya ſent for many canoes and many warlike In- 
dians to goe with the Chriſtians: and the Captaine of 
the Chriſtians,called Nannez ae Tornr,went by land 
with his horſemen,and two lcagucs before he came to 
Nilco hee ſtaied for 1ohn de GauFman, and in that place 
they paſſed the Riuer by night : thc horſemen came 
firſt, and in the morning by breake of day in fight of 
the towne they lighted vpona ſpice; which afſoone as 
he perceiued the Chriſtians, crying out amainefled to 
the towne to giue warning. Nannes de Tonar and his 
companie madeſuch ſpeed, that bcfore the Indians of ' 
the towne could fully come out,they were yponthem: 
It was champion ground that was inhabited, which 
was abont a quarter ofa league. There were abour fiue 


thoutznd peo. Or fixe thouſand people in the towne : and,as many 
plein Nilco. people came out of the houſes, & fled from one houſe 


to 
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to another,and many Indians came flocking together 
fromall parts,tbere was neuer a horſeman that was not 
alone among many. The Capraine had commanded 
that they ſhould nor ſparethe life of any male. Their 
| diſorder was ſogreat, that there was no Indian that 
' fſhoranarrow atany Chriſtian. The ſhreckes of wo- 
men and children were fo great, that they made the 
eares deafe of thoſe that followed them. There were 
flainean hundred Indians,litle more or lefle: and ma- 
ny were wounded with great wounds, whom they 
ſuffered to eſcape to ſtrike a terror in the reſt that were 

{ nNotthere. There were ſome ſo cruell and butcherlike, 

that they killed old and young, and all thatthey mer, 

though they made noreſiſtance: and thoſe which pre- 

| famed of themſclucs for their valour, and were taken 

| forſuch, brake through the Indians, bearing downe 

many with their ſtirrops and breſts oftheir horſes; and 

ſome they wounded with their lances,and ſo let them 

g0e: andwhen they ſaw any youth or woman they 

tooke them, and deljuered them to the footmen. Theſe 

mens {innes by Gods permiſſion lighted on their own «. 
heads:who,bccauſe they would ſeeme valiant,becamece 

cruell; ſhewing themſclues extreme cowards in the 

ſight of all men, when as moſt neede of valour was re-cc. 
quired,and * afterward they came toa ſhameful death. * Chap.37. . 
Of the Indians of Nz{co were taken priſoners, foure- 

fare women and children, and much fpoile. The In- 

dians of Gaachoya kept back before they came at the 

towne, and ſtated withour,beholding the ſucceſle of 

the Chriſtians with the men of Nz/co. And when they 

faw them pur toflighr, and the horſemen bufic in kil-. 

lingof them, they haſtencd rothe houſes torob, and 
HAlle&their canoes with the ſpoile of ihe goods; andre- 

turacd. 
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eurned to Gu4choys before the Chriſtians, and won- 
dring much at the ſharpe dealing which they had 
ſeenethem vſe toward the Indians of Nico, they told 
their Cacique all that had paſſed with great aſtoniſh- 
ment.

Cz He Goucrnour felt in himſelfe that

&| called for the Kings officers, Cap- 
NED: 8% taines and' principall perſons, to 
RR = whom he madea ſpcech,ſaying : 
hat now he was to goe togine an account before the pre- 
ſence of God of all his tife paſt: and ſinceit pleaſed hinz to take 
him in ſuch a tin:e,and that the time was come that he knew 
his death,that he his moſt unworthje ſernant did yecld him 
many thankes therefore, and deſired all that were preſent 
an4 abſent (whom he confeſſed himſel/e tobe much beholding 
ento for their ſinzular vertnes, lone and toyaltie which him- 
ſelfe had well tried in the tranels, which they had ſuffered, 
which alwaies in his mind he did hope to ſatisfie and reward, 
when it ſhould pleaſe God togiue him reſt, with move proſpe- 
ritic of his eſtate, ) that they would pray to God for him, that 
for his mercie he would forgine him his ſinnes, and receine his 
ſoule into eternall 2lorie :, and that they would quit andfree 
him of the charge which hee had ouer them,and ought vnto 
them all, and that they would pardon him for ſome wrones 
which they might hawereceiaed of him : Andto ancid ſome 
ainiſiong 
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diniſion, which _ his death might fall out vpon the choice 
of his ſucceſſour he requeſted them to elect a principall perſon, 
nd able to gonerne, of whom all ſhould like well, and when 
he was eledied,they ſhould ſweare before him to obey him:and 
that he would thanke them wery much in ſo doing ; becauſe 
the e* «fe that he had,would ſomewhat be aſſwazed, and the 
paine that he felt becauſe he left them in ſo Treat confuſion,to 
 wit,inleauing them ina ſtrange Conntrie, where they knew 

not where they were. = 

Baltaſar de Gallegos anſwered inthe name of all the 

reſt : And firſt ofall comforting him, he ſet before his 
cies how ſhortthe life of this world was,and with how 
many troubles and miſeries it is accompanied, and 
how God ſhewed him a ſingular fauor which ſooneſt 
leftir: telling him many other things fit for ſuch a time. 
And for the laſt point, that ſince it pleaſed God to take 
him to himſclfe, although his death didiuſtly gricue 
them much,yetas wel he, as al the reſt, ought of nece(- 
fitic to conforme themſclues to the will ot God. And 
touching the Gouernour which he commanded they 
ſould cle&,he beſought him, thatit would pleaſe his 
Lordſhip to name him which he thought fir, and him 
they would obey. And preſently he named Lays de 
WMoſcoſo de Aluarado his Captaine generall. And pre- 
ſently he was ſworneby all that were preſent and ele-

LZuys de 
Aoſcoſo determined to conceale his death from the In- 
dians, becauſe Ferdinando de Soto had made them be- 
leeue, That the Chriſtians were immortall; and alfo | 

becauſe they tooke him to be hardie, wiſe,and valiant : . 
andif they ſhould know thathe was dead, they would 
bee bold to ſet vpon the Chriſtians, though they lined 
peaccablie by them. In regard of their —on.c0d 
becauſe they were nothing conſtant,and belceued all 
that was tolde them, the Adelantado made them be- 
leeue,that he knew ſomethings that paſled in ſecret a- 
mong themſelues, without their knowledge, how, or 
in what manner hecame by them : and that the figure 
which appeared ina glaſſe, which he ſhewedthem,did 
tell him whatſoeuer they practiſed and went about : 
and therefore neither in word nor deed durſt they at- 
tempt any thing that might bee preiudiciall vnto 
him. 

 Afoone as he was dead, Lnis de Moſcoſo commanded 
to put him ſecretly in an houſe, where hee remained 
three daies : and remoouing him from thence, com- 
manded him to bee buried in the night ar one ofthe 
gates of the towne within the wall. And as the Indians 
had ſeene him ſick,and miſled him, ſo did they ſuſpe&t 
what might bee. Andpaſling by the place where hee 
was buricd,ſeeing the earth mooued, they looked and 
ſpake one to another. Lrys de WMoſcoſo vnderſtanding 
of it,commanded himto be.raken vp by night, and to + 
caſt a great deale of ſahd into the mantles, wherein he 
was winded vp, wherein hee was carried in a = 
an 
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and throwne into the middeſt ofthe Riuer. The Ca- 
ciqueof Guachoya inquired farhim, demanding what 
was become of his brother and Lord,the Gouernour : 
Luys de Moſcoſotold him, thathee was gon to heauen, 
as many other times hee did : and becauſe hee was to 
ſtay there certainedaies, hee had left him in his place, 
The Cacique thought with himſelfe that he was dead 
and comanded two young and well proportioned In- 


dians to be brought thithcr , and ſaid,that y vie of that ,,._ ..

Countrie was, when any Lord died,to kill Indians to the cuſtome 
wait ypon him, and ſerue him by the way : and for 9ftheoldTar- 


that purpoſeby his commandement were thoſe come '** 
thither : and prayed Luys d&& Hoſcoſo to command 
them tobe beheaded,that they mightattend and ſerue 
his Lordand brother. Zzys de Moſcoſo told him, that 
the Goucrnour was not dead,bur gone to heauen,and 
that ofhis owne Chriſtian ſouldiers,he ad taken ſuch 
as he needed to ſeruc him, & praied him to command 
thoſe Indians to be looſed, and not to vie any ſuch bad 
cuſtome from thencefocrth : ſtraightway hee com- 
manded them to be looſed, and to get them home 
to their houſes. And one of them would notgoe, 
ſaying, that hee would not ferue him, that without 
deſert had indged him to dearh, but that hee would 
{eruc himas long as hce lived, which. had ſaued his 
life. . WE, 

Luys de Moſcoſo cauſed al] the goods of the Gonernor 
to be ſold at an outcrie: to wit, two men flaucs, &two 


women ſlaues,and three horſe's, and 700 hogges. For S*u'nhun- 
d dred liogges. 


euery ſlave orkotſe, they gaue two or rhrec thouſan 
ducats : which were tobe paied at the fiſt melting of 
gold orfiluer,or arthe diviſion if rheir portion of in- 
heritance.

Thoſe which had any goods in Spare, bought with 
more feare, and boughtthe lefle. From that time for- 
ward, moſt of the companie had ſwine, -and brought 
them vp,and fed vpon them; and obſerued Fridaies 
and Saturdaics, and the euenings of feaſts, which be- 
fore they did not. For ſometimes intwo or three mo- 
neths they did cate no fleſh, and whenſocuer they 
could come by it,they did eate it.

ter hazard, becauſe they could make no-ſhip of any ward. 


ftrengthtoabideaſtorme,neither had they Maſter,nor 
Pilor, Compaſle, nor Chart, neither knew they how 
farre the {ca was off, nor had any notice of it; nor whe- 
ther the Riuer did make any great turning into the 
land,or had any great fall from the rocks, where all of 
them might be caſt away.. And ſome which had ſeene 
the ſea-charr,did find, that from the place where they 
were by the ſea coaſt to Nona Anne bee 400. 
leagues,little more orleſle; and ſaid, that though they 
went ſomewhat abvut by land in ſeekingapeopled 
Countrie,if ſome great wilderneſſe which they could 
not paſſe did nothinderthe, by ſpending that ſommer 
in trauell, finding prouiſion to paſſe the winter in ſome 
peopled Countrie, that the next ſommer after they 
might come to ſome Chriſtian land, and that it might 
fortune in their trauel by land co find ſome rich Coun- 
trie, where they might doe themſelues good. The 
Gouernour, although he deſired to get out of Florida 
in ſhortertime, ſeeing the inconueniences'they laid 
before him,in trauelling by ſea, determined to follow 


that which ſcemed good to them all. On Monday the The fifth of 
fifth of Tune, he devarted from Gzachoya, The Cact- nee 
que gaue hima gvideto Chagnate, and ſtaied ar homegaate, 


inhis ownetowne. They paſſed through a Prouince 
called Caratre: and having paſſed a wilderneile of fixc

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daies tournie,the twentieth day of y moneth hecame 
to Chaguate, The Cacique of this Prouince had viſt- 
ted the Goucrnour Dorn Ferdinando. de Soto at Antiam- 
que, whither he brought him preſents of skinnes, and 
mantles and alt. Anda day before Luys de HMoſcoſo 
came to his towne, weloſt a Chriſtian that was ſicke ; 
which hee ſuſpeed that the Indians had flaine. Hee 
ſentthe Cacique word, that he ſhould command his 
people to {ecke him vp, and ſend him vnto him, and 
thathe would hold him,as he did,for his friend ; and 
if he did not,thatneither he, nor his,ſhould eſcape his 
hands, and that hee would ſer his Countrie on fire. 
Preſently the Cacique came vnto him,and brought a 
great preſent of mantles and skinnes, and the Chriſti. 
an that was loſt,and madethis ſpeech following : 
Rizht excellent Lord, I wou!d not deſerue that conceit 
whichyou had of me, for all the treaſure of the world. What 
inforced meto gee to viſit and ſerne the excellent Lord Go- 
wernour you father in Autiamque, witch you ſhontd haue 
remembred, where Tuffered my felfe with all loyaltie, faith 
and loue, during my life to ſerue and obey him ? What then 
coula be the canie,l hauing receined fo1:0urs of him, and ati- 
ther you nor he having done me any wrong that [honld mooue 
ae to doe the thing, which 1 onght not ? Beleene this of mee, 
that neither wrong, nor any wo»ldly imtercſt, was able to 
make me to hane done it,nor ſhall be able to blind me. Bat as 
in this life it is a natarall courſe,that after one pleaſure, many 
ſorrowes doe follow : ſo by your ind:gnation, fortune would 
moderatethe ioy, which py heart conceineth withyour pre- 
ſence; and that I fſh:ulterre, where I thong ht ſaureſi to bs 
bit the marke, in harborine this Chriſtian which was loſt, 
andwſing him in ſuch manner as he may tell himfelfe, thin- 
ting that herein I did you ſernice,with purpoſe to deliner hin 
Unto 
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wnto youin Chaguate, and to ſerne you to the vitermoſt of 
my power. If 1 deſerne puniſhment for this, Iwill yeceine it 
at your hands, as from my Lord, as if it were a fauour, For 
the lone which I did bearxe to the exgellent Gouernour, and 
which I beare to you hath no limit. Andlike as yougine 
me chaſliſement,go will you alſo ſhew me fauonr. And that 
which now I crane of you is this,to declare your will unto me, 
and thoſe things, wherein 1 may bee ablets doe you the moſt 
and beſt ſeruice. 

The Gouernour anſwered him, that becauſe he did 
not find him in that towne, hee was incenſed againſt 
him,thinking he had abſented himſelfe, as others had 
done: Burt ſeeing he now knew his loyaltic and Ioue, 
he would alwaies hold him as a brother, and fauour 
him in all his affaires. The Cacique went with him to 


the towne where he reſided, which was a daics iournie & ſmal towne,

The day that he departed from 
Chaguate, a Chriſtian,called Franciſco de Guzman, the 
baſe ſonne of a Gentleman of $://, ſttaied behind, and 
went tothe Indians, with an Indian woman which he 
kept as his concubine, for feare he ſhould be puniſhed 
for gaming debts, that he did owe. The Gouernor had 
trauelled two daies before he miſſed him ; hee ſent the 
Cacique word to ſeeke him vp; andto ſend him to 4- 
2nacay, whither he trauellcd : which hee did = per-

There they had knowledge of the 
South Sea. Here there was great ſtore of ſalt made of 
ſand,which they gather ina vaine of ground like pec- 
ble ſtones. And it was made as they make ſalt in 
Cayas.

The day following hee lodged betweene two moun- 
eaines ina thinne groue of wood. The next day hee 
came toa ſmall rowne called Pao, The fourth day af- 
tcr his departurc from Agaacay he came to the firſt ha. 
bitation ofa prouince called 4-aye. There an Indian 
was taken, which ſaid that from thence to Naguatex 
wasa day anda halfes journey; which they trauelled, 
fiading all the way inhabited places. Hauing paſſedthe 
peopled countrie of Amaye,on Saturday the 20.0fIu- 
lie they pitched their Campeat noone betweene Cd 
maye 
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mayeand Naewatex along the corner of a groycof very 
faire trees. In the ſame place certaine Indians were 
diſcouered,which came to view them. The horſemen 
went out to them,afidkilled ſix,a@ tooke two,whom 
the Gouernour asked, wherefore they came £ They 
ſaid, to know what people hee had, and what order 
they kept; and that the Cacique of Nagnatex their 
Lord had ſentthem, and that he, with other Caciques 
which came toaide him, determined that day to bid 
him battell. While they were occupied in theſe que- 
ſtions and anſweres, there came many Indians by 
two waies in two ſquadrons : and when they ſaw they 
were deſcried, giuing a great crie they aflaulted the 
Chriſtians each ſquadron by it ſelfe : but ſeeing what 
rc{iſtance the Chriſtians made them,they turned their 
backes and betooke thernſelues to flight, in which ma- 
ny of them loſt their lives; and moſt of the horſemen 
following them in chaſe,careleſſe of the Camp, other 
two ſquadrons of Indians,which lay in ambuſh,ſet vp- 
on the Chriſtians that were in the Campe, which alſo 
they reſiſted, who alſo had their reward as the firſt. Af- 
ter the flight of the Indians, and that the Chriſtians 
wereretired,they heard a great noiſe a crofſebow ſhot 
from the place where they were. The Gouernour ſent 
ewelue horſemen to ſee what it was. They found fixe 
Chriſtians,foure footmen and two horſemen, among 
many Indians ; the horſemen defending the footmen 
with greatlabour. Theſe being of them that chaſed the 
firſt two ſquadrons, had loſt themſclues,and comming 
to recouer the Campe fell among thoſe with whom 
they were fighting : and ſo they,and thoſe that came 
to ſuccour the, ſlew many of the Indians,and brought 


onealiueto the Campe : whom the Gouernour exa-

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mined, who they were that came to bid him battelf. 
He told him, thatthey were the Cacique of Naguatex, 


and of Amaye, and another of a prouince called Haca- 
zac,a Lord of greafcountries and many ſubie&s ; and 


thatthe Cacique of Naguatex came for *Captaineand 


chicfeſt ofthemall. The Gouernour commanded his 
rightarme and noſe to be cut off, and ſent him to the 
Cacique of Nagnatex, charging him to tell him, that 
the next day hee would bee in his countrey to deſtroy 
him ; and if hee would withſtand his entrance, hee 
ſhould ſtay for him. That night he lodged there, and 
the next day hee cameto the habitation of Naznatex, 
which was very ſcattering: he inquired wherethe Ca- 
ciques chiefe towne was © They told him that it was 
on the other {ide of a River, that paſſed thereby : hee 
trauelled thitherward, and came vnto it : and on the 
other ſide hee ſaw many Indians, that taried for him, 
making ſhew as though they would defend the paf- 
fage. And becauſe heeknew not whether it could bee 
waded, nor where the paflage was ; and that ſome 
Chriſtans and horſes were hurt ; thatthey might haue 
time to recouer,he determined to reſt certaine daies in 
the towne where he was. So hee pitched his campe a 
quarter of a league from the Riuer, becauſe the wea- 
ther was very hot, neere vnto the towne, in a thinne 
oroue of very faire and hie trees neerea brookes ſide: 
and in that place were certaine Indians taken ; whom 
hee examined, whether the Riuer were wadeableor 
no * They ſaid,yea.at ſome times, and in ſome places. 
Within ten daies after he ſent two Captaines with fil. 
teene horſemen a peece vpward and downe the Ri- 
uer with Indians to ſhew them where they ſhould goe 
ouer, to ſee what habitation was on the other fide :

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And the Indians withſtood them both,defending the 
paſſage of the Riuer as farre as they were able,burthey

which he had done againſt him. Within two daies the 
Indian returned, & ſaid thatthe Cacique would come 
the nextday : which,the ſameday when he came,fent 
many Indians before him, among whom there were 
ſome principall men : hee ſent them to ſee what coun- 
tenancethey found inthe Gouernour, to reſolue with 
himſelfe whether hee ſhould goe or not. The Indians 
let him vaderſtand, that he was comming, and went a- 
way preſently : and the Cacique came within two 
houres accompanied with many of his men : they 
came all ina ranke one before another on both ſides, 
leauing a lane inthe middeſt where hee came. They 
came where the Gouernour was, all of them weeping 
after the manner of Tx//z,which was not farre from

The Cacique ſeeing the hurt 
that he receiued in his countrie,ſent ſixe principall In- 
dians with three men for guides, which knew the lan- 
guage of the countrie, through which the Gouernour 
was to paſſe. Hee departed preſently from Nagnatex, 
and within three dates journey came to a towne of 
foure or fiue houſes, which belonged to the Cacique 


of that prouince,which is called N;/ſoore - it was euill Nilſoone, 


inhabited andhad little Maiz. Two daies tourney for- 
wardthe guides which guided the Gouernour,it they 
were to goe Weſtward, guided him to the Eaſt, and 
ſometimes went vp and downe through very great 
woods out of the way. The Gouernour commanded 
them to bee hanged vpon a tree: and a woman that 
they tooke in Niſ/oone guided him, and went backe 
apaine to ſeekethe way. In two dates he came to ano-

by Nseua Eſpanra; and that if it were ſo,it was in their 
owne hand to goe out of F/oriaa, ifthey found no-

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thing of profit : for they feared they ſhould Iloſethem- 

ſelues in ſome wildernes. This Indian led him two 

daics out ofthe way. The Gouernour commanded to 

torture him. He ſaid,thatthe Cacique of Nondacao,his 

Lord, had commanded him to guide them ſo,becauſe 

they were his enemies, and that hee was to doe as his 

Lord commanded him. The Gouernour commanded 

him to be caſt to the dogs : and another guided him 

to Soacatizo, whither hee came the day following. It Soacatino. 

was a verie poore Countrie : there was great want of 

Maiz in that place. Hee asked the Indians, whether 

they knew of any other Chriſtians. They ſaid, thata 

little from thence toward the South they heard they 

were.

cacaho; : Some women were taken there : among 

whom there was one, which ſaid, that ſhe had ſeene 

Chriſttans,and had been taken by them, and had run 

away. The Gouernour ſent a Captaine with 15.horſc-

After they had gone three or 
foure leagues,the woman that guided them ſaid, that 
all that ſhe had told them was vntrue. And ſo they 
held all the reſt that the Indians had ſaid, of ſeeing 
Chriſtians in the land of Florida. And, becauſe the 
Countrie that way was poore of Maiz,and toward the 
Weſt,there was nonotice of any habitation, they re- 
turned to G#aſco. The Indians told them there, that 
Io. daies iournie from thence toward the Weſt, was a 
Riuercalled Daycao; whither they went ſometimes a 
hunting and killing of Deere: and that they had ſeene 
people on theother ſide, but knew not what habitati- 
on was there. There the Chriſtians tooke ſuch Maiz 
as they found and>could carrie, and,going 10. daies 
itournie through a wilderneſſe, they came to theRiuer 
which the Indians had told them of. Ten horſemen, 
which the Gouecrnour had ſent before,paſſed over the 
ſame, and went in a way that led to the Riuer, and 
lighted vpon a companie of Indians that dwelt in ve- 
ric little cabins : who,afſoone as they ſaw them, tooke 
themſclues to flight, leauing that which they had; all 
which was nothing but miſerie and pouertie. The 
Countrie was ſo poore, that among them all there was 
not found halfe a peck of Maiz. The horſemen 
tooke rwo Indians, and returned withthem to the Ri- 
uer, where the Gouernovur ſtated forthem. He ſought 
to learne of them what habitation was toward the 
Weſt. There was none in the Camp that could vn- 
derſtand theirlanguage. The Gouernour aſſembled 
the Capraines and principall perſons, to determine 
with their aduice what they ſhould doe. And the moſt

next adi.yning to Oirginia. 145 
part ſaid, that they thought it beſt to returne backe to 
Rio grande,or the GreatRiuer of Guachoya; becaule that 
in Nz/co and thereabout was ſtore of Maiz: ſaying,that 
they would make pinaces that winter, and the next 
ſommer paſle down the Riuer to the ſeaward in them, 
and comming to the Sea they would goe along the 
coaſt to Nzeua Eſþanna. Forthough it ſecmed a doubt- 
full thing and difficult, by that which they hadalready 
alleaged, yetit was the Jait remedie they had. For by 

land they could not goe for want of an Interpretour. 


Andthey held, that the countric beyond the Riuer of ouran inter- 
Daycao,where they were,was that which Cabega de Ya- pretour, 


ca mentioned in his relation that he paſſed of the Indj- 
ans,which lincd like the Alarbes,hauing no ſetled place, and 
fed vpon T#nas and rootes of the fields, and wilde 
beaſts that they killed. Which if it were ſo, if they 
ſhouldenter into itand finde no vicualsto paſſe the 
winter,they could not chuſe but periſh.'For they were 
entred alreadie into the beginning of Ofober : and if 
they ſtaied any longer, they were not able to returne 
for raine and ſnowes, nor to ſuſtainethemſclues in ſo 
pooreaCountrey. The Gouernour (that defired long 
to ſee himſelfe in a place where hee might {leepe his 

full fleep,rather then to conquer and gouernea coun-

== Hen that which was determined was 
5Y £7 4 publiſhed in the Campe, there were 
7 27 & many that were greatly gricued at 
\ "E5&73\ it: for they held the Sea Voyage as 
\ "8&9. doubtful, for the cuill meanes they 
at et had, and of as great danger,as the 
trauclling 9 by land: and they hoped to finde lome rich 
countric before they came to the land of the Chri- 
ſtians, by that which Cabega de Yaca had told the Em- 
perour : and that was this; That after hee had found 
clothes made of cotton wooll,hee {aw gold andfiluer, 
and ſtones of great value. And they had not yercome 
where hee had been. For vntill that place hee alwaics 
trauclled by the Sea coaſt : and they trauclled farre 
within the land; and that going toward the Welt, of 
neceſſiric they ſhould come where hee had been. For 
he ſaid, Thar ina certain place he trauelled many daies, 
and entred into'the Jandtoward the North, Andin 


Turkie ſtone* Gyaſco.they had alreadie found ſome-Turkie ſtones, 


and mantles 
of cortn 


and mantles of cotton wooll: which the Indians ſigni- 


wo-ll coundin fied by f1znes that they had from the Weſt : and that 


Guaſco, 


holding thar courſe they ſhould draw neere to the 
land of the Chriſtians. But though they were much 
diſcontented with ir, and it orieued many to goe back- 


war, which would rather haue aduentured theirliues | 


and haue died in the land of F/o7ids,then to haue gone 
. poore 
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oreoutofit : yet were they nota ſufficient part to 
inderthat which was determined, becauſe the princi- 
pall men agreed with the Gouernour. And afterward 
there was one that ſaid, hee would put outone of his 
owne eyes,to put outanother of Luz de HMoſcoſo ; be- 
cauſe it would gricue him much to ſee him proſper : 
becauſe aſwell hiniſclfas others of his friends had croſ- 
ſed that which hee durſt not haue done, ſeeing thar 
within two dajes hee ſhould leave the gouernment. 


From Daycao, where now they were, to Rio grande,or 50 leagues 


the Great Riuer, was 150 leagues: which vnto that 


Riucr of Day» 


place they had gone Weſtward. And by the way as .,,, 
they returned backe they had much adoe to find Maiz pn I 


to cate: for where they had paſſed, the countrey was 
deſtroyed : and ſome little Maiz that was leftthe In- 


dians had hidden. The townes which in Naguatex Naguates, 


they had burned (whereof it repented them) were re- 
paired againe,and the houſes full of Maiz. This coun- 
trie is well inhabited and plentifull. In that place are 


veſſels made of clay, which differ very little from Fineearthen 
thoſe of Eftremoz, or Monte-mor, In Chaguate the In- Ye!lels. 


dians by commandement of the Cacique came peace- 
ably,and ſaid,that the Chriſtian which remained there 
would not come. The Gouernour wrote vnto him, 
and ſent him inke and paper that he might anſwere, 
The ſubſtance of the words of the letter was to declare 
ynto him his determination, which was,to goe outof 
the land of Florida, and to puthim in remembrance 

that he was a Chriitian,that hee would notremaine in 
 theſubieion of Infidels, that hee pardoned him the 
fault which he had done in goingaway to the Indians, 
that hee ſhould come vnto him : and if they did ſtay 


him, that hee would aducrtiſe him thereof by writing.

The Indian went with the letter, and cameagain with- 
outany more anſwere,then,on the back ſide,his name 
and his ſeale,thatthey might know he wasaliue. The 
Gouernour ſent twelue horſemen to ſeeke him : but 
he,which had his ſpies,ſo hid himſelte,thatthey could 
not find him. For want of Maiz the Gouernour could 
not ſtay any longer to ſeeke him. Hee departed from 
Chazuete,and paſſed the Riuer by Mays; going downe 
by it hee founda towne called Chi/ans, which as yet 
they had not ſeen. They came to Nz/co, & tound fo lit- 
tle Maiz,as could nor ſufficetill they made their ſhips; 
becauſe the Chriſtians, being in Geachoya in the ſeede 
time, the Indians for feare of them durſt not come to 
ſow the grounds of Nico: and they knew not there- 
about any other countrie where any Maiz was : and 
that was the moſt fruitfull ſoile that was thereaway, 
and where they had moſt hope to findeit. Euery one 
was confounded, and the moſt part thought it bad 
cqunſell ro come backe from the Riuer of Daycas, and 
not to haue followed their fortune, going that way 
that went ouer land. For by Sea it ſeemed impoſſible 
toſauc themſelues, vnleſſe God would worke a mi- 
racle for them : for there was neither Pilot, nor Sea- 
chart, neither did they know where the River entred 
intothe Sea, neither had they notice of it,neitherhad 
they any thing wherewith to make ſajles,nor any ſtore 
of Enequem, which is a grafſe' whereof they make 
Okam,which grew there : and that which they found 
they ſaued2o calke the Pinaces withall, neither had 
they any thing to pirch them withall : neither could 
they make ſhips of ſuch ſubſtance, but that any ſtorme 
would pur the in great danger : and they feared much 
it would fall out with them, as it did with Pamphilo de 
| Naruaesz, 
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Narnaez, which was caſt away vpon that coaſt : And 
aboueall other it troubled them moſt, that they could 
finde no Maiz : for without it they could not bee ſu- 
ſtained, nor could doe anything that.they had neede 
of. All of them were put to great confuſion. Their 
chicte remedy was to commit themſelues to God,and 
to beſceeh him that he would diretthemthe way that 
they might ſaue their lives. And it pleaſed him of his 
goodnefle,that the Indians of No came peaccablie, 
and told them, that two. daies iourney from thence, 
neere vnto the Great Riuer, were two townes, where- 
of the Chriſtians had no notice, and that the province 
was called cMHinea,and was a fruitful] ſoile : that, whe- 
ther at this preſent there was any Maiz or no, they 
knew not, becauſe they had warre with them: bur that 
they would be very glad with the fauourof the Chri- 
ſtians to goe and ſpoyle them. The Gouernour ſent a 
Capraine thither with horſemen and footmen,and the 


Indians of Ni/co with him. Hee came to <9fnoya, and Minoya. 
found two great townes ſeated ina plaine and open Twogreat 


ſoile, halfe a league diſtant,one in ſight of another,an 
in them he tooke many Indians, and found great ſtore 
of Maiz, Preſently he lodged in one of them, and ſent 
word to the Gouernour what hee had found : where- 
with they were all exceeding glad.

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trouble almoſt all the Indians that ſerued them died. 
And after they were in Mizoya, many Chriſtians alſo 
dicd : andthe moſt part were ſicke of greatand dange. 
rous diſeaſes, which hada ſpice of the lethargie. Ae 
this place died CAnarew de Vaſconceles, and two Portu- 
gals of Eluas,which were very neerehim : which were 
brethren,and by their ſurname called Soz&, The Chri- 
ſtians lodged inone of the townes, which they liked 
beſt : which was fenſed about, and diſtant a quarter 
of a league from the Great Riuer. The Maiz that was 
inthe other towne was broughtthither, and in all it 
waseſtcemed to bee 6000, hanegs or buſhels. And 
there was the beſt timber tomake ſhips, that they had 
ſcene in all the land of Florida: wherefore all of them 
gaue God great thankes for ſo ſingular a fauour, and 
hoped that thatwhich they defired would take effec, 
which was, that they might ſafely bee conducted into 
the land of the Chriſtians. :

RR £Soone as they came to X7z094, the 

, KEY] Gouernor commanded them to ga- 
Z9Y 6A WA 1| therallthe chaines together, which 
JW @9gua V4 cucric one had to lead Indians in, 
& 2249-4 WY) and to gather al the yron which they 
(N= Z#) had forthcir prouiſion,and al the reſt 
that was i: the Camp: and to ſet vpa-forgeto make 
nailes,and commanded them to-cut:downetimber for 
thebrigandines. And a Portugall of Ceata,who hauing 
bin a priſoner in FeF,had learned to ſaw timber with a 
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long faw, which for ſuch purpoſes they had carried 
with them,did tcach others, which helped himto ſaw 
timber. Anda Genows, whom it pleaſed God to pre- 
ſerue (for without him they had neuer come out of 
the countrie: for there was neuer another that could 
make ſhips but hee) with foure or fiue other Biſcaine 
carpenters, which .hewed his plancks and other tim- 
bers,madethe brigandines: Andtwo calkers,the one 
of Genxa,the other of Sardinia did calke them with the 


 towofan hearb like hempe, whereof before I haue Enequenisan 
made mention, which there 1s named Encquen, And Þ<ive like 


becauſe there was not enough of it, they calked them 


with the flaxe of the Countrie, and with the mantles, Flaxeot the 
which they rauclled for that purpoſe. A cooper which <ountrie. 


they had among them fell facke,and was at the pointof 
death : and there was none other that had any skill in 
that trade: it pleaſed God to ſend him his health: And 
albeit he was verie weake, and could not labour, yet 
15. daies before they departed, he made for euery bri- 
gandinetwo halfe hogs heads, which the mariners call 
quartercts, becauſe foure of them hold a pipe of water. 


The Indians which dwelttwo daics tournie aboue the Taguanate 


Riuer in a Prouince called Taguanate, and likewiſe wo daies 
icurney aboue 


thoſe of Nz/co and Guzcoya,andothers theirneighbours 
ſceing the brigandines in making, thinking, becauſe 
their places of refugearein the water, that they were to 
gocto ſecke them : and becauſe the Governour de- 
manded mantles of them, as neceffarie for ſailes,.came 
many times, and brought many mantles, and great 
ſtore of fiſh. Andfor certaine it ſeemed that God was 
willing to fauour themin ſo great neceſſitie, moouing 
the minds of the Indians to bring them : for to goe to 
take them, they were neuer able.. For in the coy 
where

where they were, aſſoone as winter came in,they were 
ſo incloſed and compaſled with water,ythey could go 
no farther by land, then league, 8& a league & an half. 
| Andiftthey would go father,they could carrie no hor- 
The great vſc ſes, & without the they were not able to fight with the 
othorſes. Tndians, becauſe they were many : and ſo many for ſo: 
many on foote they tad the aduantage of them by wa- 
ter and by land, bccauſe they were more apt and ligh- 
ter, and by reaſon ofthe diſpoſition of the Countiie, 
which was according totheir deſire for the vſe of their 
warce. They broughtalſo ſome cords.and thoſe which 
wanted for cables were made of the batkes of Mulber. 
rie trees. They made ſtirrops of wood, & made ankers 
of their ſtirrops. In the moneth of March, when it had . 
not raineda moneth before,the Riuer grew ſo big,that 
The mightie it came to Nz/co, which was nine leagues off: and on 
ancreaſingot the gther (ide, the Indians ſaid, that it reached other 
the River for _. : 
twomonerths NINC leagues into the land. In the rowne where the 
ſpacecowit, Chriſtians were, which was ſomewhat high ground,

ſtirrops. They made certainerafts oftimber, and laid 
manie boughes vpon-them, wheron they ſet their hor- . 
ſes,and in the houſes they did the like. But ſeeing that 
nothing preuailed, they went vp to thelofts: and if 
they went out of the houſes, it was in canoes, or on 
horſeback in thoſe places where the ground was hieſt. 
So they were two moneths, and could doe nothing, 
during which time the Riuer decreaſcd not. The In- 
dians ceaſednot to come vnto the brigantines as they 
were wont.and came in canoes. Atthat time the Go- 
uernour feared they would ſet vpon him. Hee com- 
manded his men to take an Indian ſecretly of thoſe 
that came to the towne, and to ſtay him till the reſt

20. Caciques, with a great numberof people, deter- gainf the 
mined to.come vpon him;and that three daies before, <\iſtians, 


they would ſend a great preſent oft fiſh ro colour their 
oreattreaſon and malice, and on the verie day they 
would ſend ſome Indians before with another preſent: 


Andtheſe with thoſe which were our ſlaues, which Note well, 


were of their conſpiracie al{o,ſhould ſetthe houſes -on 
fire, and farſt of all poſſeſe themfelues of the lances 
whichſtoodar the doores of the houſes ; and the Ca- 
ciques with all their men ſhould bee neere the towne 
in ambuſh in the wood, and when they ſaw the fire 
kindled, ſhould come, and make an end of the con- 
queſt. The Gouernourcommandedthe Indian tobe 
kept ina chaine,and thefelfeſame day that he ſpake of, 
there came 30. Indians with fiſh. Hee commanded 


theirright hands to be cut off, and ſent them fo backe THIN 
tothe Cacique of Guachoya, whoſe menthey were. He — _ 
ſenthim word.,that he andthe reſt ſhould come when ch oyahaue 


they would,for hedefired nothing more, and that hee —_— 


ſhould know;that they thought not any thing which 
heknew not before they thought of it. Hereupon they 
all were putina very greatfeare: And the Caciques 
of Nilco and Taguanate came to excuſe themſclues : 
and a few daics after came he of Guachoya,and a princt- 
pal Indian and his ſubieR, faid,he knew by certaine in- 
formation, That the Caciques of Nz/co and T aguanate 
wereagreed tocome and make warre vponthe Chri- 


ſtians. Afſooneasy Indians came from Nz{co,the Go- 
X - uernour 
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uernour examined them, and they confeſſed it was 
true. Hee delivered them preſently tothe principall 
man of Guachoya, which drew them out of the towne 
and killed them. Another day came tome from T a- 
Theright guarnate, and confeſſed it likewiſe. The Goutrnour 
hands and n®: \ 1 manded their right hands and nofes to becut off, 
ſes of trautours : : 
cut off, and ſent them to the Cacique, wherewith they of 
Guachoya remained very well contented : and they 
came oftentimes with preſents of mantiesand fiſh,and 


Hogg*sin hogs,which bred in the Countrie of ſome fwine that 


Flo:ida, were loſt by the way the laſt yeere. Aſſooneas'the wa- : 


ters were {laked, they perſwaded the Gouernour to 
ſend men toT azuanate: They came and brought ca- 
noes, wherein the footemen were conueied downe 
the Riuer, and a Captaine with horſemen went by 
land ; and the Indians of Gzachoya, which guided him, 
= till they came to Tazuarate, aſlaulted the rowne, and 
guanate 
taken, took many men and women,and mantles, which with 
thoſe that they had alreadie were ſufficient to ſupplic 
their want. The brigandines being finiſhed in the mo- 
June. neth of Tune, the Indians having told vs, That the Ri-

they carried them by water tothe River. Which, if 
they had gone by land, had been in.dangerof breaking 
and ſplitting their kecles, and to beeallvndone, be- 
cauſe that for want of iron,the ſpikes were ſhort, and 
the planckes and timber were very weake. The Indi- 
ans of Minvya, during the time thatthey werethere, 
cameto ſerue them (being driven thereunto by _ 
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ſity)that ofthe Maiz whichthey.had taken fromthem, 
they would beſtow ſome crummes vpon them. And 
becauſe the Countrie was tertill, and the people vſed 
to feed of Maiz,and the Chriſtians had gotten all from 
them that they had, and the people were many, they 
were not able to fuſtaine themſelues. Thoſe which 
cametorhe towne were ſo weakeand feeble,that they 
had nofleſh lefton their bones : and many came and 
died neerethe towne for pure hunger and weakeneſle. 
The Gouernour commanded vpon grieuous puniſh- 
ments to giue them no Maiz. Yet,when they ſaw that 
the hogges wanted itnot, and that they had yeelded 
themſclues to ſcrue them, & conſidering their miferie 
and wretchednes, hauing pity of thC, they gauethem 
part ofthe Maiz which they had, And when the time 
of their embarkment came, there was-notſuficient to 
ſcras their owneturnes. That which there was, they 
putinto the brigandines, and into great canoes tied 
two and wwortogerhcr. They ſhipped 22. of the beſt 
horſes,that were in the Camp,the reſt they madedried 
fleſh of;and dreiled the hogges which they had in like 
manner. They departed from <H7z0ya the ſecond day

And becauſe 
there were many men of qualitie, whom he could not 
deny that which he granted toothers,he vſed apolicy, 
ſaying, that they might ſerue them as long as they 
werein the Riuer, but whenthey.came totheſea, they 
muſt ſendthem away for wantof water, becauſe they 
had but few veſſels. Hetold his friends in ſecret, that 
they ſhould carrie theirs to Naena Eſpanna : Andall 
thoſe whom hee bare no good will vnto (which were 
the greater number) ignorant of that which was hid- 
den from them, which afterward time diſcouercd, 
thinking it inhumanitie foro little time of ſeruice, in 
reward of the greatſeruicethatthey had donethem.to 
cartie them with them, to leaue them {lauesto other 
men out of their owne Countries , left five hundred 
men and women;among whom were many boiesand 
girles, which ſpake & vnderſtood the Spaniſh tongue. 
The moſt of them did nothing but weepe: which 
mooued great compaſſion ; ſecing that all of them 
with good will would haue become. Chriſtians, and 
were left in ſtate of perdition.. There went from M7 
7054 322 Spaniards in ſcuen brigandines, well-made; 
ſaue that the plankes were thin, becauſethe nailes were 
ſhort,and were not pitched;nor had any decks to keep 
the water from comming in. In ſtead of decks they 
laid planks, whereon the mariners might runnetotrim 
their ſailes, and the people might refreſh themſelues 
aboue and below, The Gouernour made his Cap- 
taines,and gaue toeuery one his brigandine, and took 
theiroth and their word, that they would obey him, 
ynull they came to the land of the Chriſtians. The

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which he beſt liked. The ſame day that they departed 
frem H1noa,they paſſed by Guachoya, wherethe In- 
dianstarried forthem in canoes by the Riuer.

niards,and ouerwhelme them , ſo preſently they ouer- 
whelmed them. The Chriſtians fell into the water, 
and with the weight of their armour ſugke downe:to- 
the bottome: and ſome few.,thatby ſwintting or hol- 
ding by the canoe could haue ſaued themſelues, with: 
oares and ſ{taues, which they had,they ſtrooke them on 
the head and madethemftnke.' When they of the bri- 
gandines ſaw the overthrow, though they wentabout 


uer they could not goe backe. Foure Spaniards fled to 
the brigandine that was neereſt tothe canoes; and on- 
ly theſe eſcaped of thoſe that cameamongthe Indians. 


They were eleuen that died. there : among whom Eleuen Spa- 
niards-Crows« 
led 1obn de Vargas: the reſt alſo were perſons of accoſit The death of 
and men of great courage.. Thofe'that eſcaped by vn de Gilite- 
frimming, ſaid, that they ſaw tH&Indians enter the

canoes, and whether they catried him away deador 
aliue they could not certainly tell.

[PH ten the vitorie,tooke ſuch courage, 
97 | that they aſſaulced them in the bri-

Iz 5 before. They came firſt to that bri- 
SEr—>2 gandine wherein Ca/deron went for 
Captaine,and wasin the rereward : andatthe firſt yo- 
lieof arrowes they wounded 25 men. There were on- 
ly foure armed men in-this brigandine: theſe did ſtand 
atthe brigandines {ide to detend it. Thoſe that were 
ynarmed, ſecing how they hurt them, left their oares 
and went vnder the deck : whereuponthe brigandine 
began to crofle, and to goe where the current of the 
« treame carriedit.. Oneofthearmed men ſeeing this, 
without the commandement of the Captaine, madea 
footman totake an oareand ſtirre the brigandine, hee 
ſtanding before him and defending him with his tar- 
get. TheIndians came no neerer then a bowſhot,from 
whence they offended and were not offended, recei-

-'; uing .no hurt : forin cucry brigandine was but one 


croſſebow, and thoſe which wee had were very-much 

out of order. So-that the Chriſtians did nothing elſe 

' but ſtand for acbuttego receiue their arrowes. Hauing

; | wit 
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with it halfe an houre;and ſo from one to another they 
fought with them all. The Chriſtians had martres ro 
lay vader them, which were double,and fo cloſe and 
ſtrong,thatnoarrow went thorow them. And afſoone 


as the Indians gaue them leiſure, they fenſed the bri. —_ ' 
gandines with them. And the Indians ſeeing that they tence againſt 
could not ſhooteleuell, ſhot their arrowes at randon arrowes, 


vp into theaire, which fell into the brigandines, and 
hurt ſome ofthe men : and not therewith contented, 
they ſought to gettothem which were in the canaes 
with the horſes. Thoſe of the brigandines enuironed 
them to defend them, and tooke them among them. 
Thus ſeeing themſelues much vexed by them,and ſo 
wearied that they could no longer endureit, they de- 
termined to trauell all the night tollowing,thinking to 
get beyond the countrie of 2«zga/ra, and that they 
would Itaue them : but when they thought leaſt of ir, 
ſuppoling they had now left them, they heard very 
neere them ſo great outcries, that they made them 
deafe, and fo they followed vs all that night, and the 
next day till noone, by which time we were come in- 


to the countrie of others, whom they defired to vie vs anther Pro 
after the ſame manner; and ſothey did. The men of uince. 


uizalts returned home, and the other in fiftie ca- 
noes fought with vs a whole day and a night:andthey 
centred one of the brigandines, that came in the rere- 
ward bythe canoe which ſhe had at her ſterne, and 
tooke away a woman which they found in it, and af- 
terward hurt ſome of the men of the brigandines. 
Thoſe which came with the horſes inthe canoes, be- 
ing wearie with rowing night and day, lingered be- 


' hind; andpreſently the Indians ca@e vpon them, and

downe the Ri- 
uer, which is 
about 250. 
leagues, 
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nour reſolued to goe on ſhore and to kill the horſes, 
becauſe of the ſlow way which they made becauſe of 
them. Afloone as they ſaw aplace conuenient for ir, 
they went thither and killed the horſes, and broughr 
the fleſh of them to drie it aboord. Fourevr five of 
themremained on ſhorealiue : the Indians went-vnto 
them,2'rer the Spaniards were embarked. The horſes 
were not quainted with them,and began to neigh, 
and runne vpanddowne.in ſuch ſort,thatthe Indians, 
for feare of them, leaped into the water: and getting 
into their canoes wentafterthe brigandines,ſhooting 
cruelly at them. They followed vs that cuening and 
the night following till the next day at tenne of the 


clocke,and then returned vp the Riuver.Preſently from 


a ſmall rowne that ſtood vpon the Riuer came ſeuen 
canoes,and followed vs alittle way downe the River, 
ſhootingat vs : but ſeeing they were ſo few that they 
could doe vs bur little harme, they returned to their 
towne. From thence forward, vntil] they came to the 
Sea, they had no encounter.. They ſailed downe the 
Riuer ſeuenteene daies : whichmay be two hundred 
and fifty leagues tourney, little moreor leſſe:and neere 
vnto the Sea the Riueris diuided into two armes;each 
of them is a league andan halte broad.

Y F came ronkertorethemfcluc thereabout 
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and out of heart. For by the ſpace of many daies they 
had eaten nothing but parched and ſodden Maiz, 
which they had by allowance cuery day an headpeece 
ful by ſtrike for euery three me.While they rode there 
atanker ſeuen canoes of Indians came to ſet vpo thoſe, 
which they broughtwith them. The Gouernour com- 
mandedarmed mento go aboord them, and todriue 
themfarther off. They camealſo againſtthem by land 
througha thick wood, and a moorifh ground,and had 
ſtaues with very ſharp forked heads made of the bones 
of fiſhes, and fought verie valiantly with vs, which 
went out toencounterthem. And theother that came 
in canoes with their arrowes ſtajed for them that came 
againſt them, and at their comming both thoſe that 
wereon land,and thoſe in:the canoes wounded ſome 
of vs: And ſeeing vs come neere them, they turned 
their backs,and ike ſwift horſes among footemen gat 
away from vs; making ſome returnes, and reuniting 
themſclues together,going not paſt abow ſhot off: for 
in ſo retiring they ſhot, without receiuing any hunt of 
the Chriſtians, For though they had ſome bowes, yet 
they could not viethem; and brake their armes with 
rowing to ouertake them. - And the Indians eafily in 
their compaſſe went with their canoes, ſtaying and 
wheeling aboutas ithad been in askirmiſh,perceiuing 
that thoſe that came againſt them could not offend 
them. Andthe more they ſtroue to come neere them, 
the morehurtthey receiued. Afloone as they had dri- 
uenthem farther off, they returned tothe brigandines, 
They ſtaied two daies there : And departed from 
thence vnto the place, wherethe arme of the Riner en- 
treth into the ſea. They ſounded in the Rinerneere 
ynto the Sea, and found 40. fathoms water. They 
FT 2 ſtaied 
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ſtaied there. Andthe Gouernour commanded al and 
ſingular perſons to ſpeake their minds touching their 
volage, whether it were beſt to crofle ouer to Nuena Eſ- 
panna, committing thEſeſuesto the hie ſea,or whether 
they ſhould keepe along the coaſt. There were ſundry 
opinions touching this matter : wherein 1047 Dannſco, 
' which preſumed much, and tooke much vpon him in 
the knowledge of nauigation, and matters of the ſea, 
although hee had butlittle experience, mooued the 
Gouernour with his talke : and his opinion was ſe- 
conded by ſome others. And they afftirmed,thatit was 
much bctter to [paſſe by the hie ſea, and crofle the 
oulfe, which was three of foure parts theleſler trauel], 
becauſein going along y coaſt, they went a great way 
abour, by reaſon of the compaſle, which the land did 
make. 7ohn Danuſcoſaid,that he had ſeene the ſeacard, 
and that from the place where they were, the coaſt ran 
Eaſt and Weſt ynto Ro de las Palmas , and from Rio de 
las Palmas to Nueua Eſþanna from North to South:and 
therefore in ſailing alwaics in fight of land would bee 
a great compaſling about and ſpending of much time, 
& thatthey would bein great danger to be ouertaken 
with winter before they ſhould get to the land of the 
Chriſtians: and thatin 10. or 12. datesſpace, hauing 
good weather,they might bee there in croſling ouer. 
The moſt pait were againſt this opinton,and ſaid, thar 
it was more ſafe to goalong the coaſt, though they ſtai- 
edthe longer: becauſe their ſhips were very weake _ 
and without decks, ſo thata very little ſtorme was e- 
nough to caſt them away : and if they ſhould be hin- 
dred with calmes, or contrarie weather, through the 
ſmall ftore of veſſels which they had ro carrie water in, 
they ſhould likewiſe fall into great danger : and that 
although 
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although the ſhips were ſuch as they might venture in 

them, yet hauing neither Pilot nor Seacard to guide 
themſelues,it was no good counſell to crofle thegulte. 

This opinion was confirmed by the greateſt part : and 

they agreed to go along the coalt. At the time where- 

in they ſought to depart from thence, the cable of the 
-anker of the Gouernours brigandine brake,andthean- 

ker remained in the Riuer. And albeit, they were 

neerethe ſhore, yet it was ſo deepe,that the Diuers di- 

ving many times could neuer findit: which cauſed 
greatſadnes in the Gouernour, and in all thoſe that 

went with him in his brigandine : But with a grind- 

ftone which they had, and certaine bridles which re- 

mained to fome of the Gentlemen, and men of wor- 

ſhip which had horſes, they madea weight which ſer- 

ued in ſtead ofan anker. The 18, of July, they went They landed 
foorth to fea with faire and proſperous weather for aa +l 
their voiage. Andſecing that they were gonetwo or Chap. 7. they 
three leagues from the ſhore, the Captaines ofthe 0- — ne 
| © therbrigandines ouertookethem, and asked the Go- 1543. 
| uernour,wherefore hedid put off from the ſhore? and 
that if he would leaue the coaſt, he ſhould ſayſo; and 
he ſhould not do it without the conſent of all:and that 
ifhee did otherwiſe, they would not follow him, but 
that euery one would doe what ſeemed beſt vnto him- 
ſelfe. The Gouernour anſwered, that hee would doe 

nothing without their counſell, but that hee did beare 
| offfromtheland to faile the better and ſafer by night ; 
and that the next day when time ſerned, he would re- 
turne to the ſtght of land againe. They ſailed with a 
reaſonable good wind that day and the night follow- gretiwarer als 
ing,and the nextday till euening ſong, alwaies in freſh moſtrwo daies- 
water : whereatthey wondred much : forthey were 21" ine 
- E3 verie 
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very farre from land. But the force of the current of - 
The coaſt the Riuer isſo great, and the coaſt there is ſo ſhallow 
ſhallow. and-gentle, that the freſh water entreth farre into the 
Sea. That euening on their right hand they ſaw cer- 
Cerraine taine creekes, whither they went, and reſted there that 
__—_ night.: where 1ohn Danuſco with his reaſons wonne 
night. thematlaſt, that all conſented and agreed to-commit 
- themſelues to the maine Sea,alleaging.as he had done 
before, that it was a great aduantage, and-that their 
voyage would be much ſhorter. They ſailed two dais, 
and when they would haue come toſight of land they. 
could not, forthe winde blew from the ſhore. On the 
fourth day, ſceing their freſh water began to faile, fea- 
ring neceſlitieand danger, they all complained of 16h» 
Dannuſco,and of the Gouernour that followed his coun- 
ſell: and cuery one of the Captaines faid, that they 
would no more goe from the ſhore, though the Go- 
nernour went whither he would. It pleaſed God that 
the winde changed though bura little: andat the end | 
of foure daies atter they had put to ſea, being alreadie | 
. deſtitute of water, by force of rowing they gotwithin 
ſight of land,and with great trouble recovered it,inan 
Anopen open roade. That evening the winde came to the 
Roade. South, which on:that coaſt is a crofſe winde, and draue 
the brigandines againſt the ſhore, becauſe it blew ve 
hard,and the anchors were ſo weake,that they yeelded 
and beganto bend. The Gouernour commanded all 
men toleape into the water,and going between them 
and the ſhore, and thruſting the brigandines into the 
Sea aflooneas the waue was paſt, they ſaued them till ; 
the winde ceaſed.

The next day they departed thence, inginthe 
and failed twodaies,and entred into a creeke like ynto {22ds on the 
a poole,fenced-from the South winde,which then did © 
blow, and-was againſt them : and there they ſtaied 
foure daics.not being able to get out: and when the 
Sea was calme they rowed out : they ſailed that day, 
and toward euening the winde grew ſo ſtrong that it 
draue them on the ſhore, and they were forie that 
they had put foorth from the former harbour : for as 
ſoone as night approcheda ſtorme began to riſe in the 
Sea,and the winde ſtill waxed moreand more violent 
with a tempeſt. The brigandines loſt one another: 
two of them, waich bare more into the Sea, entred * - 
into an arme of the Sea , which pearced into the Anarme of 
land two leagues beyond the place where the other *b<ica. 
were that night. The five which ſtaied behinde,being 
alwaics a league, and halfea leaguethe one from the 
other, met together, without any knowledge the one 
of the other,ina wilde roade, where the winde and the 
waues droue them on ſhore : for their anchors did 
ſtreighren and-came home; and they could notrule 
their oares, putting ſeuen or eight men to euery oare, 
which zowed ro ſeaward :.and all the reſt leaped into 


the.

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the water, and when the waue was paſt that draue the 
brigandine on ſhore, they thruſt it againe into Sea 
with all the diligence and might thatthey had.Others, 
while another waue was in comming, with bowles la- 
vedout the water that came in ouerboord. While they 
were in this tempeſt in great feare of being cait away 
in thatplace, from midnight forward they endured an 
Aſwarme cf jntollerable tormet ofan infinite {warme of Moskitoes 
_—__ * which fell vpon them,which aſſoone asthey had ſtung 
the fleſh,it ſo infeedir, as though they had bin veno- 
mous. In the morning the Sea was aflwaged and the 
wind ſlaked,but not the Muskitoes : for y failes which 
were white ſeemed blacke with them in the morning. 
Thoſe which rowed, vnlefſe others kept them away, 
werenot able to row. Hauing paſſed the feare & dan- 
ger of the ſtorme, beholding the deformities of their 
faces, and the blowes which they gaue themſclues to 
drive them away, one of them laughed at another. . 
They met all togetherin the creek where the two bri- 
L : eandines were,which outwent their fellowes. There 
ks Was found askumme, which they call Copee, which 
pitch,called the Sea caſteth vp, and it is like pitch, wherewith in 
Copee. ſomeplaces, where pitch is wanting, they pitch their 
ſhips : there they pitched their brigandines. T hey re- 
ſted two daies,and then eftſoones proceeded on their 
voyage. They ſailed two daies more, and landed ina 

Another deep Bay or arme of the Sea, where they ſtated two daies. 
wy. The ſame day that they went from thence fixe men 
wentvpin a canoe toward the head of it, and could 
not ſce the end of it. They put out from thence with 
a South winde,which was againſt them : but becauſe 
it was little,and for the great deſire they had to ſhorten 
their voyage, they put outto ſea by force of oares, and 
| for

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forall that made very little way with great labour in 
two daies,and went vnder the Ice of a ſmall Itland into A fmall Iland. 
an arme of the Sea, which compaſled it about. While 

they were there, there fell out ſuch weather, that they 

gaue God many thankes,that they had found out ſuch 

an harbour. There was great ſtore of fiſh in that place, Great flore of 
which they tooke with nets, which they had, and 
hookes. Heerea man caſt an hooke and a line into the 

Sea,and tied theend of it to hisarme,and a fiſh caught 

it,and drew him intothe water vnto the necke : and it 

pleaſed God that hee remembred himſelfe of a knife 

that he had,and cut theline with it. There they abode Fourtecne | 
fourteenc daics:and atthe end of them it pleaſed God mga F 
toſend them faire weather, for which with great deuo- 

tion they appointeda proceſſion, and went in procel- 

fion along rhe ſtrand, beſeeching God to bring them 
toaland,where they migsht ſerue him in better ſort.

PAR N all the coaſt whereſoeuer they digged 
WARST B&RY) they found freſh water : there they fil- 
dS 224 lcd their veſſels; and the proceſſion be- 
0 Ty *V= ing ended, embarked themſclucs, and 
2X voing alwaicsin fight o: the ſhorethey 
ſailed ſixe daics.

South : from midday forward-they ſaw great Moun-. 
raines, which vntill then they had not ſeene: for from” 


this place to Puerto de Spiritu Santo, where they firſt 
landed in Florida, was a very plaine and low countrey: 
and therfore it cannot be deſcried,vnleſle a man come 
very neere it. By that which they ſaw, they thought 
that they had ouerſhot Rio de Palmas that night, 
which is 60 leagues from the Rtuer of Panuco, which 
is in Nxeua Eſpanna. They aſſembled all together, 
and ſome jaid it was not good to faile by night, leſtthey. 


ſhould ouerſhoot the Riuer of Panaco:and others ſaid, 


itwas not well to loſe time while it was fauourable, 


andthat it could not be ſo neere that they ſhould paſſe 


itthatnight: and they agreed to take away halfe the 
failes, and ſo ſaile all night. Two of thebrigandines, 
which ſailed that night with all their failes, by breake 
of day had ouerſhot the Riuer of Panuco without ſee- 
ing it. Of the five that came behind, the firſt thatcame 


 vnto it was that wherein Caldera was Captaine. A 


quarterof a league before they came atit, and before 
they did ſee it, they ſaw the water muddie, and knew 
it to be freſh water: and comming right againſttheRi- 
uer.they ſaw, where it entred into the Sea,that the wa- 
ter brake ypona ſhold. And becauſe there was no man 
there that knew it, they were in doubt whether they 
ſhould goe in, or goealong, and they reſolued to goe 
in : and before they came vnto thecurrent,they went 
cloſe to the ſhore,andentred intothe port:andafſloone 
as they were come in, they ſaw Indian men and wo- 
men apparelled like Spaniards : whom they asked in

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what countrey they were 2 They anſwered in Spaniſh, 


that it was the Riuer of Parxco, and that the towne of The River of

the Chriſtians was 15 leagues vp within the land. 


ioy that all ofthem receiued vpon theſe newes cannot leagues from 
ſufficiently be expreſſed: for it ſeemed vnto them, that *hemourhof 


at that inſtant they were borne again. And many went 


on ſhoreand kiſſed the ground, and kneeling on their 


knees, with lifting vp their hands and eyes to heauen, 


they all ceaſed notto giue God thankes. Thoſe which 


came after, aſſoone as they ſaw Calderan come to an 
anchor with his brigandine in the Riuer, preſently 
went thither,and came into the hauen. The other two 
brigandines which had ouerſhot the place, putto ſea 


to returne backe to ſeeke the reft, and could not doeir, 
becauſethe winde was contrarieand the Sea growne: 
'they were afraid of being caſt away, and reconering 
the ſhore they caſt anchor. While they rode there a 


ſtorme aroſe : and ſeeing that they could not abide 
there,much lefſe endure at Sea, they reſolued to runne 
on ſhore ; andasthebrigandines were but ſmall, ſodid 


they draw butlittle water ; and where they were it was 


aſandie coaſt. By which occaſion the force of their 
failes draue them on ſhore, without any hurt of them 
that were in them. As thoſe that were in the port of 
Panuco at this time were in great ioy ; ſo theſe felt a 


double griefe in their hearts : for they knew not what 


was become of their fellowes, nor in what countrey 
they were, and feared it was a countrey of Indian ene- 
mies. They landed two leagues below the port: and 
when they ſaw themſelucs out of thedanger of the 
Sea, euery one tooke of that which he had, as much as 
he could carrie on his backe : and they trauelled vp in- 


tothe countrey, and found Indians,which told them

T=*—jRomthetime thatthey putoutof Rio Grar- 
74S 2354, detothe ſea,at their departure from F/ori- 
2A da,vnulthey arrived in the Riuer of Panu- 
| co were 52.dates. They came into the Ri- 
ucr of Pazucothe 10. of September, 1543. They went 
vptheRiucr with their brigandines. They trauelled 
foure daics; and becauſe the wind was bur little,and 
many times it{erued. them not, becauſe of the many 
turnings which the Riuer maketh, and the great cur- 
rent, drawing them vp by towing,and that in many 
places; for this cauſe they made very little way, and 
with great ſabour : and ſeeing the execution of their 
 defire ro be deferred, which was tro come among Chri- 
ſtians, and to ſee the celebration of divine ſervice, 
which ſo long time they had nor ſeene, they left the 
brigandines with the mariners, and went by land to 
Panuco, All of them were apparrelled in Deercs skins 
ranned and diced blacke,to wir,cotcs, hoſe,and ſhooes. 
When they came to Panrco,preſently they went tothe 
Church to pray and etuc God thankes,thatſo miracu- 
lowfely had ſauced chem. The towneſmen which be- 
fore were aduertiſed by the Indians, and knew of their 
arriual,caried ſome of them to their houſes, and enter- 
tained them,whom they knew,and had acquaintance:

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of, or becauſe they were their Countrimen.. The Al- 
calde Mayor tooke the Gouernour home to his houſe: 
and commanded al the reſt,aſfoone as they came,to be 
lodged 6. & 6.and 10.8 10. according tothe habilitie 
of cuery towneſman; And all of them were prouided 

for by their hoſtes of many hennes and bread of Maiz,, 
and fruites ofthe Covntrie, which are ſuch as be in the 


Ile of Cuba, whereot before I have ſpoken. The towne rhe deſcrip- 


of Panucomay containe aboue 70. tamilics ;the moſt tion of Pa- 
nico, 


of their houſes are of Iime and ſtone, and fome made 
of timber, and all of them are thatched. It is a poore 
Countrie,and thereis neither gold nor {1luer in it: The 
inhabitants liue there in great abundance of vicuals 
and ſeruants. The richeſt hauc not aboue 500.crownes 
renta yeere, and that is in cotten clothes, hennes, and 
Maiz,which the Indians their ſernants doe giue them 
for tribute. There arriued there of thoſe tharcame out zu. 
of Florida three hundred and eleuen Chriſtians. Pre- = 
ſently the Alcalde Mayor ſent one of therown{men in 
poſt ro aduertiſe the Viceroy, Doz Aztonio de Menap.

went with Don Ferdinando de Soto to diſcouer and con- 
quer Florida, three hundred and cleuven men were ari- 
ucd there,that ſceing they were imploicd in his Maie- 
ſties ſeruice, he would rake ſome order to prouide for 
them. Whereat the Viceroy, and allthe inhabitants. 
of Mexico wonered. Forthey thought they were mil: 
carried becauſe thev had trauclled ſo farre within the 
maine land of F/ori4a, and had no newes of them for: 
ſolong atime: andit feemed a wonderfull thing vn- 
tothem, how they could faue themſclues fo long a- 
mong Infidels, withourany tort, wherein they might 
fortifie themſclucs, and without any other ſuccour at:

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all. Prefently the Viceroy ſenta warrant, wherein hee 
commaded,that whitherſocuer they ſent,they ſhould 
give them victuals,andas many Indians for their caria- 
ges as they needed: and where they would not fur- 
niſh them, they might take thoſe things that were ne- 
ceſſarie perforce without incurring any dangerof law, 
This warrant was ſo readilie obeyed, that by the way 
before they came to the townes, they cameto receiue 
them with hennes,and vituals. 


Of the fanour which they found at the hands of the Vice- 
r0y,and of the inhabitants of the Citie of Mexico.

60. from Parnxco to the Port de Vera 
vs Af Cruz, where they take ſhipping for 
$2242) Sparine,and thoſe thatcome from Spaine 
dolandtogo for Nutua Eſpanna. Theſe 
three townes ſtand ina triangle : to wit, Yera Cra7, to 
the South, Panuco to the North, and Mexico to the 
Weſt, 60. leagues aſunder. The Countrieis ſo inha- 
bited with Indians, that from towne to towne, thoſe 
which are fartheſt, are buta league, and halfea league 
aſunder. Some of them that came from Floridaſtaied 
a monethin Paxxco toreſt themſelues, others fifteene 
daics,and cuery oneaslong as he liſted : for there was 
nonethatſheweda ſower countenance to his gueſts, 
but rather gaue them any thing that they had,and ſee- 
medto be gricued when they took their leaue. Which 
was to bebeleeued. For the viduals, which the Indi- 
ans doe pay them for tribute,are more then they can 
ſpend: andinthat towneisno commerce, and _ 
welt 
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dwelt but few Spaniards there, and they were glad of 
their companie. The Alcalde Mayor diuided all 
the Emperours clothes which he had (which there 
they pay him for his tribute) among thoſe that would 
come toreceiuethem. Thoſe which had ſhirts of maile 
lett, were glad men : for they had a horſefor oneſhirt 
of maile : Some horſed themſclues: and ſuch as could 
not (which were the greateſt part) tooke their journie 
on foote: in whichthey were well receiued of the In- 
dians that were in the townes,and better ſerued, then 
they could haue beenin their owne houſes, though 
they had been well toliue. Forit they asked one hen 
ofan Indian,they broughtthem foure : and if they as- 
ked any of the Countrie fruit, though it were aleague 
off, they ran preſently for it. And if any Chriſtian 


found himſelf cuill at eaſe,they carried him in a chaire This is the -

they came, the Cacique, by an Indian which catti- riemenin 
eda rod of Iuſtice in his hand, whom they call Ta- chaires. 


pile, that is to ſay, a ſergeant, commanded them to 
prouide victuals for them, and Indians to beare bur- 
dens of ſuch things as they had, and ſuch as were 
needfull to carrie them that were ficke. The Vice- 
roy ſenta Portugal 20. leagues from Mexico, with 
eat ſtore of ſugar, raiſons of the Sunne, and con- 
| nan other things fit for ſicke folkes, for ſuch as: 
had neede ofthem: and had giuen order to cloth them - 
allattheEmperours charges. And their approch being 
knowne by the citizens of Mexico, they went out of 
the towneto receiue them : and with great courteſie, 
requeſting them in fauour tocome to their houſes, e- 
uery one carried ſuch ashee met home with him, and” 
clothed: 
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clothed them euery one the beſt they could : fo that 
he which had the meancſt apparrell, it coſt aboue 30. 
ducats. As many as were willing to come to the Vice- 
royes houſe he commanded to be apparelled,and ſuch 
as were perſons of qualitie fate at his table : and there 
was a table in his houſe for as many of the meaner ſort 
as would come to it: and he was preſently informed, 
who euery one was, to ſhew him the courteſie that he 
deferued.Some of the Coquerors did ſet both gentle- 
men and clownes at their owne table,and nany times 
made the ſeruant fit cheeke by checke by his maſter : 
and chiefly the officers and men of baſe condition did 
ſo: for thoſe which had better education did enquire 
who cuery one was, and made difference of perſons:: 
butall did what they could with a good will : and eauc- 
ry one told them whom they had in their houſes, that 
they ſhouldnot trouble themſclues, northinke them- 
ſelucs the worſe. to take that which they gauethem : 
for they had bin in the like caſe, and had bin rejicucd 
of others, and that this was the cuſtome of that coun- 
trey. God reward them all : and God granr,that thoſe 
which it pleaſed him to deliver out of Florida, and to 
bring againe into Chriſtendome,may ferue him : and 
vnto thoſe thatdied in that countrey, and vnto all thar 
belceue in him and confeſſe his holy faith, God for his 
mercic ſake grant the kingdome of heauen, Amen,

Theſcare better | 
then all the plummes of Spaire, and they make farre 
better Prunes of them. In the Grapes there is onclie 
want of dreſſing : for though they bee big, they haue 
a great kirnel]. All other fruits are very pertect, and 
lefle hurtfull then thoſe of Spazre. 


There are in Florida many Beares, and Lyons, Beafts; 


Wolues, Deere, Dogges, Cattes, Marterns and 
Conies. 


There be many wild Hennes as big as Turkies, Par- Fowl:s. 


tridges ſinall like thoſe of .{frica, Cranes, Duckes, 
Pigeons, Thruſhes,and Sparrowes. There are certaine 
Blacke birds bigger then Sparrows, and lefler then 
Stares. There are Goſſe Hawkes, Falcons, Ierfalcons, 
andall Fowles of prey that are in Spaiye. 

The Indians are well proportioned. Thoſe of the” 
plaine Countries aretaller of bodie,and better ſhapen, 
then thoſe of the Mountaines, Thoſe of the Inland 
haue greater ſtoreof Maizz andzcommpgiticg of the 
Countrie, then thoſe that dwell vpon the ſea coaſt. 
The Countrie along theſea coaſt is barren and poore: 
and. the people mote warlike. The coaſt rurneth 
from Puerto-del Spirith Santo ta Apaliche, Eaſt and 
Weſt; and from Cpalache to Rio de las Palmas from 
Eaſt to Weſt : from Rio de las Palmas vnto Nueua Eſpan- 
ma from Nortlf to South. It is a gentle coaſt, burit 
hath many ſholdes, and great ſhelues of ſand.
